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GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

This  Department,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  school  of  law  in 
the  city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  originally  requiring  but  two  years,  was  gradually 
expanded,  until,  in  1898,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  it  was  increased  to  three  years.  The  Faculty 
has  also  shown  a  gradual  increase  in  numbers  commensurate  with 
the  expansion  of  the  course  and  the  growing  number  of  students  in 
attendance.     Beginning  with  1903,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  the 
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policy  of  placing  most  of  the  important  topics  of  substantive  law  under 
the  charge  of  trained  professional  teachers  giving  their  whole  time  to 
the  work  of  legal  instruction.  Of  these  there  are  now  five.  Those 
branches  of  the  law  connected  with  practice  will  continue  to  be  under 
the  charge  of  professors  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the  administration 
of  the  law  either  at  the  Bar,  or  on  the  Bench. 

In  1877  a  year  of  graduate  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws,  was  added'  to  the  course  of  instruction  offered,  and  in  1905  a 
special  graduate  course  of  three  years,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Jurisprudence,  was  established.  Work  for  this  degree  is  now  car- 
ried on  by  members  of  the  Law  Faculty  under  the  general  direction  of 
the  University  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies.  A  special  course  in  Patent 
Law  was  added  in  1895. 

In  June,  1898,  an  ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
formally  establishing  as  a  separate  department  of  the  University  the 
Department  of  Jurisprudence  and  Diplomacy.  This  Department  was 
opened  on  November  15,  1898. 

In  1904,  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  new,  adjustment 
of  graduate  work  in  the  University  was  made,  resulting  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Departments  of  Law  and  of  Politics  and  Diplomacy 
(now  called  the  College  of  the  Political  Sciences),  the  former  embrac- 
ing the  undergraduate  course  in  municipal  law  and  graduate  courses  in 
the  broader  fields  of  general  law,  and  the  latter  graduate  and  under- 
graduate courses  in  the  political  sciences,  special  attention  being  given 
to  diplomacy. 

SEPARATE  COURSES  FOR  ALL-DAY  AND  AFTERNOON 
STUDENTS. 

Since  1903  the  work  of  the  Law  School  has  gradually  been  trans- 
ferred from  the  late  afternoon  hours  to  the  forenoon,  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  the  lectures  offered  to  all-day  students  are  largely  confined  to 
the  earlier  part  of  the  day.  To  these  students  is  offered  a  course  con- 
sisting of  fourteen  hours  a  week  for  three  years,  leading  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.). 

To  meet  the  needs  of  those  students  whose  employment  in  the  Gov- 
ernment service,  or  elsewhere,  prevents  their  attendance  before  4.30  in 
the  afternoon,  an  afternoon  course  is  given,  consisting  of  ten  hours  a 
week  for  three  years  and  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law 
(B.L.).  This  course  offered  to  afternoon  students  satisfies  the  require- 
ments of  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this 
school  is  a  member.*

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Students  who  have  received  the  degree  of  B.L.  may,  upon  completing 
a  fourth  year  of  tw^elve  hours  a  week  in  the  afternoon,  receive  the 
degree  of  LL.B. 

LOCATION. 

All  classes  in  the  Department  of  Law  are  held  in  the  Law  Building, 
situated  on  H  street,  adjoining  the  main  University  building,  at  the 
corner  of  Fifteenth  street.  This  hall,  dedicated  on  January  3,  1899, 
was  especially  designed  for  the  work  of  this  Department.  It  is  com- 
modious and  well  equipped  with  lecture-rooms,  Moot  Court  rooms  and 
offices,  and  contains  the  law  library,  with  a  conference-room  adjoining. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR. 

The  academic  year  extends  through  more  than  eight  months,  begin- 
ning on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  and  ending  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  June,  and  is  divided  into  two  half-years,  the  second  half- 
year  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  February.  The  session  of  1909-10 
begins  on  Wednesday,  September  29,  and  closes  Wednesday,  June  8. 
Since  most  of  the  courses  given  during  the  first  half-year  are  completed 
before  the  beginning  of  the  second  half-year,  it  is  possible  for  a  student 
to  enter  on  the  ist  of  February  of  any  year  and  be  graduated  three 
years  from  that  date,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation, 
held  on  February  22,  of  each  year. 

Lectures  begin  promptly  on  the  first  day  of  the  term,  and  students 
applying  for  admission  at  a  later  day  will  be  admitted  only  upon  show- 
ing good  cause  for  the  delay  and  by  special  action  of  the  Faculty. 

ADMISSION. 
I.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.). 

Applicants  for  admission  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age  and  must  have  had  educa- 
tional training  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  the  University.  In  order  to  sat- 
isfy these  requirements,  which  are  set  out  at  length  in  the  General 
Catalogue  of  the  University,  students  must  present  credits  aggregating 
IS  units,  which  are  broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  years'  high  school 
course.  Applicants  for  admission  on  certificate  should  secure  formal 
certificates  setting  forth  the  credits  claimed,  and  present  these  certifi- 
cates attached  to  their  application  forms.  All  applications  for  admis- 
sion should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  who  will, 
upon  request,  furnish  proper  blanks  and  detailed  information  as  to  en- 
trance examinations. 

Advanced  Requirements.  The  requirement  of  two  years  of  college 
work  for  admission  to  regular  standing,  heretofore  announced  to  take 
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effect  at  the  opening  of  the  session  1909- 1910,  is  postponed  until  such 
time  as  shall  hereafter  be  fixed  by  the  Law  Faculty.* 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  (B.L.). 

Applicants  for  admission  as  candidates  for  this  degree  must  satisfy 
the  same  requirements  as  those  demanded  of  candidates  for  the  LL.B. 
degree. 

3.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  must  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an 
institution  substantially  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member. 

4.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Only  those  students  who  are  graduates  of  an  approved  law  school 
or  members  of  the  bar  in  good  standing  will  be  admitted  as  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

5.  For  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Jurisprudence  unless  he  shall  hold  a  baccalaureate  degree  conferred 
by  some  institution  of  approved  standing  after  the  completion  of  a 
liberal  course  of  undergraduate  academic  study,  and  possess  a  reading 
knowledge  of  Latin,  French,  and  German.  At  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty,  however,  other  languages  may  be  substituted  when  the  charac- 
ter of  the  work  undertaken  is  such  as  to  warrant  it.  The  right  is 
reserved  to  the  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies  to  decide  in  all  cases 
whether  the  applicant  has  given  sufficient  evidence  that  his  antecedent 
training  fulfils  these  requirements.  In  addition,  the  candidate  must 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  this  University  or  from 
some  other  institution  requiring  equivalent  work  as  a  prerequisite  to 
that  degree. 

6.  Special  Students. 

Persons  who  for  any  reason  do  not  qualify  as  candidates  for  a 
degree  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  with  the  assent 
of  the  professors  whose  courses  they  elect  to  take,  be  admitted  as 
special  students. 

*  During  the  past  four  years  the  amount  of  work  required  for  a  degree  has  been 
increased,  methods  of  instruction  have  been  changed,  and  the  standard  of  work 
exacted  in  the  class-room  and  upon  examination  has  been  raised.  The  recovery  of 
the  Law  School  from  the  losses  consequent  upon  these  changes  has  been  slower 
than  was  anticipated,  upon  which  account  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  postpone  putting 
the  advanced  requirement  into  effect.  The  Faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees  have  not 
relinquished  their  determination  to  put  in  force  this  requirement  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date. 
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ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second  or  third 
year  classes  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  for  the  work  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  or  years.  These  requirements  may  be  met  by  presenting 
certificates  from  other  law  schools  of  accredited  standing  showing  that 
the  student  has  successfully  completed  equivalent  courses,  or  by  passing 
the  regular  examinations  set  for  that  purpose  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  after  the  student  has  shown  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
in  the  subjects  upon  which  he  is  examined,  covering  at  least  as  many 
hours  as  are  required  for  such  subjects  in  this  University. 

All  examinations  that  may  be  required  of  applicants  for  advanced 
standing  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each  session. 

HOURS  FOR  LECTURES. 

In  the  all-day  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(LL.B.),  the  greater  part  of  the  instruction  is  given  between  the  hours 
of  9.00  a.  m.  and  i.oo  p.  m. 

In  the  afternoon  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law 
(B,L.),  instruction  is  given  between  the  hours  of  4.50  and  6.30  in  the 
afternoon. 

Instruction  in  the  fourth  year's  work  required  of  holders  of  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  (B.L.)  to  obtain  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  (LL.B.),  is  also  given  in  the  afternoon  between  4.50  and  6.30. 

The  courses  open  to  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws 
(LL.M.)  are,  as  a  general  rule,  given  in  the  afternoon,  though  a  num- 
ber of  the  forenoon  courses  may  be  elected  as  hereinafter  indicated, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dean. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  in  the  class-room  is  based  upon  the  study  and  discussion 
of  cases.  In  some  of  the  courses  students  are  required  to  read  parallel 
assignments  in  text-books. 

In  conducting  the  discussion  of  cases  in  the  class-room  every  effort 
is  made  to  lead  the  student  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  funda- 
mental legal  principles  that  may  be  involved,  and  to  aiYord  him  scien- 
tific training  in  accurate  methods  of  study  and  of  reasoning  along  legal 
lines.  Students  are  also  required  to  submit  written  briefs  upon  doubt- 
ful points  of  law,  to  draw  up  contracts,  conveyances,  and  other  papers 
when  the  nature  of  the  subject  in  hand  is  such  as  to  make  exercises 
of  this  kind  useful  in  giving  accurate  instruction. 

Subjects  involving  the  adjective  law  are  in  charge  of  professors  who 
are  engaged  in  active  practice.  The  general  principles  of  these  subjects, 
taught  in  the  same  manner  as  indicated  above,  are  developed  by  prac- 
tice before  the  Moot  Courts. 
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UNDERGRADUATE   PROFESSIONAL   COURSES. 

Undergraduate  students  in  Arts  and  Sciences  upon  the  completion 

of  forty-five  units  of  credit  may  take  the  first  year's  work  of  the  course 

for  Bachelor  of  Laws,  crediting  them  fifteen  units,  on  the  completion 

of  which  they  may  receive  the  academic  degree.

The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
extends  through  a  period  of  three  years.  A  minimum  of  forty-two 
hours'  work  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  this  degree,  except  that 
regular  students  registered  prior  to  1908  will  be  permitted  to  quahfy  for 
their  degrees  upon  the  completion  of  the  course  as  required  at  the  time 
of  their  entrance.

C.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  LAWS  (LL.M.). 

Students  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws 
are  required  to  elect  courses,  not  previously  taken,  covering  a  minimum 
of  ten  hours  a  week.  These  may  be  freely  elected  from  the  courses 
offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  from  the  following  courses  given 
in  The  College  of  the  Political  Sciences.

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D.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  PATENT 
LAW  (M.P.L.). 
A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  and  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given 
by  Professor  Church,  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those 
taking  it  for  practice  in  all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The 
course  extends  throughout  one  year,  with  two  lectures  or  sessions  of 
the  Moot  Court  each  week.  (For  the  admission  requirements  for  this 
course,  see  page  6.) 

E.    LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF 

JURISPRUDENCE  (J.D.). 

The  work  for  this  degree  is  similar  in  character,  method,  and  scope 

to  that  required  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  and  is  under 

the  control  of  the  University  Faculty  of  Graduate   Studies.     See  the 

General  Catalogue  of  the  University. 

COURSES  IN  PRACTICE. 

A.     MOOT  COURT  WORK. 
I.  Third  Year: 

Particular  stress  is  laid  upon  Moot  Court  work.  Aside  from  the 
practice  court  connected  with  the  course  in  Patent  Law,  there  are  four 
courts  in  which  undergraduate  students  pursue  their  work.  Three 
of  these  are  nisi  prius  courts  and  are  presided  over  by  members  of 
the  Washington  Bar  in  active  practice.  The  fourth  is  a  Court  of 
Appeals  to  review  the  cases  tried  in  the  courts  of  first  instance.  This 
court  also  is  composed  of  members  of  the  Washington  Bar. 

Every  third-year  student  before  receiving  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  re- 
quired to  prepare  the  pleadings  in  and  prosecute  to  judgment  the 
required  number  of  cases  in  the  nisi  prius  courts,  with  the  privilege 
of  appeal  to  the  appellate  tribunal.  At  least  two  hours  in  each  week 
during  the  year  must  be  spent  by  each  third-year  student  in  active  par- 
ticipation in  Moot  Court  work  in  the  court-room  to  which  he  is  assigned. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a 
lawyer  in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine 
whether  or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of 
common-law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  plead- 
ings, serve  his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue 
is  joined  in  legal  manner,  after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hear- 
ing in  strict  accordance  with  the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are 
empaneled  in  accordance  with  settled  legal  procedure,  witnesses  are 
examined  and  cross-examined,  and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the 
various  stages  of  the  trial  or  hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judg- 
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ment  or  decree,  after  which,  should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be 
carried  through  the  appellate  court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the 
record  on  appeal,  briefs  of  counsel,  etc. 

2.  Fourth  Year: 

The  same  facilities  for  Moot  Court  work  as  are  described  above  are 
afforded  in  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  In 
this  course,  however,  the  nature  of  the  cases  assigned  is  somewhat 
different,  involving,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  cases  at  common-law 
or  in  equity,  cases  of  a  special  character,  such  as  habeas  corpus,  certi- 
orari, quo  warranto,  injunction,  mandamus,  extradition,  replevin,  at- 
tachment, etc. 

3.  OMcers  and  Equipment: 

The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the  assistant  clerks  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  his  assistants  in  each 
court-room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body,  from  whose  ranks  are 
also  drawn  the  criers,  jurors,  and  other  officials,  thus  giving  to  the 
students  the  benefit  of  practice  in  administrative  judicial  machinery. 
The  Moot  Court  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an  actual  court.  The 
rooms  in  which  the  sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up  with  judges'  benches, 
clerks'  desks,  jury-boxes,  and  counsel  table,  and  from  the  time  the 
crier  announces  that  the  court  is  in  session  until  he  announces  its  ad- 
journment the  procedure  is  identical  with  that  of  a  regular  judicial 
tribunal. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to  this 
feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  enabled  to  go  out  from  this  in- 
stitution and  creditably  try  cases  in  court,  although  he  may  never  have 
been  in  an  actual  court-room. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  both  as  to  his 
pleadings  and  his  conduct  of  the  case  in  court,  and  the  ratings  thus 
given  determine,  in  connection  with  his  ratings  upon  other  subjects, 
whether  or  not  he  is  entitled  to  a  degree. 

B.    LEGAL  TACTICS. 

Every  young  lawyer  entering  upon  his  professional  career  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  experience  of  an  older  practitioner  and  of 
learning  many  things  which  are  not  taught  and  cannot  be  taught  from 
books.  It  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  men  that  this  course 
has  been  inaugurated.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington 
Bar  whose  practice  has  been  an  active  one,  extending  over  a  period  of 
many  years. 

A  short  introductory  talk  is  given  upon  the  relations  between  attor- 
ney and  client,  including  the  important  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the 
student  is  given  the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  start- 
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ing  in  practice  and  opening  and  furnishing  an  office,  with  suggestions 
as  to  office  systems.  Advice  is  given  as  to  selecting  a  law  library,  the 
best  way  to  find  authorities  in  point,  and  how  such  authorities  should 
be  used  in  court. 

The  student  is  told  how  to  listen  intelligently  to  his  client's  griev- 
ances ;  how  to  draw  up  the  pleadings  arising  out  of  these  grievances ; 
how  to  prepare  for  trial  the  case  thus  made,  including  the  work  of 
preparing  the  evidence ;  how  to  try  the  case  and'  examine  and  cross- 
examine  witnesses ;  the  manner  of  making  up  the  record,  writing  briefs, 
and  conducting  the  argument  on  appeal.  The  subject  of  professional 
ethics  is  discussed.  At  various  times  during  the  year  distinguished 
lawyers  are  invited  to  appear  and  discuss  informally  special  topics  of 
interest  to  the  students. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADES. 

A.    UNDERGRADUATE  COURSES. 
Regular  Examinations : 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester  upon 
those  subjects  that  have  been  completed  during  that  semester.  All  stu- 
dents, unless  specially  excused  by  the  Dean,  are  required  to  take  the 
first  examination  held  in  any  subject  after  their  completion  of  the 
course  in  that  subject. 

No  student,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject  unless  he  shall  be  regularly  regis- 
tered and  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  have 
done  all  the  work  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  upon  that 
subj  ect. 

Grades: 
At  all  examinations,  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indicated  by  the 
letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing,  respectively,  excellent,  good, 
satisfactory,  fair,  conditioned,  and  failed. 

Conditions: 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  (conditioned),  in  the  regular 
examination  in  any  course,  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  remove  the 
condition  by  passing  a  subsequent  examination  with  the  grade  of  C  or 
better. 

The  regular  examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  will  be  held 
during  the  first  week  of  each  session.  Applications  for  permassion  to 
take  any  of  these  examinations  must  be  made  to  the  Dean,  in  writing, 
not  later  than  three  days  before  the  date  for  which  such  examination 
is  scheduled.  Candidates  for  either  of  the  Bachelors  degrees  may,  by 
action  of  the  Faculty,  be  granted  special  examinations  in  not  more  than 
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two  subjects  carried  as  conditions  during  the  first  semester  of  their 
last  year,  at  the  end  of  that  semester,  and  in  one  subject  carried  as  a 
condition  during  the  second  semester,  at  the  end  of  that  year. 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed),  in  any  examination,  or 
the  grade  of  D  or  E  in  any  examination  to  pass  off  a  condition  in  any 
course,  will  be  required  to  take  the  course  over  again  before  being 
permitted  to  take  another  examination  in  such  course. 

Class  Standing: 

Students  having  conditions  in  more  than  two  subjects  will  not  be 
advanced  from  one  class  to  another,  nor  will  candidates  for  a  degree 
be  permitted  to  carry  more  than  one  condition  into  the  second  semester 
of  the  year  in  which  they  expect  to  be  graduated.  Students  may  have, 
however  (subject  to  the  provisions  above  enumerated),  an  opportunity 
to  remove  conditions,  imposed  during  any  session,  by  taking  the  regu- 
lar examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  at  the  beginning  of  the 
following  session,  for  which  no  fee  is  charged. 

Students  having  conditions  in  more  than  three  subjects  will  not  be 
allowed  to  register  except  upon  special  permission  from  the  Dean. 
Special  Examinations : 

No  special  examinations,  other  than  those  above  provided  for,  will 
be  granted  to  any  students  except  those  of  the  graduating  class  who, 
for  good  cause,  shall  have  been  excused  by  the  Dean  from  taking  any 
regular  examination  during  the  third  year. 
Attendance: 

Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all  courses ;  and  the  examination 
grade  of  any  student  in  any  course  may  be  withheld  and  the  passing 
of  another  examination  or  the  repetition  of  the  course  may  be  required 
on  the  sole  ground  of  unsatisfactory  attendance. 
Election  of  Courses: 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  courses  aggregating  more 
than  sixteen  hours  during  any  one  semester  without  first  obtaining  the 
permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  with  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws  in  his  third  year  shall  take  and  pass  in  each 
semester  of  his  third-year  courses  aggregating  ten  hours. 

Election  of  courses  to  be  taken  must  be  made  in  all  cases  within  ten 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester  in  which  such  courses  are 
given. 

B.    GRADUATE  COURSES. 

Examinations  in  graduate  courses  will  be  given  at  such  times  and 
under  such  conditions  as  may  be  designated  by  the  professors  in 
charge. 
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DEGREES. 

I.  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
shall  have  passed  satisfactory  examinations  upon  the  subjects  required 
in  the  entire  course  of  three  years  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct 
have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Bachelor  of  Law  (B.L.) 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
shall  have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  this  degree,  and  whose 
attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

3.  Master  of  Laws. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  this  degree  with  the  grade  of 
C  or  better  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to 
the  Faculty. 

4.  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  students 
who  shall  have  successfully  completed  the  work  of  the  Patent  Law 
course  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactor}^  to  the 
Faculty. 

5.  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  is  given  for  graduate  work  in 
the  science  of  the  law  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  See 
the  General  Catalogue. 

LAW  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

A  well-equipped  working  library,  comprising  about  5200  volumes, 
is  open  to  the  students  in  Law  Lecture  Hall  from  9  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 
Competent  librarians  are  in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in 
looking  up  subjects  and  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  Library  contains  the  standard  text-books,  the  West  Reporter 
system  of  Federal  and  State  Decisions  complete,  State  Reports,  the 
English  Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  Encyclopaedias  of  Law, 
Digests,  reference  books,  and  current  law  publications. 

Adjoining  the  Library  is  a  conversation-room  for  students,  affording 
opportunity  for  consultation. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities,  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library  and  other  public  libraries. 
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PRIZES. 

A  prize  offered  by  the  Edward  Thompson  Company,  of  a  set  of  the 
Encyclopaedia  of  Law,  first  or  second  edition,  or  a  set  of  the  Encyclo- 
paedia of  Pleading  and  Practice,  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  senior 
law  student  who  shall  write  the  best  thesis  on  some  legal  subject  to  be 
assigned  by  the  Faculty. 

Three  prizes — one  of  $40,  one  of  $30,  and  one  of  $20 — are  annually 
given  to  the  respective  authors  of  the  best  three  essays  handed  in  by 
such  members  of  the  third-year  class  as  shall  compete  for  them  and 
shall  pass  successful  examinations. 

A  prize  of  $25  in  gold,  offered  by  Mr.  Fritz  von  Briesen,  called  the 
"  Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for  the  best  work  done  in  the  Patent 
Law  Course  by  a  student  receiving  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Laws. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  art  of  public  speaking  are 
afforded  by  the  two  debating  societies  that  have  been  organized  in 
the  Department  of  Law.  These  societies,  known  as  the  Columbian  and 
Needham  Debating  Societies,  meet  weekly  for  debate.  Membership 
in  these  societies  is  entirely  optional,  but  their  work  is  encouraged  in 
every  legitimate  way  by  the  Faculty,  and  students  are  urgently 
advised  to  take  part  in  their  exercises.  During  each  academic  year 
several  intercollegiate  debates  are  held.  Membership  upon  the  inter- 
collegiate debating  teams  is  an  honor  eagerly  sought  and  made  the 
prize  to  be  won  in  separate  preliminary  contests.  The  general  conduct 
of  these  intercollegiate  debates  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee 
from  the  Faculty. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  BAR  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

By  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  Bar  are  required  to  have  studied  law  for 
three  years  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  attorney,  but  by  those 
rules  the  course  in  the  Department  of  Law  of  the  University  is  regarded 
as  discharging  this  requirement.

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during 
which  a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year.

All  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer.     Regular  tuition  fees  are 

payable   quarterly   in   advance.     Fees   for   special   courses   are   payable 

monthly  in  advance.     Matriculation  and  library  fees  are  payable  in  full 

in  advance.

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

This  Department,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  school  of  law  in 
the  city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  originally  requiring  but  two  years,  was  gradually 
expanded,  until,  in  1898,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  it  was  increased  to  three  years.  The  Faculty 
has  also  shown  a  gradual  increase  in  numbers  commensurate  with  the 
expansion  of  the  course  and  the  growing  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance. Beginning  with  1903,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  the  policy  of 
placing  most  of  the  important  topics  of  substantive  law  under  the  charge 
of  trained  professional  teachers  giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of

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legal  instruction.  Those  branches  of  the  law  connected  with  practice 
will  continue  to  be  under  the  charge  of  professors  who  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  administration  of  the  law  either  at  the  bar,  or  on  the 
bench. 

In  1877  a  year  of  graduate  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws,  was  added  to  the  course  of  instruction  offered,  and  in  1905  a 
special  graduate  course  of  three  years,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Jurisprudence,  was  established.  Work  for  this  degree  is  now  carried 
on  by  members  of  the  Law  Faculty  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
University  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies.  A  special  course  in  Patent  Law 
was  added  in  1895. 

In  June,  1898,  an  ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
formally  establishing  as  a  separate  department  of  the  University  the 
Department  of  Jurisprudence  and  Diplomacy.  This  Department  was 
opened  on  November  15,  1898. 

In  1904,  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  new  adjustment 
of  graduate  work  in  the  University  was  made,  resulting  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Departments  of  Law  and  of  Politics  and  Diplomacy 
(now  called  the  College  of  the  Political  Sciences),  the  former  embrac- 
ing the  undergraduate  course  in  municipal  law  and  graduate  courses  in 
the  broader  fields  of  general  law,  and  the  latter  graduate  and  under- 
graduate courses  in  the  political  sciences,  special  attention  being  given  to 
diplomacy. 

SEPARATE   COURSES   FOR  ALL-DAY   AND   AFTERNOON 
STUDENTS. 

Since  1903  the  work  of  the  Law  School  has  gradually  been  trans- 
ferred from  the  late  afternoon  hours  to  the  forenoon,  and  at  the  present 
time  the  lectures  offered  to  all-day  students  are  largely  confined  to  the 
earlier  part  of  the  day. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  those  students  whose  employment  in  the  Gov- 
ernment service,  or  elsewhere,  prevents  their  attendance  before  4.30  in 
the  afternoon,  an  afternoon  course  is  given. 

HOURS  FOR  LECTURES. 

In  the  all-day  course  a  large  part  of  the  instruction  is  given  between 
the  hours  of  9.00  a.  m.  and  i.oo  p.  m. 

In  the  afternoon  course  the  instruction  is  given  between  the  hours  of 
4.50  and  6.30  p.  m. 

LOCATION. 

All  classes  in  the  Department  of  Law  are  held  in  the  Law  Building, 
situated  on  H  street,  adjoining  the  main  University  building,  at  the 
corner  of  Fifteenth  street.    This  hall,  dedicated  on  January  3,  i8qq.  was 
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especially  designed  for  the  work  of  this  Department.  It  is  commodious 
and  well  equipped  with  lecture-rooms,  Moot  Court  rooms  and  offices, 
and  contains  the  law  library,  with  a  conference-room  adjoining. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR. 

The  academic  year  extends  through  more  than  eight  months,  begin- 
ning on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  and  ending  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  June,  and  is  divided  into  two  half-years,  the  second  half- 
year  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  February.  The  session  of  1910-11 
begins  on  Wednesday,  September  28,  and  closes  Wednesday,  June  7. 
Since  many  of  the  courses  given  during  the  first  half-year  are  completed 
before  the  beginning  of  the  second  half-year,  it  is  possible  for  a  student 
to  enter  on  the  ist  of  February  of  any  year  and  be  graduated  three 
years  from  that  date,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation, 
held  on  February  22,  of  each  year. 

Lectures  begin  promptly  on  the  first  day  of  the  term,  and  students 
applying  for  admission  at  a  later  day  will  be  admitted  only  upon  showing 
good  cause  for  the  delay  and  by  special  action  of  the  Faculty. 

ADMISSION. 

1.  For  the  Degree  oe  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

Applicants  for  admission  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age  and  must  have  had  educa- 
tional training  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  the  University.  In  order  to  satisfy 
these  requirements,  which  are  set  out  at  length  in  the  General  Catalogue 
of  the  University,  students  must  present  credits  aggregating  15  units, 
which  are  broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  years'  high  school  course.  Ap- 
plicants for  admission  on  certificate  should  secure  formal  certificates 
setting  forth  the  credits  claimed,  and  present  these  certificates  attached 
to  their  application  forms.  All  applications  for  admission  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Law,  who  will,  upon 
request,  furnish  proper  blanks  and  detailed  information  as  to  entrance 
examinations. 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  must  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an 
institution  substantially  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member. 

3.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Only  those  students  who  are  graduates  of  an  approved  law  school  or 
members  of  the  bar  in  good  standing  will  be  admitted  as  candidates  for 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 
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4.  For  the  De;gree  of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence. 

No  student  will  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Jurisprudence  unless  he  shall  hold  a  baccalaureate  degree  conferred 
by  some  institution  of  approved  standing  after  the  completion  of  a 
liberal  course  of  undergraduate  academic  study,  and  possess  a  reading 
knowledge  of  Latin,  French,  and  German.  At  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty,  however,  other  languages  may  be  substituted  when  the  charac- 
ter of  the  work  undertaken  is  such  as  to  warrant  it.  The  right  is 
reserved  to  the  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies  to  decide  in  all  cases 
whether  the  applicant  has  given  sufficient  evidence  that  his  antecedent 
training  fulfills  these  requirements.  In  addition,  the  candidate  must 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  this  University  or  from 
some  other  institution  requiring  equivalent  work  as  a  prerequisite  to 
that  degree. 

5.  Special  Students. 

Persons  who  for  any  reason  do  not  qualify  as  candidates  for  a  degree 
may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  with  the  assent  of  the 
professors  whose  courses  they  elect  to  take,  be  admitted  as  special 
students. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second  or  third 
year  classes  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  for  the  work  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  or  years.  These  requirements  may  be  met  by  presenting 
certificates  from  other  law  schools  of  accredited  standing  showing  that 
the  student  has  successfully  completed  equivalent  courses,  or  by  passing 
the  regular  examinations  set  for  that  purpose  at  the- beginning  of  the 
term,  after  the  student  has  shown  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
in  the  subjects  upon  which  he  is  examined,  covering  at  least  as  many 
hours  as  are  required  for  such  subjects  in  this  University. 

All  examinations  that  may  be  required  of  applicants  for  advanced 
standing  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each  session. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  in  the  class-room  is  based  upon  the  study  and  discussion 
of  cases.  In  some  of  the  courses  students  are  required  to  read  parallel 
assignments  in  text-books. 

In  conducting  the  discussion  of  cases  in  the  class-room  every  effort  is 
made  to  lead  the  student  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  fundamental 
legal  principles  that  may  be  involved,  and  to  afford  him  scientific  train- 
ing in  accurate  methods  of  study  and  of  reasoning  along  legal  lines. 

Subjects  involving  the  adjective  law  arc  in  charge  of  professors  who 
are  engaged  in  active  practice.    The  general  principles  of  these  subjects, 
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taught  in  the  same  manner  as  indicated  above,  are  developed  by  practice 
before  the  Moot  Courts. 

UNDERGRADUATE  PROFESSIONAL  COURSES. 

Undergraduate  students  in  Arts  and  Sciences  upon  the  completion  of 
forty-five  units  of  credit  may  take  the  first  year's  work  of  the  course  for 
Bachelor  of  Law^s,  crediting  them  fifteen  units,  on  the  completion  of 
which  they  may  receive  the  academic  degree. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

A.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  LAWS. 

The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
extends  through  a  period  of  three  years.  A  minimum  of  thirty-six 
hours'  work  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  this  degree. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with  the 
permission  of  the  Dean,  select  additional  subjects  from  the  second  and 
third  years,  provided  the  aggregate  of  the  hours  taken  does  not  exceed 
fifteen  a  week.  Such  excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Laws.

B.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  LAWS. 

Students  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws 
are  required  to  elect  subjects,  not  previously  taken,  covering  a  minimum 
of  ten  hours  a  week.  These  may  be  freely  elected  from  the  subjects 
offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  from  the  following  subjects  given  in 
the  College  of  the  Political  Sciences  : 

International  Law. 

Comparative  Constitutional  Law. 

Administrative  Law. 

Private  Rights  and  Immunities  under  the  Constitution, 

Taxation. 

Any  excess  credits  obtained  in  this  Law  School  in  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's 
degree.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  not  be  conferred,  however, 
until  one  year  after  the  receipt  of  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Advanced  Practice. — Candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  may  also  elect 
advanced  practice  work  in  the  Moot  Court,  receiving  therefor  a  credit 
of  two  hours  for  the  year. 

C,  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  PATENT 

LAW. 

A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  and  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given 
by  Professor  Church,  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those 
taking  it  for  practice  in  all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The 
course  extends  throughout  one  year,  with  two  lectures  or  sessions  of 
the  Moot  Court  each  week.  (For  the  admission  requirements  for  this 
course,  see  page  5.) 

D,    LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF 
JURISPRUDENCE, 

The  work  for  this  degree  is  similar  in  character,  method,  and  scope  to 
that  required  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  and  is  under  the 
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control  of  the  University  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies.    See  the  General 
Catalogue  of  the  University. 

COURSES  IN  PRACTICE. 

A.     MOOT  COURT  WORK. 

1.  lliird  Year: 

Particular  stress  is  laid  upon  Moot  Court  work.  Aside  from  the 
practice  court  connected  with  the  course  in  Patent  Law,  there  are  four 
courts  in  which  undergraduate  students  pursue  their  work.  Three  of 
these  are  nisi  prius  courts  and  are  presided  over  by  members  of  the 
Washington  Bar  in  active  practice.  The  fourth  is  a  Court  of  Appeals 
to  review  the  cases  tried  in  the  courts  of  first  instance.  This  court  is 
composed  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims  and 
of  members  of  the  Washington  Bar. 

Every  third-year  student  before  receiving  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  re- 
quired to  prepare  the  pleadings  in  and  prosecute  to  judgment  the 
required  number  of  cases  in  the  nisi  prius  courts,  with  the  privilege  of 
appeal  to  the  appellate  tribunal.  At  least  two  hours  in  each  week  during 
the  year  must  be  spent  by  each  third-year  student  in  active  participation 
in  Moot  Court  work  in  the  court-room  to  which  he  is  assigned. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a 
lawyer  in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine 
whether  or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of 
common  law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  plead- 
ings, serve  his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue  is 
joined  in  legal  manner,  after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hearing  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are  empaneled 
in  accordance  with  settled  legal  procedure,  witnesses  are  examined  and 
cross-examined,  and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the  various  stages 
of  the  trial  or  hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judgment  or  decree, 
after  which,  should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be  carried  through 
the  appellate  court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the  record  on  appeal, 
briefs  of  counsel,  etc. 

2.  Fourth  Year: 

The  same  facilities  for  Moot  Court  work  as  are  described  above  are 
afforded  in  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  In 
this  course,  however,  the  nature  of  the  cases  assigned  is  somewhat 
different,  involving,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  cases  at  common  law 
or  in  equity,  cases  of  a  special  character,  such  as  habeas  corpus,  certi- 
orari, quo  warranto,  injunction,  mandamus,  extradition,  replevin,  attach- 
ment, etc. 
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3.  OfUcers  and  Equipment : 

The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the  assistant  clerks  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  his  assistants  in  each 
court-room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body,  from  whose  ranks  are 
also  drawn  the  criers,  jurors,  and  other  officials,  thus  giving  to  the 
students  the  benefit  of  practice  in  administrative  judicial  machinery. 
The  Moot  Court  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an  actual  court.  The 
rooms  in  which  the  sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up  with  judges'  benches, 
clerks'  desks,  jury-boxes,  and  counsel  table,  and  from  the  time  the 
crier  announces  that  the  court  is  in  session  until  he  announces  its  ad- 
journment the  procedure  is  identical  with  that  of  a  regular  judicial 
tribunal. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to  this 
feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  enabled  to  go  out  from  this  in- 
stitution and  creditably  try  cases  in  court,  although  he  may  never  have 
been  in  an  actual  court-room. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  both  as  to  his 
pleadings  and  his  conduct  of  the  case  in  court,  and  the  ratings  thus 
given  determine,  in  connection  with  his  ratings  upon  other  subjects, 
whether  or  not  he  is  entitled  to  a  degree. 

B.     BRIEF   MAKING. 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  bulk  of  our  case  law,  it  becomes 
absolutely  indispensable  that  students  should  be  taught  to  find  authori- 
ties in  point,  to  collate  them,  and  to  present  them  to  the  court  in  a  clear 
and  concise  form.  In  order  to  afford  this  training  a  course  in  Brief 
Making  is  given.  This  course  will  be  conducted  in  part  in  the  Library 
of  the  Department  of  Law,  so  that  the  use  of  the  digests  and  reports 
may  be  illustrated. 

C.  PREPARATION  OF  LEGAL  INSTRUMENTS. 

Students  are  instructed  in  this  course  in  the  actual  preparation  of 
deeds,  mortgages,  wills,  assignments,  contracts,  partnership  agreements, 
and  other  legal  instruments  which  a  lawyer  is  called  upon  to  prepare. 
Statements  of  facts  are  furnished  to  the  class  by  the  professor  in  charge, 
and  each  student  is  required  to  prepare  the  various  forms  of  instru- 
ments. These  are  corrected  by  the  professor  and  are  discussed  and 
citicised  in  class.  Careful  consideration  is  given  to  special  forms  of 
execution  and  acknowledgment  when  one  of  the  parties  to  the  instru- 
ment is  a  corporation,  a  partnership,  a  married  woman,  and  the  like. 

D.     LEGAL  TACTICS  AND  ETHICS. 
Every  young  Inwyer  entering  upon  his  professional  career  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  experience  of  an  older  practitioner   and  of 
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learning  many  things  which  are  not  taught  and  cannot  be  taught  from 
books.  It  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  men  that  this  course  is 
given.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington  Bar  whose 
practice  has  been  an  active  one,  extending  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

A  short  introductory  talk  is  given  upon  the  relations  between  attorney 
and  client,  including  the  important  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the 
student  is  given  the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  start- 
ing in  practice  and  opening  and  furnishing  an  office,  with  suggestions 
as  to  office  systems.  Advice  is  given  as  to  selecting  a  law  library,  the 
best  way  to  find  authorities  in  point,  and  how  such  authorities  should 
be  used  in  court. 

The  student  is  told  how  to  listen  intelligently  to  his  client's  griev- 
ances ;  how  to  draw  up  the  pleadings  arising  out  of  these  grievances ; 
how  to  prepare  for  trial  the  case  thus  made,  including  the  work  of 
preparing  the  evidence ;  how  to  try  the  case  and  examine  and  cross- 
examine  witnesses ;  the  manner  of  making  up  the  record,  and  conducting 
the  argument  on  appeal.  The  Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  adopted  by 
the  American  Bar  Association  are  studied  in  this  course.  At  various 
times  during  the  year  distinguished  lawyers  are  invited  to  appear  and 
discuss  informally  special  topics  of  interest  to  the  students. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADES. 

A.    UNDERGRADUATE  COURSES. 
Regular  Examinations : 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester.  All  stu- 
dents, unless  specially  excused  by  the  Dean,  are  required  to  take  the 
first  examination  held  after  the  completion  of  any  subject. 

No  student,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject  unless  he  shall  be  regularly  regis- 
tered and  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  have 
done  all  the  work  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  upon  that 
subject. 

Grades: 

At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indicated  by  the 
letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing,  respectively,  excellent,  good, 
satisfactory,  fair,  conditioned,  and  failed. 

Conditions: 
A   student   receiving  the  grade  of  E    (conditioned),   in  the   regular 
examination  in  any  course,  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  remove  the 
condition  by  passing  a  subsequent  examination  w^ith  the  grade  of  C  or 
better. 
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The  regular  examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  will  be  held 
during  the  first  week  of  each  session.  Applications  for  permission  to 
take  any  of  these  examinations  must  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Law,  in  writing,  not  later  than  three  days  before  the  date 
for  which  such  examination  is  scheduled.  Candidates  for  the  Bachelor's 
degree  may,  by  action  of  the  Faculty,  be  granted  special  examinations  in 
not  more  than  two  subjects  carried  as  conditions  during  the  first 
semester  of  their  last  year,  at  the  end  of  that  semester,  and  in  one  sub- 
ject carried  as  a  condition  during  the  second  semester,  at  the  end  of 
that  year. 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed),  in  any  examination,  or 
the  grade  of  D  or  E  in  any  examination  to  pass  off  a  condition  in  any 
course,  will  be  required  to  take  the  course  over  again  before  being 
permitted  to  take  another  examination  in  such  course. 

Class  Standing: 

Students  having  conditions  in  more  than  two  subjects  will  not  be 
advanced  from  one  class  to  another,  nor  will  candidates  for  a  degree 
be  permitted  to  carry  more  than  one  condition  into  the  second  semester 
of  the  year  in  which  they  expect  to  be  graduated.  Students  may  have, 
however  (subject  to  the  provisions  above  enumerated),  an  opportunity 
to  remove  conditions,  imposed  during  any  session,  by  taking  the  regu- 
lar examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions  at  the  beginning  of  the 
following  session,  for  which  no  fee  is  charged. 

Students  having  conditions  in  more  than  three  subjects  will  not  be 
allowed  to  register  except  upon  special  permission  from  the  Dean. 

Special  Examinations : 
No  special  examinations,  other  than  those  above  provided  for,  will 
be  granted  to  any  students  except  those  of  the  graduating  class  who, 
for  good  cause,  shall  have  been  excused  by  the  Dean  from  taking  any 
regular  examination  during  the  third  year. 

Attendance: 
Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all  courses ;  and  the  examination 
grade  of  any  student  in  any  course  may  be  withheld  and  the  passing  of 
another  examination  or  the  repetition  of  the  course  may  be  required  on 
the  sole  ground  of  unsatisfactory  attendance. 

Election  of  Courses: 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  courses  aggregating  more 
than  fifteen  hours  during  any  one  semester  without  first  obtaining  the 
permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  in  his  third  year  shall  take  and  pass  in  each  semester 
of  his  third  year  courses  aggregating  ten  hours. 
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Election  of  courses  to  be  taken  must  be  made  in  all  cases  within  ten 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester  in  which  such  courses  are 
given. 

B.     GRADUATE  COURSES. 

Examinations  in  graduate  courses  will  be  given  at  such  times  and 
under  such  conditions  as  may  be  designated  by  the  professors  in 
charge. 

DEGREES. 

1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
shall  have  passed  satisfactory  examinations  upon  subjects  aggregating 
thirty-six  hours  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Faculty.  The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  students 
deficient  in  Bills  and  Notes,  Common  Law  Pleading  and  Practice,  Con- 
tracts, Corporations,  Equity,  Equity  Pleading  and  Practice,  Evidence, 
Moot  Court,  Property,  and  Torts. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  this  degree  with  the  grade  of 
C  or  better  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to 
the  Faculty. 

3.  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  students 
who  shall  have  successfully  completed  the  work  of  the  Patent  Law 
course  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to  the 
Faculty. 

4.  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  is  given  for  graduate  work  in 
the  science  of  the  law  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  See 
the  General  Catalogue. 

LAW  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

A  well-equipped  working  library,  comprising  about  5,300  volumes,  is 
open  to  the  students  in  the  Law  Building  from  9.00  a.  m.  to  10.00  p.  m. 
Competent  librarians  are  in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in 
looking  up  subjects  and  in  the  use  of  books. 
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The  Library  contains  the  standard  text-books,  the  West  Reporter* 
system  of  Federal  and  State  Decisions  complete,  State  Reports,  the 
English  Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  Encyclopaedias  of  Law, 
Digests,  reference  books,  and  current  law  publications. 

Adjoining  the  Library  is  a  conversation-room  for  students,  affording 
opportunity  for  consultation. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities,  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library  and  other  public  libraries. 

PRIZES. 

The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — In  accordance  with  the  action 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  there  shall  be  substituted  for  the  Uni- 
versity Prizes  of  $40,  $30,  and  $20  in  cash  heretofore  offered  a  prize 
scholarship,  to  be  known  as  "The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  to  be 
awarded  to  that  member  of  the  Second  Year  Class  taking  the  regular 
course,  whether  forenoon  or  afternoon,  who  shall  during  his  first  and 
second  years  have  attained  the  highest  average  grade.  In  deter- 
mining the  average  grade  of  contestants  the  grade  received  in  each 
subject  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  number  of  hours  given  to  such  sub- 
ject and  the  sum  of  the  results  divided  by  the  total  number  of  hours. 
The  recipient  of  this  prize  scholarship  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  credit 
for  all  tuition  fees  in  his  third  year.  Library  and  diploma  fees  will  re- 
main payable.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely  personal  and 
will  not  be  commuted  to  a  cash  payment,  nor  will  it  be  transferable. 
The  recipient  of  the  scholarship  shall  be  entitled  to  make  use  of  the 
scholarship  during  the  session  next  succeeding  its  award  or  during  any 
session  thereafter. 

Edward  Thompson  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  the  Edward 
Thompson  Company  of  a  set  of  the  Encyclopaedia"  of  Law,  first  or 
second  edition,  or  a  set  of  the  Encyclopaedia  of  Pleading  and  Practice,  is 
awarded  each  year  to  the  senior  law  student  who  shall  write  the  best 
essay  on  some  legal  subject  to  be  assigned  by  the  Faculty.  This  prize 
will  not  be  awarded,  however,  if  the  essays  submitted  do  not  possess 
sufficient  merit. 

Ellsworth  Prize. — A  prize  of  $25  in  gold,  offered  by  Mr.  Fritz  von 
Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for  the  best  work  done 
in  the  Patent  Law  Course  by  a  student  receiving  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Patent  Laws. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  art  of  public  speaking  are 
afforded  by  the  two  debating  societies  that  have  been  organized  in  the 
Department  of   Law.     These   societies,   known   as   the   Columbian   and 
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Needham  Debating  Societies,  meet  weekly  for  debate.  Membership 
in  these  societies  is  entirely  optional,  but  their  work  is  encouraged  in 
every  legitimate  way  by  the  Faculty,  and  students  are  urgently  advised 
to  take  part  in  their  exercises.  During  each  academic  year  several 
intercollegiate  debates  are  held.  Membership  upon  the  intercollegiate 
debating  teams  is  an  honor  eagerly  sought  and  made  the  prize  to  be  won 
in  separate  preliminary  contests.  The  general  conduct  of  these  inter- 
collegiate debates  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  from  the 
Faculty. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  BAR  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF 
COLUMBIA. 

By  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  Bar  are  required  to  have  studied  law  for 
three  years  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  attorney,  but  by  those 
rules  the  course  in  the  Department  of  Law  of  the  University  is  regarded 
as  discharging  this  requirement.

No  change  will  be  made  in  the  fees  fixed  at  the  time  of  registration 
except  in  case  of  withdrawal,  and  then  only  upon  notice  in  due  form, 
and  from  the  end  of  the  current  quarter  session  when  such  withdrawal 
shall  be  approved.  Applications  for  the  granting  of  a  withdrawal  should 
be  made  on  the  prescribed  form  to  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Department  of  Law  and  will  only  be  received  at  the  end  of  a  quar- 
ter session. 

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during 
which  a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year. 

PAYMENT  OF  FEES. 

All  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer.  Tuition  fees  are  payable 
quarterly  in  advance.  Matriculation  and  library  fees  are  payable  in  full 
in  advance. 
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BOARD  AND  ROOMS. 

A   register  of  approved  boarding  houses  is  kept  by  the   Treasurer. 
Accommodations  cost  from  $20  to  $40  a  month.

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

This  Department,  estabh'shed  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  school  of  law  in 
the  city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  originally  requiring  but  two  years,  was  gradually 
expanded,  until,  in  1898,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  it  was  increased  to  three  years.  The  Faculty 
has  also  shown  a  gradual  increase  in  numbers  commensurate  with  the 
expansion  of  the  course  and  the  growing  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance. Beginning  with  1903,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  the  policy  of 
placing  most  of  the  important  topics  of  substantive  law  under  the  charge 
of  trained  professional  teachers  giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of 
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legal  instruction.  Those  branches  of  the  law  connected  with  practice 
will  continue  to  be  under  the  charge  of  professors  who  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  administration  of  the  law  either  at  the  bar  or  on  the 
bench. 

In  1877  a  year  of  graduate  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws,  was  added  to  the  course  of  instruction  offered.  A  special  course 
in  Patent  Law  was  added  in  1895. 

In  June,  1898,  an  ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
formally  establishing  as  a  separate  department  of  the  University  the 
Department  of  Jurisprudence  and  Diplomacy.  This  Department  was 
opened  on  November  15,  1898. 

In  1904,  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  new  adjustment 
of  graduate  work  in  the  University  was  made,  resulting  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Departments  of  Law  and  of  Politics  and  Diplomacy 
(now  called  the  College  of  the  Political  Sciences),  the  former  embrac-  . 
ing  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  courses  in  municipal  law,  and  the 
latter  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  in  the  political  sciences, 
special  attention  being  given  to  diolomacy. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  OF  WASHINGTON  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF 
LAW. 

To  students  of  law,  the  peculiar  advantages  of  Washington  are  mani- 
fest. The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  is  in  session  during 
practically  the  entire  school  year.  Students  have  the  rare  opportunity 
of  hearing  the  arguments  presented  by  leading  American  lawyers  and 
the  decisions  of  this  high  tribunal,  which  are  delivered  orally  each 
Monday,  upon  the  important  legal  questions  which  come  before  that 
court  for  final  determination.  Congress  is  in  session  during  the  winter, 
and  here  students  see  the  practical  workings  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  law-making  body.  The  Department  of  Justice,  the  legal 
branch  of  the  Federal  Government,  is  also  located  in  Washington.  Be- 
sides the  above  there  are  also  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims,  the 
United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  the  United  States  Commerce 
Court,  and  the  various  local  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
last-named  courts  exercise  the  unusual  dual  function  of  State  and  Fed- 
eral courts.  By  means  of  attendance  upon  these  courts  students  may 
familiarize  themselves  with  all  branches  of  legal  procedure. 

SEPARATE  COURSES  FOR  ALL-DAY  AND  AFTERNOON 
STUDENTS. 

Since  1903  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Law  has  gradually  been 
transferred  from  the  late  afternoon  hours  to  the  forenoon,  and  at  the 
present  time  the  lectures  offered  to  all-day  students  are  largely  con- 
fined to  the  earlier  part  of  the  dky. 
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To  meet  the  needs  of  those  students  whose  employment  in  the  Gov- 
ernment service,  or  elsewhere,  prevents  their  attendance  before  4.30  in 
the  afternoon,  an  afternoon  course  is  given. 

HOURS  FOR  LECTURES. 

In  the  all-day  course  the  larger  part  of  the  instruction  is  given  be- 
tween the  hours  of  9.00  a.  m.  and  i.oo  p.  m. 

In  the  afternoon  course  the  instruction  is  given  between  the  hours  of 
4.50  and  6.30  p.  m. 

LOCATION. 

The  Department  of  Law  is  located  on  the  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  the 
New  Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  avenue,  Thirteenth  and  H 
streets  N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  The 
quarters  are  well  equipped  with  commodious  lecture  rooms,  moot  court 
rooms,  offices,  the  law  library,  and  a  students'  room. 

ACADEMIC   /EAR. 

The  academic  year  extends  through  more  than  eight  months,  begin- 
ning on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  and  ending  on  the  Wednes- 
day following  the  Wednesday  nearest  the  first  day  of  June,  and  is 
divided  into  two  half-years,  the  second  half-year  beginning  on  the  first 
day  of  February.  The  session  of  1911-12  begins  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 27,  and  closes  Wednesday,  June  5.  Since  a  number  of  the  courses 
given  during  the  first  half-year  are  completed  before  the  beginning  of 
the  second  half-year,  it  is  possible  for  a  student  to  enter  on  the  1st  of 
February  of  any  year  and  be  graduated  three  years  frorti  that  date, 
receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation,  held  on  February  22, 
of  each  year. 

Lectures  begin  promptly  on  the  first  day  of  the  term,  and  students 
applying  for  admission  at  a  later  day  will  be  admitted  only  upon  show- 
ing good  cause  for  the  delay. 

ADMISSION. 

I.  For  the  Degree  oe  Bachei^or  of  Laws. 

Applicants  for  admission  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age  and  must  have  had  educa- 
tional training  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  the  University.  In  order  to  satisfy 
these  requirements,  which  are  set  out  at  length  in  the  General  Catalogue 
of  the  University,  students  must  present  credits  aggregating  15  units, 
which  are  broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  years*  high  school  course.    Ap- 
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plicants  for  admission  on  certificate  should  secure  formal  certificates 
setting  forth  the  credits  claimed,  and  present  these  certificates,  attached 
to  their  application  forms.  All  applications  for  admission  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Law,  who  will,  upon 
request,  furnish  proper  blanks  and  detailed  information  a>  to  entrance 
examinations. 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  must  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an 
institution  substantially  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member. 

3.  For  the  Course  in  Patent  Law. 

Only  those  students  who  are  graduates  of  an  approved  law  school  or 
members  of  the  bar  in  good  standing  will  be  admitted  as  students  in 
the  course  in  Patent  Law. 

4.  Special  Students. 

Persons  who  for  any  reason  do  not  qualify  as  candidates  for  a  degree 
may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  with  the  assent  of  the 
professors  whose  courses  they  elect  to  take,  be  admitted  as  special 
students. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second  or  third 
year  classes  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  for  the  work  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  or  years.  These  requirements  may  be  met  by  presenting 
certificates  ■  from  other  law  schools  of  accredited  standing  showing  that 
the  student  has  successfully  completed  equivalent  courses,  or  by  passing 
the  regular  examinations  set  for  that  purpose  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  after  the  student  has  shown  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
in  a  law  school  in  the  subjects  upon  which  he  is  examined,  covering  at 
least  as  many  hours  as  are  required  for  such  subjects  in  this  University. 
No  credit  is  given  for  study  pursued  in  a  law  office. 

All  examinations  that  may  be  required  of  applicants  for  advanced 
standing  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each  session. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  in  the  class-room  is  based  upon  the  study  and  discussion 
of  cases.  In  some  of  the  courses  students  are  required  to  read  parallel 
assignments  in  text-books. 

In  conducting  the  discussion  of  cases  in  the  class-room  every  effort  is 
made  to  lead  the  student  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  fundamental 
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legal  principles  that  may  be  involved,  and  to  afford  him  scientific  train- 
ing in  accurate  methods  of  study  and  of  reasoning  along  legal  lines. 

Subjects  involving  the  adjective  law  are  in  charge  of  professors  who 
are  engaged  in  active  practice.  The  general  principles  of  these  subjects, 
taught  in  the  same  manner  as  indicated  above,  are  developed  by  practice 
before  the  Moot  Courts. 

UNDERGRADUATE  PROFESSIONAL  COURSES. 

Undergraduate  students  in  Arts  and  Sciences  upon  the  completion  of 
forty-five  units  of  credit  may  take  the  first  year's  work  of  the  course  for 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  crediting  them  fifteen  units,  on  the  completion  of 
which  they  may  receive  the  academic  degree. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

A.  LEADING  TO   THE   DEGREE   OF  BACHELOR  OF   LAWS. 

The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three  years.  A  minimum  of  thirty- 
six  hours'  work  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  this  degree. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with  the 
permission  of  the  Dean,  select  additional  subjects  from  the  second  and 
third  years,  provided  the  aggregate  of  the  hours  taken  does  not  exceed 
fifteen  a  week.  Such  excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws. 

Students  not  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  are 
urged  to  devote  more  than  three  years  to  the  completion  of  the  course. 
In  case  of  unsatisfactory  work  students  are  required  so  to  extend  the 
period  of  study.

B.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  LAWS. 

Students  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws 
are  required  to  elect  subjects,  not  previously  taken,  covering  a  minimum 
of  ten  hours  a  week.  These  may  be  freely  elected  from  the  subjects 
offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  from  the  following  subjects  given  in 
the  College  of  the  Political  Sciences:

Any  excess  credits  obtained  in  this  Law  School  in  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's 
degree.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  not  be  conferred,  however, 
until  one  year  after  the  receipt  of  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Advanced  Practice. — Candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  may  also 
elect  advanced  practice  work  in  the  Moot  Court,  receiving  therefor  a 
credit  of  two  hours  for  the  year. 

C.  IN  PATENT  LAW. 

A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  and  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given  by 
Professor  Church.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those 
taking  it  for  practice  in  all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The 
course  extends  throughout  one  year,  with  two  lectures  or  sessions  of 
the  Moot  Court  each  week.  (For  the  admission  requirements  for  this 
course,  see  Admission  Requirements,  ante.) 

This  course  may  be  elected  and  counted  by  students  toward  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  T^aws,  and  such  students  will  be  required  to  take 
only  the  first  semester  of  the  regular  moot  court  work.  A  certificate, 
under  the  seal  of  the  University,  is  granted  to  all  students  who  complete 
this  course. 
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COURSES  IN  PRACTICE. 

A.  MOOT  COURT  WORK. 

1.  For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of' Laws: 

Particular  stress  is  laid  upon  moot  court  work.  Aside  from  the  prac- 
tice court  connected  with  the  course  in  Patent  Law,  there  are  four 
courts  in  which  undergraduate  students  pursue  their  work.  Three  of 
these  are  nisi  prius  courts  and  are  ^jresided  over  by  members  of  the 
Washington  Bar  in  active  practice.  The  fourth  is  a  Court  of  Appeals 
to  review  the  cases  tried  in  the  courts  of  first  instance.  This  court  is 
composed  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims 
and  of  members  of  the  Washington  Bar. 

Every  third-year  student  before  receiving  the  Bachelor's  degree  is 
required  to  prepare  the  pleadings  in  and  prosecute  to  judgment  the 
required  number  of  cases  in  the  nisi  prius  courts,  with  the  privilege  of 
appeal  to  the  appellate  tribunal.  At  least  two  hours  in  each  week  dur- 
ing the  year  must  be  spent  by  each  third  year  student  in  active  partici- 
pation in  moot  court  work  in  the  court  room  to  which  he  is  assigned. 
Students  electing  Patent  Law  will  be  required,  in  view  of  the  special 
moot  court  work  in  that  course,  to  take  only  the  first  half-year  of  the 
regular  moot  court  work. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a 
lawyer  in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine 
whether  or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of 
common  law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  plead- 
ings, serve  his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue  is 
joined  in  legal  manner,  after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hearing 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are  em- 
paneled in  accordance  with  settled  legal  procedure,  witnesses  are  exam- 
ined and  cross-examined,  and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the  various 
stages  of  the  trial  or  hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judgment  or 
decree,  after  which,  should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be  carried 
through  the  appellate  court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the  record  on 
appeal,  briefs  of  counsel,  etc. 

2.  For  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws: 

The  same  facilities  for  moot  court  work  as  are  described  above  are 
afforded  in  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  In 
this  course,  however,  the  nature  of  the  cases  assigned  is  somewhat 
different,  involving,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  cases  at  common  law  or 
in  equity,  cases  of  a  special  character,  such  as  habeas  corpus,  certiorari, 
quo  warranto,  injunction,  mandamus,  extradition,  replevin,  attachment, 
etc.  All  candidates  for  this  degree  taking  moot  court  work  are  re- 
quired to  carry  through  the  appellate  court  each  case  assigned  to  them. 
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3.  Officers  and  Equipment : 

The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the  assistant  clerks  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  his  assistants  in  each 
court  room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body,  from  whose  ranks  are 
also  drawn  the  criers,  jurors,  and  other  officials,  thus  giving  to  the 
students  the  benefit  of  practice  in  administrative  judicial  machinery. 
The  Moot  Court  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an  actual  court.  The 
rooms  in  which  the  sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up  with  judges*  benches, 
clerks'  desks,  jury  boxes,  and  counsel  tables,  and  from  the  time  the  crier 
announces  that  the  court  is  in  session  until  he  announces  its  adjourn- 
ment the  procedure  is  identical  with  that  of  a  regular  judicial  tribunal. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to  this 
feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  enabled  to  go  out  from  this  insti- 
tution and  creditably  try  cases  in  court,  although  he  may  never  have 
been  in  an  actual  court  room. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  both  as  to  his 
pleadings  and  his  conduct  of  the  case  in  court,  and  the  ratings  thus 
given  determine,  in  connection  with  his  ratings  upon  other  subjects, 
whether  or  not  he  is  entitled  to  a  degree. 

B.  BRIEF  MAKING. 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  bulk  of  our  case  law,  it  becomes 
absolutely  indispensable  that  students  should  be  taught  to  find  authori- 
ties in  point,  to  collate  them,  and  to  present  them  to  the  court  in  a  clear 
and  concise  form.  In  order  to  afiford  this  training  a  course  in  Brief 
Making  is  given.  This  course  will  be  conducted  in  part  in  the  Library 
of  the  Department  of  Law,  so  that  the  use  of  the  digests  and  reports 
may  be  illustrated. 

C.  PREPARATION  OF  LEGAL  INSTRUMENTS. 

Students  are  instructed  in  this  course  in  the  actual  preparation  of 
deeds,  mortgages,  wills,  assignments,  contracts,  partnership  agreements, 
and  other  legal  instruments  which  a  lawyer  is  called  upon  to  prepare. 
Statements  of  facts  are  furnished  to  the  class  by  the  professor  in  charge, 
and  each  student  is  required  to  prepare  the  various  forms  of  instru- 
ments. These  are  corrected  by  the  professor  and  are  discussed  and 
criticised  in  class.  Careful  consideration  is  given  to  special  forms  of 
execution  and  acknowledgment  when  one  of  the  parties  to  the  instru- 
ment is  a  corporation,  a  partnership,  a  married  woman,  and  the  like. 

D.  LEGAL  TACTICS  AND  ETHICS. 

Every  young  lawyer  entering  upon  his  professional  career  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  experience  of  an  older  practitioner  and  of 
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learning  many  things  which  are  not  taught  and  cannot  be  taught  from 
books.  It  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  men  that  this  course  is 
given.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington  Bar  whose  prac- 
tice has  been  an  active  one,  extending  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

A  short  introductory  talk  is  given  upon  the  relations  between  attorney 
and  client,  including  the  important  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the  stu- 
dent is  given  the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  starting 
in  practice  and  opening  and  furnishing  an  office,  with  suggestions  as  to 
office  systems. 

The  student  is  told  how  to  listen  intelligently  to  his  client's  griev- 
ances; how  to  draw  up  the  pleadings  arising  out  of  these  grievances; 
how  to  prepare  for  trial  the  case  thus  made,  including  the  work  of  pre- 
paring the  evidence ;  how  to  try  the  case  and  examine  and  cross-exam- 
ine witnesses ;  the  manner  of  making  up  the  record,  and  conducting  the 
argument  on  appeal,  including  the  uSe  of  authorities  in  court.  The 
Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  adopted  by  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion are  studied  in  this  course.  Practical  instruction  in  Extraordinary 
Legal  Remedies  constitutes  a  part  of  this  course. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADES. 

Regular  Examinations: 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester.  These 
examinations  are  final  as  to  the  work  of  that  semester.  All  students, 
unless  specially  excused  by  the  Dean,  are  required  to  take  the  regulai 
examinations  in  the  subjects  pursued. 

No  student,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject  unless  he  shall  be  regularly  regis- 
tered and  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  have 
done  all  the  work  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  upon  that 
subject. 

Grades: 
At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indicated  by  the 
letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing,  respectively,  excellent,  good, 
satisfactory,  fair,  conditioned,  and  failed. 

Conditions : 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  {conditioned) ,  in  the  regular 
examination  in  any  course,  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  remove  the 
condition  by  passing  a  subsequent  examination  with  the  grade  of  C  or 
better. 

The  regular  examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  will  be  held 
during  the  first  week  of  each  session.  Applications  for  permission  to 
take  any  of  these  examinations  must  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
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Department  of  Law,  in  writing,  not  later  than  three  days  before  the 
date  for  which  the  examination  is  scheduled.  Candidates  for  the 
Bachelor's  degree  may,  by  action  of  the  Faculty,  be  granted  special  ex- 
aminations in  not  more  than  two  subjects  carried  as  conditions  during 
the  first  semester  of  their  last  year,  at  the  end  of  that  semester,  and  in 
one  subject  carried  as  a  condition  during  the  second  semester,  at  the 
end  of  that  year. 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed),  in  any  examination,  or 
the  grade  of  D  or  E  in  any  examination  to  pass  off  a  condition  in  any 
course,  will  be  required  to  take  the  course  over  again  before  being 
permitted  to  take  another  examination  in  such  course. 

Class  Standing: 

Students  having  conditions  in  more  than  two  subjects  will  not  be 
advanced  from  one  class  to  anotfier,  nor  will  candidates  for  a  degree 
be  permitted  to  carry  more  than  one  condition  into  the  second  semester 
of  the  year  in  which  they  expect  to  be  graduated.  Students  may  have, 
however  (subject  to  the  provisions  above  enumerated),  an  opportunity 
to  remove  conditions,  imposed  during  any  session,  by  taking  the  regu- 
lar examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions  at  the  beginning  of  the 
following  session,  for  which  no  fee  is  charged. 

Students  having  conditions  in  more  than  three  subjects  will  not  be 
allowed  to  register  except  upon  special  permission  from  the  Dean. 

Special  Examinations : 
No  special  examinations,  other  than  those  above  provided  for,  will 
be  granted  to  any  students  except  those  of  the  graduating  class  who, 
for  good  cause,  shall  have  been  excused  by  the  Dean  from  taking  any 
regular  examination  during  the  third  year. 

Attendance: 
Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all  courses;  and  the  examination 
grade  of  any  student  in  any  course  may  be  withheld  and  the  passing  of 
another  examination  or  the  repetition  of  the  course  may  be  required  on 
the  sole  ground  of  unsatisfactory  attendance. 

Election  of  Courses: 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  courses  aggregating  more 
than  fifteen  hours  during  any  one  semester  without  first  obtaining  the 
permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  in  his  third  year  shall  take  and  pass  in  each  semester 
of  his  third  year  courses  aggregating  ten  hours. 

Election  of  courses  to  be  taken  must  be  made  in  all  cases  within  ten 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester  in  which  such  courses  are 
given. 
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DEGREES. 

1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years  and  passed  satis- 
factory examinations  upon  subjects  aggregating  thirty-six  hours,  and 
whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 
The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  students  deficient  in  Bills  and 
Notes,  Common  Law  Pleading  and  Practice,  Contracts,  Corporations, 
Equity  I  and  II,  Equity  Pleading  and  Practice,  Evidence,  Moot  Court, 
Property  I,  II  and  III,  and  Torts. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  oe  Laws. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  this  degree  with  the  grade  of  C 
or  better,  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to 
the  Faculty. 

LAW  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

A  well-equipped  working  library,  comprising  about  5,500  volumes,  is 
open  to  the  students  from  9.00  a.  m.  to  10.00  p.  m.  Competent  libra- 
rians are  in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  looking  up  sub- 
jects and  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  Library  contains  the  standard  text-books,  the  West  Reporter 
System  of  Federal  and  State  Decisions,  State  Reports,  the  English 
Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  Encyclopaedias  of  Law,  Digests, 
reference  books,  and  current  law  publications. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities,  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library  and  other  public  libraries. 

PRIZES. 

The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
vSecond  Year  Class  taking  the  regular  course,  whether  forenoon  or 
afternoon,  who  shall  during  his  first  and  second  years  attain  the  highest 
average  grade.  In  determining  the  average  grade  of  contestants  the 
grade  received  in  each  subject  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  number  of 
hours  given  to  such  subject  and  the  sum  of  the  results  divided  by  the 
total  number  of  hours.  The  recipient  of  this  prize  scholarship  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  credit  for  tuition  fees  to  the  extent  of  ten  hours' 
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work  in  his  third  year.  Library  and  diploma  fees  will  remain  payable. 
The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely  personal  and  will  not  be  com- 
muted to  a  cash  payment,  nor  will  it  be  transferable.  The  recipient  of 
the  scholarship  must  make  use  of  the  scholarship  during  the  session 
next  succeeding  its  award ;  otherwise,  the  same  shall  be  awarded,  upon 
like  conditions,  to  the  person  having  the  next  highest  grade. 

This  scholarship,  for  the  session  1910-11,  was  awarded  to  Scott  Henry 
Lilly. 

Edward  Thompson  Company  Prise. — A  prize  offered  by  the  Edward 
Thompson  Company  of  a  set  of  the  Encyclopaedia  of  Law,  first  or 
second  edition,  or  a  set  of  the  Encyclopaedia  of  Pleading  and  Practice, 
is  awarded  each  year  to  the  senior  law  student  who  shall  write  the  best 
essay  on  some  legal  subject  to  be  assigned  by  the  Faculty.  This  prize 
will  not  be  awarded,  however,  if  the  essays  submitted  do  not  possess 
sufficient  merit. 

Not  awarded  in  1910. 

Ellsworth  Prize. — A  prize  of  $25  in  gold,  offered  by  Mr.  Fritz  von 
Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for  the  best  work 
done  by  a  regular  student  in  the  Patent  Law  Course. 

Awarded  in  1910  to  John  Woodward  Milburn. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  art  of  public  speaking  are 
afforded  by  the  two  debating  societies  that  have  been  organized  in  the 
Department  of  Law.  These  societies,  known  as  the  Columbian  and 
Needham  Debating  Societies,  meet  weekly  for  debate.  Membership  in 
these  societies  is  entirely  optional, -but  their  work  is  encouraged  in  every 
legitimate  way  by  the  Faculty,  and  students  are  urgently  advised  to  take 
part  in  their  exercises. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  BAR  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF 
COLUMBIA. 

By  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  Bar  are  required  to  have  studied  law  for 
three  years  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  attorney,  but  by  those 
rules  the  course  in  the  Department  of  Law  of  the  University  is  regarded 
as  discharging  this  requirement.

No  change  will  be  made  in  the  fees  fixed  at  the  time  of  registration 
except  in  case  of  withdrawal,  and  then  only  upon  notice  in  due  form, 
and  from  the  end  of  the  current  month  when  such  withdrawal  shall  be 
approved.  Applications  for  the  granting  of  a  withdrawal  should  be 
made  on  the  prescribed  form  to  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Law. 

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during 
which  a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year. 

PAYMENT  OF  FEES. 

Matriculation,  library,  other  special  fees  and  laboratory  deposits  are 
due  in  full  in  advance.  Tuition  and  laboratory  material  fees  are  due  in 
eight  monthly  instalments  in  advance.  Students  unable  to  pay  their 
fees  monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to  file  an  acceptable  personal 
or  corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for  future  payment.  In  every 
instance  all  indebtedness  must  be  discharged  on  or  before  May  i  of  the 
current  school  year.  All  fees  are  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University. 

BOARD  AND  ROOMS. 

A  register  of  approved  boarding  houses  is  kept  by  the  Treasurer. 
Accommodations  cost  from  $25  to  $40  a  month.

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

This  Department,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  school  of  law  in 
the  city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  originally  requiring  but  two  years,  was  gradually 
expanded,  tmtil  in  1898,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  it  was  increased  to  three  years.    The  Faculty 
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has  also  shown  a  gradual  increase  in  numbers  commensurate  with  the 
expansion  of  the  course  and  the  growing  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance. Beginning  with  1903,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  the  policy  of 
placing  most  of  the  important  topics  of  substantive  law  under  the  charge 
of  trained  professional  teachers  giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of 
legal  instruction.  Those  branches  of  the  law  connected  with  practice 
are  under  the  charge  of  professors  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
administration  of  the  law  either  at  the  bar  or  on  the  bench. 

In  1877  a  year  of  graduate  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws,  was  added  to  the  course  of  instruction  offered.  A  special  course 
in  Patent  Law  was  added  in  1895. 

In  1900  the  Law  Department  was  one  of  the  group  of  law  schools 
which  organized  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools,  and  it  has 
remained  a  member  of  this  Association  since  that  time.  This  Associa- 
tion includes  thirty-seven  of  the  best  and  most  progressive  law  schools 
of  the  country  and  is  committed  to  the  policy  of  advancement  in  legal 
education. 

THE    ADVANTAGES    OF    WASHINGTON    FOR    THE    STUDY    OF 
LAW. 

To  students  of  law,  the  peculiar  advantages  of  Washington  are  mani- 
fest. The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  is  in  session  during 
practically  the  entire  school  year.  Students  have  the  rare  opportunity 
of  hearing  the  arguments  presented  by  leading  American  lawyers  and 
the  decisions  of  this  high  tribunal,  which  are  delivered  orally  each 
Monday,  upon  the  important  legal  questions  which  come  before  that 
court  for  final  determination.  Congress  is  in  session  during  the  winter, 
and  here  students  see  the  practical  workings  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  law-making  body.  The  Department  of  Justice,  the  legal 
branch  of  the  Federal  Government,  is  also  located  in  Washington.  Be- 
sides the  above  there  are  also  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims,  the 
United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  the  United  States  Commerce 
Court,  and  the  various  local  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
last-named  courts  exercise  the  unusual  dual  function  of  State  and  Fed- 
eral courts.  By  means  of  attendance  upon  these  courts  students  may 
familiarize  themselves  with  all  branches  of  legal  procedure. 

HOURS  FOR   LECTURES. 

The  hours  of  instruction  are  7:50-8:40  a.  m.,  9  a.  m.-i2  m.  and 
4 :5o-6 :3o  p.  m.  Many  of  the  courses  are  duplicated,  so  that  a  student 
may,  if  he  so  desires,  confine  his  work  largely  either  to  the  forenoon 
or  to  the  afternoon.     Students  who   desire,  or  are  compelled  by  cir- 
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cumstances,  to  support  themselves  by  employment  in  the  Government 
Service  or  elsewhere,  or  who  desire  to  obtain  practical  experience  in 
an  attorney's  office  in  addition  to  their  work  in  law  school,  will  find 
this  arrangement  of  hours  especially  desirable.  Such  students  may 
complete  the  full  course  for  the  degree,  confining  their  attendance  en- 
tirely from  4:50-6:30  p.  m.,  or  attending  partly  from  7:50-8:40  a.  m. 
and  partly  from  4:50-6:30  p.  m. 

LOCATION. 

The  Department  of  Law  occupies  the  entire  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of 
the  New  Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  Avenue,  Thirteenth 
and  H  Streets  N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 
The  quarters  are  well  equipped  with  commodious  lecture  rooms,  moot 
court  rooms,  offices,  the  law  library,  and  a  students'  room. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR. 

The  academic  year  extends  through  more  than  eight  months,  begin- 
ning on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  and  ending  on  the  Wednes- 
day following  the  Wednesday  nearest  the  first  day  of  June,  and  is 
divided  into  two  half-years,  the  second  half-year  beginning  on  the  first 
day  of  February.  The  session  of  1912-13  begins  on  Wednesday,  Sep- 
tember 25  and  closes  Wednesday,  June  11.  Since  a  number  of  the 
courses  given  during  the  first  half-year  are  completed  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  half-year,  it  is  possible  for  a  student  to  enter  on 
the  1st  of  February  of  any  year  and  be  graduated  three  years  from 
that  date,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation,  held  on 
February  22,  of  each  year. 

Students  who  apply  for  registration  not  later  than  two  months  from 
the  close  of  registration  or  students  absent  for  unavoidable  cause  for 
not  exceeding  two  months  may  remove  the  condition  in  attendance  by 
study  for  a  period  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  period  of  the  absence, 
under  a  practitioner  during  such  time  as  the  Department  of  Law  is  not 
in  session,  proof  thereof  to  be  made  by  affidavit  of  the  practitioner. 

ADMISSION. 

I.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American 
Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member,  applicants  for  ad- 
mission as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  must  be  at 
least  eighteen  years  of  age  and  must  have  had  educational  training 
sufficient  to   satisfy  the   entrance   requirements   of  the   Department  of 
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Arts  and  Sciences  of  the  University.  In  order  to  satisfy  these  require- 
ments, which  are  set  out  at  length  in  the  General  Catalogue  of  the 
University,  students  must  present  credits  aggregating  15  units,  which 
are  broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  years'  high  school  course.  A  unit 
represents  approximately  one  year's  study  in  a  subject  in  a  preparatory 
or  high  school.  The  fifteen  units  must  include  English  3  units,  Mathe- 
matics 2  units,  and  2  units  of  one  of  the  following  languages :  Latin, 
Greek,  French,  German  or  Spanish.  The  remaining  eight  units  are 
elective.     Units  may  be  satisfied  in  general  as  follows :

2.  For  the  Degree  oe  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  oe  Patent  Law. 
Candidates    for   these    degrees    must   be    at   least   twenty-one   years 

of  age  and  hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an  institution 
substantially  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of 
American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member. 

3.  For  the  Course  in  Patent  Law. 

Only  those  students  who  are  graduates  of  an  approved  law  school  or 
members  of  the  bar  in  good  standing  will  be  admitted  as  students  in 
the  course  in  Patent  Law. 

4.  Speciaiv  Students. 

Persons  who  for  any  reason  do  not  qualify  as  candidates  for  a  degree 
may,  with  the  assent  of  the  professors  whose  courses  they  elect  to  take, 
be  admitted  as  special  students. 

5.  Auditors. 

Persons  are  allowed  to  register  and  to  attend  classes  as  auditors  for 
the  regular  fees  without  being  required  to  take  active  part  in  the  exer- 
cises or  to  pass  examinations,  but  no  credit  will  be  allowed  for  such 
attendance  only. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second  or 
third  year  classes  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  for  the  work  of 
the  preceding  year  or  years.  These  requirements  may  be  met  by 
presenting  a  certificate  from  any  law  school  of  accredited  standing  show- 
ing that  the  student  has  successfully  completed  equivalent  courses,  or 
by  passing  the  regular  examinations  set  for  that  purpose  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  term,  after  the  student  has  shown  that  he  has  pursued  a 
course  of  study  in  a  law  school  in  the  subjects  upon  which  he  is  ex- 
amined, covering  at  least  as  many  hours  as  are  required  for  such 
subjects  in  this  University.  No  credit  is  given  for  study  pursued  in  a 
law  office,  except  as  explained  above  under  the  statement  as  to  the 
Academic  Year. 

All  examinations  that  may  be  required  of  applicants  for  advanced 
standing  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each  session. 
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CREDIT  GIVEN   BY  OTHER  SCHOOLS  FOR  WORK   DONE. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Law  Department  is  a  member  of  the 
Association  of  American  Law  Schools  the  work  done  by  a  student  is 
given  a  maximum  of  credit  by  the  other  law  schools  of  the  country 
both  as  to  time  and,  as  far  as  the  authorities  of  this  school  have  been 
able  to  ascertain,  as  to  subjects.  This  enables  students  who,  for  any 
reason,  are  unable  to  complete  their  work  in  Washington  to  continue 
it  at  other  institutions  with  a  minimum  of  loss  of  time  and  work. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION, 

Instruction  in  subjects  of  substantive  law  is  based  mainly  upon  the 
study  and  discussions  of  cases. 

In  the  discussions  in  the  class  room  every  effort  is  made  to  lead  the 
student  to  a  clear  understanding  of  fundamental  legal  principles  and 
to  afford  him  scientific  training  in  the  best  method  of  study  and  legal 
reasoning. 

These  courses  are  mainly  given  by  members  of  the  law  faculty  who 
give  their  entire  time  to  the  Law  School  and  are  in  daily  attendance. 

Subjects  involving  the  adjective  law  are  taught  by  lectures,  study 
of  text  books  and  cases,  and  by  practical  work  in  pleading,  drafting 
and  the  trial  of  moot  cases.  These  courses  are  in  charge  of  ex- 
perienced members  of  the  bar  in  active  practice. 

UNDERGRADUATE    PROFESSIONAL   COURSES. 

Undergraduate  students  in  Arts  and  Sciences  upon  the  completion  of 
forty-five  units  of  credit  may  take  the  first  year's  work  of  the  course 
for  Bachelor  of  Laws,  crediting  them  fifteen  units,  on  the  completion 
of  which  they  may  receive  the  academic  degree. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

A.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  LAWS. 

The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three  years.  An  average  of  twelve 
hours  class  work  per  week  for  three  years  is  required  of  all  candidates 
for  this  degree. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with  the 
permission  of  the  Dean,  select  additional  subjects  from  the  second  and 
third  years,  provided  the  aggregate  of  the  hours  taken  does  not  exceed 
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fifteen  a  week.     Such  excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws  or  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Students  not  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  are 
urged  to  devote  more  than  three  years  to  the  completion  of  the  course. 
Many  students  find  it  more  satisfactory  to  do  so.  In  case  of  un- 
satisfactory work  students  are  required  so  to  extend  the  period  of 
study.

B.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  LAWS. 

Students  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws 
are  required  to  elect  subjects,  not  previously  taken,  covering  a  minimum 
of  ten  hours  a  week.     These  may  be  freely  elected  from  the  subjects

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offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  from  the  following  subjects  given  in 
the  College  of  the  Political  Sciences: 

International  Law. 

Comparative  Constitutional  Law. 

Administrative  Law. 

Taxation. 

Any  excess  credits  obtained  in  this  Law  School  in  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's 
degree.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  not  be  conferred,  however, 
until  one  year  after  the  receipt  of  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Advanced  Practice. — Candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  may  also 
elect  advanced  practice  work  in  the  Moot  Court,  receiving  therefor  a 
credit  of  two  hours  for  the  year. 

C.  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  PATENT  LAW. 

A  candidate  who  has  successfully  completed  the  requirements  pre- 
scribed for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws,  if  he  has  duly  completed  and 
received  credit  for  the  courses  in  Patent  Law  and  Federal  Procedure, 
may  elect  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent 
Law  instead,  and  that  degree  may  be  conferred  upon  him,  but  the  above 
mentioned  topics  shall  be  counted  only  toward  one  degree,  and  shall  not 
be  available  for  the  degree  in  Patent  Law,  if  they  have  been  counted 
toward  any  other  degree. 

COURSE  IN  PATENT  LAW. 

A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  and  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given  by 
Professor  Church.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those 
taking  it  for  practice  in  all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The 
course  extends  throughout  one  year,  with  two  lectures  or  sessions  of 
the  Moot  Court  each  week.  (For  the  admission  requirements  for  this 
course,  see  Admission  Requirements,  ante.) 

This  course  may  be  elected  and  counted  by  students  toward  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  such  students  will  be  required  to  take 
only  the  first  semester  of  the  regular  moot  court  work.  A  certificate, 
under  the  seal  of  the  University,  is  granted  to  all  students  who  complete 
this  course. 

COURSES   IN   PRACTICE. 

A.  MOOT  COURT  WORK. 

I.  For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws: 
Particular  stress  is  laid  upon  moot  court  work.     Aside  from  the  prac- 
tice court  connected  with  the  course  in   Patent  Law,  there  are   four 
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courts  in  which  undergraduate  students  pursue  their  work.  Three  of 
these  arc  nisi  prius  courts  and  are  presided  over  by  members  of  the 
Washington  Bar  in  active  practice.  The  fourth  is  a  Court  of  Appeals 
to  review  the  cases  tried  in  the  courts  of  first  instance.  This  court  is 
composed  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims 
and  of  members  of  the  Washington  Bar. 

Every  third-year  student,  before  receiving  the  Bachelor's  degree,  is 
required  to  prepare  the  pleadings  in  and  prosecute  to  judgment  the 
required  number  of  cases  in  the  nisi  prius  courts,  with  the  privilege  of 
appeal  to  the  appellate  tribunal.  At  least  two  hours  in  each  week  dur- 
ing the  year  must  be  spent  by  each  third  year  student  in  active  partici- 
pation in  moot  court  work  in  the  court  room  to  which  he  is  assigned. 
Students  electing  Patent  Law  will  be  required,  in  view  of  the  special 
moot  court  work  in  that  course,  to  take  only  the  first  half-year  of  the 
regular  moot  court  work. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a 
lawyer  in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine 
whether  or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of 
common  law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  plead- 
ings, serve  his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue  is 
joined  in  legal  manner,  after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hearing 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are  em- 
paneled in  accordance  with  settled  legal  procedue,  witnesses  are  exam- 
ined and  cross-examined,  and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the 
various  stages  of  the  trial  or  hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judg- 
ment or  decree,  after  which,  should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be 
carried  through  the  appellate  court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the 
record  on  appeal,  briefs  of  counsel,  etc. 

2.  For  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws: 

The  same  facilities  for  moot  court  work  as  are  described  above  are 
afforded  in  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  In 
this  course,  however,  the  nature  of  the  cases  assigned  is  somewhat 
different,  involving,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  cases  at  common  law  or 
in  equity,  cases  of  a  special  character,  such  as  habeas  corpus,  certiorari, 
quo  warranto,  injunction,  mandamus,  extradition,  replevin,  attachment, 
etc.  All  candidates  for  this  degree  taking  moot  court  work  are  re- 
quired to  carry  through  the  appellate  court  each  case  assigned  to  them. 

3.  Officers  and  Equipment: 

The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the  assistant  clerks  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  his  assistants  in  each 
court  room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body,  from  whose  ranks  are 
also  drawn  the  criers,  jurors,  and  other  officials,  thus  giving  to  the 
students   the  benefit  of  practice   in   administrative  judicial   machinery. 
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The  Moot  Court  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an  actual  court.  The 
rooms  in  which  the  sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up  with  judges'  benches, 
clerks'  desks,  jury  boxes,  and  counsel  tables,  and  from  the  time  the 
crier  announces  that  the  court  is  in  session  until  he  announces  its 
adjournment  the  procedure  is  identical  with  that  of  a  regular  judicial 
tribunal. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to  this 
feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  enabled  to  go  out  from  this  insti- 
tution and  creditably  try  cases  in  court,  although  he  may  never  have 
been  in  an  actual  court  room. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  both  as  to  his 
pleadings  and  his  conduct  of  the  case  in  court,  and  the  ratings  thus 
given  determine,  in  connection  with  his  ratings  upon  other  subjects, 
whether  or  not  he  is  entitled  to  a  degree. 

B.  BRIEF  MAKING. 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  bulk  of  our  case  law,  it  becomes 
absolutely  indispensable  that  students  should  be  taught  to  find  authori- 
ties in  point,  to  collate  them,  and  to  present  them  to  the  court  in  a  clear 
and  concise  form.  In  order  to  afford  this  training  a  course  in  Brief 
Making  is  given.  This  course  will  be  conducted  in  part  in  the  Library 
of  the  Department  of  Law,  so  that  the  use  of  the  digests  and  reports 
may  be  illustrated. 

C.  PREPARATION  OF  LEGAL  INSTRUMENTS. 

Students  are  instructed  in  this  course  in  the  actual  preparation  of 
deeds,  mortgages,  wills,  assignments,  contracts,  partnership  agreements, 
and  other  legal  instruments  which  a  lawyer  is  called  upon  to  prepare. 
Statements  of  facts  are  furnished  to  the  class  by  the  professor  in 
charge,  and  each  student  is  required  to  prepare  the  various  forms  of 
instruments.  These  are  corrected  by  the  professor  and  are  discussed 
and  criticised  in  class.  Careful  consideration  is  given  to  special  forms 
of  execution  and  acknowledgment  when  one  of  the  parties  to  the  instru- 
ment is  a  corporation,  a  partnership,  a  married  woman,  and  the  like. 

D.  LEGAL  TACTICS  AND  ETHICS. 

Every  young  lawyer  entering  upon  his  professional  career  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  experience  of  an  older  practitioner  and  of 
learning  many  things  which  are  not  taught  and  cannot  be  taught  from 
books.  It  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  men  that  this  course  is 
given.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington  Bar  whose  prac- 
tice has  been  an  active  one,  extending  over  a  period  of  many  years. 
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A  short  introductory  talk  is  given  uopn  the  relations  between  attorney 
and  client,  including  the  important  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the  stu- 
dent is  given  the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  starting 
in  practice  and  opening  and  furnishing  an  office,  with  suggestions  as  to 
office  systems. 

The  student  is  told  how  to  listen  intelligently  to  his  client's  griev- 
ances; how  to  draw  up  the  pleadings  arising  out  of  these  grievances; 
how  to  prepare  for  trial  the  case  thus  made,  including  the  work  of  pre- 
paring the  evidence ;  how  to  try  the  case  and  examine  and  cross-exam- 
ine witnesses ;  the  manner  of  making  up  the  record,  and  conducting  the 
argument  on  appeal,  including  the  use  of  authorities  in  court.  The 
Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  adopted  by  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion are  studied  in  this  course.  Practical  instruction  in  Extraordinary 
Legal  Remedies  constitutes  a  part  of  this  course. 

EXAMINATION  AND  GRADES. 

Regular  Bxaminations : 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester.  These 
examinations  are  final  as  to  the  work  of  that  semester.  All  students, 
unless  specially  excused  by  the  Dean,  are  required  to  take  the  regular 
examinations  in  the  subjects  pursued.  "^ 

No  student,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject  unless  he  shall  be  regularly  regis- 
tered and  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  have 
done  all  the  work  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  upon  that 
subject. 

Grades: 
At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indicated  by  the 
letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing,  respectively,  excellent,  good, 
satisfactory,  fair,  conditioned,  and  failed. 

Conditions  and  Failures: 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed)  in  any  subject  will  be 
required  to  repeat  the  subject. 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  (conditioned)  in  any  subject,  will 
be  required  to  repeat  that  subject  unless  he  pass  the  next  regular  ex- 
amination for  removal  of  conditions  with  a  grade  of  at  least  C. 

Regular  examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  during 
the  first  week  of  each  academic  year.  Special  examinations  for  the 
removal  of  conditions  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  academic  year  for 
the  benefit  of  candidates  for  the  Bachelor's  degree,  who  have  been 
conditioned  in  not  more  than  six  semester  hours  during  their  last  year. 
Applications  for  permission  to  take  any  of  these  examinations  must  be 
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made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Law  not  later 
than  three  days  before  the  date  for  which  the  examination  is  scheduled. 
Students  who  have  failed  in  more  than  twelve  semester  hours  in  the 
preceding  year  will  not  be  allowed  to  register  without  special  per- 
mission from  the  Dean. 

Special  Examinations : 
No  special  examinations,  other  than  those  above  provided  for,  will 
be  granted  to  any  students  except  those  of  the  graduating  class  who, 
for  good  cause,  shall  have  been  excused  by  the  Dean  from  taking  any 
regular  examination  during  the  third  year. 

Attendance : 
Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all  courses ;  and  the  examination 
grade  of  any  student  in  any  course  may  be  withheld  and  the  passing  of 
another  examination  or  the  repetition  of  the  course  may  be  required  on 
the  sole  ground  of  unsatisfactory  attendance. 

Election  of  Courses: 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  courses  aggregating  more 
than  fifteen  hours  during  any  one  semester  without  first  obtaining  the 
permission  of  the  Faculty, 

Every  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  in  his  third  year  shall  take  and  pass  in  each  semester 
of  his  third  year  courses  aggregating  ten  hours. 

Election  of  courses  to  be  taken  must  be  made  in  all  cases  within  ten 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester  in  which  such  courses  are 
given. 

DEGREES. 

1.  Bachelor  of  Laws, 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years  and  passed  satis- 
factory examinations  upon  subjects  aggregating  thirty-six  year  hours, 
and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 
The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  students  deficient  in  Bills  and 
Notes,  Common  Law  Pleading  and  Practice,  Contracts,  Corporations, 
Equity  I  and  H,  Equity  Pleading  and  Practice,  Evidence,  Moot  Court, 
Property  1,  II  and  III,  and  Torts. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  ivith  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law  will  be  con- 
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ferred  upon  students  who  have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  these 
degrees  with  the  grade  of  C  or  better,  and  whose  attendance  and  con- 
duct have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

LAW   LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

A  well-equipped  working  library,  comprising  about  5,500  volumes,  is 
open  to  the  students  from  8.30  a.  m.  to  10.00  p.  m.  Competent  librarians 
are  in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  looking  up  subjects 
and  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  library  contains  the  complete  decisions  of  the  highest  courts  of 
thirty-two  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  complete  reports  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  other  Federal  courts,  the  com- 
plete National  Reporter  System,  the  Century,  Decennial  and  American 
Digests,  the  various  encyclopaedias  of  law,  the  Lawyers  Reports  An- 
notated, the  American  Decisions,  American  Reports  and  American 
State  Reports,  the  English  Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  the 
English  Reprints,  the  Law  Journal  Reports  since  1865,  and  about  eight 
hundred  standard  text-books  and  legal  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities,  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library,  and  other  public  libraries. 

PRIZES. 

The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
Second  Year  Class  taking  the  regular  course,  who  shall  during  his  first 
and  second  years  attain  the  highest  average  grade.  In  determining  the 
average  grade  of  contestants  the  grade  received  in  each  subject  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  hours  given  to  such  subject  and  the  sum 
•^of  the  results  divided  by  the  total  number  of  hours.  The  recipient  of 
this  prize  scholarship  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  for  tuition  fees 
to  the  extent  of  ten  hours'  work  in  his  third  year.  Library  and  diploma 
fees  will  remain  payable.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely 
personal  and  will  not  be  commuted  to  a  cash  payment,  nor  will  it  be 
transferable.  The  recipient  of  the  scholarship  must  make  use  of  the 
scholarship  during  the  session  next  succeeding  its  award;  otherwise, 
the  same  shall  be  awarded,  upon  like  conditions,  to  the  person  having 
the  next  highest  grade. 

This  scholarship,  for  the  session  1911-12,  was  awarded  to  Horace 
■Greeley  Macfarland. 

Edward  Thompson  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  the  Edward 
Thompson  Company  of  the  first  twenty  volumes  and  digest  of  the 
American  and  English  Annotated  Cases  is  awarded  each  year  to  the 
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senior  law  student  who  shall  write  the  best  essay  on  some  legal  subject 
to  be  assigned  by  the  Faculty.     This  prize  will  not  be  awarded,  how- 
ever, if  the  essays  submitted  do  not  possess  sufficient  merit. 
Awarded  in  191 1  to  Herman  Miller. 

Ellsworth  Prise. — A  prize  of  $25  in  gold,  offered  by  Mr.  Fritz  von 
Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for  the  best  work 
done  by  a  regular  student  in  the  Patent  Law  Course. 

Awarded  in  191 1  to  Ira  James  Adams. 

Phi  Delta  Phi  Prise.— The  Marshall  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, which  is  the  local  chapter,  has  offered  a  prize  of  $25  cash,  to 
be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the  first  year  class  taking  the  regular 
course,  who  shall  attain  the  highest  average  grade,  the  grade  to  be 
determined  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Ordronaux  Prize. 


PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING. 


Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  art  of  public  speaking  are 
afforded  by  the  two  debating  societies  which  have  been  organized  in  the 
Department  of  Law.  These  societies,  known  as  the  Columbian  and 
Needham  Debating  Societies,  meet  weekly  for  debate.  Membership  in 
these  societies  is  entirely  optional,  but  their  work  is  encouraged  in 
every  legitimate  way  by  the  Faculty,  and  students  are  urgently  advised 
to  take  part  in  their  exercises. 

Intercollegiate  debates  are  also  held.  Membership  on  the  teams 
which  represent  the  University  in  these  contests  must  be  won  in  pre- 
liminary contests  held  for  such  purpose.  These  debates  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  University  Faculty. 


ADMISSION   TO  THE  BAR. 


By  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  Bar  are  required  to  have  studied  law  for 
three  years  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  attorney,  but  by  those 
rules  the  course  in  the  Department  of  Law  of  the  University  is  regarded 
as  discharging  this  requirement.  Its  work  is  also  accepted  as  fulfilling 
the  requirements  for  preliminary  law  study  in  almost  all  of  the  other 
jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.

No  change  will  be  made  in  the  fees  fixed  at  the  time  of  registration 
except  in  case  of  withdrawal,  and  then  only  upon  notice  in  due  form, 
and  from  the  end  of  the  current  month  when  such  withdrawal  shall  be 
approved.  Applications  for  the  granting  of  a  withdrawal  should  be 
made  on  the  prescribed  form  to  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Law. 

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during 
which  a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year. 

PAYMENT  OF  FEES. 

Matriculation,  library,  other  special  fees  and  laboratory  deposits  are 
due  in  full  in  advance.  Tuition  and  laboratory  material  fees  are  due  in 
eight  monthly  installments  in  advance.  Students  unable  to  pay  their 
fees  monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to  file  an  acceptable  personal 
or  corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for  future  payment.  In  every 
instance  all  indebtedness  must  be  discharged  on  or  before  May  i  of  the 
current  school  year.  Fees  are  payable  at  the  ofBce  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University  or  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Law.

A  register  of  boarding  houses  is  kept  by  the  Treasurer.  Accommo- 
dations cost  from  $25  to  $40  a  month.

1.  Membership  in  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools. 

It  is  the  only  law  school  in  the  District  of  Columbia  belonging  to 
the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools,  an  association  of  the  forty- 
three  leading  law  sdhools  of  the  country.  Because  it  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  this  association  its  work  is  given  a  maximum  of 
credit  by  the  other  law  schools  of  the  country. 

2.  Proc^ressive  Methods  of  Instruction. 

Its  system  of  instruction  is  that  used  by  the  best  and  most  progres- 
sive law  schools  of  the  country.  Thorough  grounding  in  the  funda- 
mental principles  and  theories  of  substantive  law,  and  in  methods  of 
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legal  reasoning,  is  given  by  trained  law  teachers,  who  devote  their 
time  and  energy  to  the  work  of  the  school,  and  are  at  their  offices  in 
the  school  daily,  easily  accessible  to  the  students  who  desire  to  confer 
with  them.  Instruction  in  adjective  law,  dealing  with  the  methods  of 
actual  application  and  practice  of  the  principles  of  substantive  law, 
is  given  by  experienced  attorneys  engaged  in  active  practice-  In  con- 
nection with  this  instruction  in  practice,  there  are  three  well-organized 
moot  courts. 

In  the  instruction  of  substantive  law  the  ''case  method"  is  used. 
The  student  learns  to  read,  analyze,  discuss  and  distinguish  the  opinions 
of  the  leading  courts  in  actually  decided  cases.  He  thus  begins,  in  the 
law  school,  work  which  he  will  later  on  have  to  do  in  practice.  This 
is  the  'iaboratory  method"  of  studying  law.  It  is  in  the  study  of  lazv 
zvhat  the  laboratory  method  is  in  the  study  of  natural  sciences,  and 
i:-:  just  as  necessary  for  best  work  in  i  law  school  as  is  a  physical 
laboratory  for  a  class  in  physics,  or  a  dissecting  room  for  a  medical 
school.  It  makes  the  study  of  law  vital  and  practical,  and  stimulates 
the  interest  of  the  student.  Under  this  method  of  study,  the  student 
'has  constantly  presented  to  him  concrete  legal  problems  for  solution. 
He  is  not  required  to  try  to  learn  arbitrarily  stated  facts,  but  discusses 
and  tests  legal  principles,  and  the  reasons  underlying  them.  He  does 
not  listen  passively  to  lectures,  but  is  questioned  constantly,  and  his 
thought  processes  are  stimulated  so  that  he  is  led  to  ask  questions. 
This  asking  of  questions  is  encouraged,  and  freedom  of  discussion  is 
allowed,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  progress  of  the  class.  The 
emphasis  is  laid,  not  on  the  mere  acquisition  of  legal  rules  as  facts, 
although  the  fundamental  rules  are  necessarily  acquired,  but  on  methods 
of  study,  and  the  development  of  a  "legal  mind,"  which  will  enable  the 
lawyer  to  solve  his  problems  successfully,  after  he  gets  into  actual 
practice.  This  method  is  used  at  the  following  leading  law  schools . 
Harvard,  Columbia,  Cornell,  Indiana  University,  Leland  Stanford, 
Northwestern,  State  University  of  Iowa,  University  of  California, 
Chicago,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Pennsylvania,  Wis- 
consin, and  others,  comprising  8i%  of  the  schools  in  the  Association  of 


American  Law  Schools.     In  addition,  other  schools  not  in  the  Associa- 
tion use  it  wholly  or  in  part. 

3.  High  Character  of  Student  Body. 

Its  entrance  requirement  is  a  foui-^-year  high  school  course,  a  re- 
quirement which  the  authorities  of  the  school  endeavor  to  enforce  with 
honesty  and  fairness.  During  the  past  academic  year  over  40^  of  the 
regular  students  were  graduates  of  colleges  and  over  70%  had  taken 
the  whole  or  part  of  a  college  course.  Over  75%  were  earning  their 
own  way.  They  are  thus  thoroughly  prepared  for  the  work,  and  possess 
a  remarkable  maturity  and  seriousness  of  purpose. 

4.  Hours  of  Instruction  Which  Give  Students  Opportunity 

for  Study. 

The  hours  of  instruction  are  7  :50  -  8  :40  a.  m.,  9  a.  m.  -  12  m.,  and 
4  :50  -  6  :30  p.  m.  Most  of  the  courses  are  duplicated  so  that  a  student 
may  complete  the  course  by  attending  the  4:50  to  6:30  classes  only, 
by  attending  the  4:30  to  6:30  and  7:50  to  8:40  classes,  or  by  attending 
mainly  from  9:00  to  12:00  a.  m.  The  hours  are  thus  most  advan- 
tageous, both  for  students  who  devote  their  w'hole  time  to  the  study 
of  law  and  for  self-supporting  students.  The  hours  from  7:50  to  8:40 
and  from  4:50  to  6.30  enable  the  latter  class  of  students  to  attend  day 
classes,  and  to  have  their  evenings  for  study.  Diu-ing  the  session 
1912-1913,  102  Second  and  Third  Year  students  chose  to  attend  the  7  150 
class  in  elective  subjects,  meeting  on  two  mornings  of  each  week,  and 
the  work  of  this  class  was  most  successful. 

5.  Successful  Results. 

The  results  of  the  methods  of  instruction  pursued  and  thoroughness 
of  work  required  of  the  students  are  seen  in  the  success  o^  the  gradu- 
ates at  the  bar  examinations.  In  the  District  of  Columbia  from  33  to 
55%  of  the  applicants  for  admission  to  the  bar  fail  to  i)ass  the  examina- 
tions. During  the  past  seven  years  while  the  groat  majority  of  the 
graduates  of  tlic  Law  School  liave  taken  these  examinations.  sul)stan- 
lially  none  have  failed  to  i')ass-

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

This  Department,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  school  of  law  in  the 
city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws,  originally  requiring  but  two  years,  was  in  1898,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion, increased  to  three  years.  Since  1903  most  of  the  important 
topics  of  substantive  law  have  been  under  the  charge  of  trained 
professional  teachers  giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of 
legal  instruction.  Those  branches  of  the  law  connected  with  practice 
are  under  the  charge  of  professors  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
administration  of  the  law  either  at  the  bar  or  on  the  bench. 
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In  1877  a  year  of  graduate  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws,  was  added  to  the  course  of  instruction  offered.  A  special  course 
in  Patent  Law  was  added  in  1895. 

In  1900  the  Law  Department  was  one  of  the  group  of  law  schools 
which  organized  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools,  and  it  has 
remained  a  member  of  this  Association  since  that  time.  This  Associa- 
tion includes  forty-three  of  the  best  and  most  progressive  law  schools 
of  the  country  and  is  committed  to  the  policy  of  advancement  in  legal 
education. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  OF  WASHINGTON  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  LAW 

To  students  of  law,  the  peculiar  advantages  of  Washington  are  mani- 
fest. The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  is  in  session  during 
practically  the  entire  school  year.  Students  have  the  rare  opportunity 
of  hearing  the  arguments  presented  by  leading  American  lawyers  and 
the  decisions  of  this  high  tribunal,  which  are  delivered  orally  each 
Monday,  upon  the  important  legal  questions  which  come  before  that 
court  for  final  determination.  Congress  is  in  session  during  the  winter, 
and  here  students  see  the  practical  workings  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  law-making  body.  The  Department  of  Justice,  the  legal 
branch  of  the  Federal  Government,  is  also  located  in  Washington.  Be- 
sides the  above  there  are  also  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims,  the 
United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  the  United  States  Commerce 
Court,  and  the  various  local  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
last-named  courts  exercise  the  unusual  dual  function  of  State  and  Fed- 
eral courts.  By  means  of  attendance  upon  these  courts  students  may 
familiarize  themselves  with  all  branches  of  legal  procedure. 

HOURS  FOR  LECTURES 

The  hours  of  instruction  are  7.50-8.40  a.m.,  9.00  a.m. -12. 00  m.,  and 
4.50-6.30  p.m.  Many  of  the  courses  are  duplicated,  so  that  a  student 
may,  if  he  so  desires,  confine  his  work  largely  either  to  the  forenoon 
or  to  the  afternoon.  Students  who  desire,  or  are  compelled  by  cir- 
cumstances, to  support  themselves  by  employment  in  the  Government 
Service  or  elsewhere,  or  who  desire  to  obtain  practical  experience  in 
an  attorney's  office  in  addition  to  their  work  in  law  school,  will  find 
this  arrangement  of  hours  especially  desirable.  Such  students  may 
complete  the  full  course  for  the  degree,  confining  their  attendance 
entirely  from  4.50-6.30  p.m.,  or  attending  partly  from  7.50-8.40  a.m.  and 
partly  from  4.50-6.30  p.m. 

LOCATION 

The  Department  of  Law  occupies  the  entire  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of 
the  New  Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  Avenue,  Thirteenth 
and  H  Streets  N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city» 
The  quarters  are  well  equipped  with  commodious  lecture  rooms,  moot 
court  rooms,  offices,  the  law  library,  and  a  students  room. 
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ACADEMIC  YEAR 

The  academic  year  extends  through  more  than  eight  months,  beginning 
on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  and  ending  on  the  Wednesday 
following  the  Wednesday  nearest  the  first  day  of  June,  and  is  divided  into 
two  half-years,  the  second  half-year  beginning  in  1913-14  on  the  second 
day  of  February.  The  session  of  1913-14  begins  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 24,  and  closes  Wednesday,  June  10.  Courses  are  so  arranged  that  it  is 
possible  for  a  student  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester 
of  any  year  and  be  graduated  three  years  from  that  time,  receiving  his 
degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation,  held  on  or  about  February  22  of  each 
year. 

Students  who  apply  for  registration  not  later  than  two  months  from 
the  close  of  registration  or  students  absent  for  unavoidable  cause  for 
not  exceeding  two  months  may  remove  the  condition  in  attendance  by 
study  for  a  period  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  period  of  the  absence, 
under  a  practitioner  during  such  time  as  the  Department  of  Law  is  not 
in  session,  proof  thereof  to  be  made  by  affidavit  of  the  practitioner. 

ADMISSION 

1.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. — Applicants  for  admission  as  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  must,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member, 
have  either  of  the  following  qualifications:  (1)  They  must  have  completed 
a  four  years  course  in  an  approved  high  school.  (2)  They  must  have 
educational  training  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of 
Columbian  College  of  the  University.  In  order  to  satisfy  the  latter 
requirements,  students  must  present  credits  aggregating  15  units, 
which  are  broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  years  high  school  course.  A 
unit  represents  approximately  one  year's  study  in  a  subject  in  a  prepara- 
tory or  high  school.  The  fifteen  units  must  include  English  3  units, 
Mathematics  2\  units,  and  2  units  of  one  of  the  following  languages: 
Latin,  Greek,  French,  German  or  Spanish.  The  remaining  7^  units  are 
elective.    Units  may  be  satisfied  in  general  as  follows:

Applicants  for  admission  on  certificate  should  secure  formal  certifi- 
cates setting  forth  the  credits  claimed,  and  present  these  certificates 
attached  to  their  application  forms.  All  applications  for  admission 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Law,  who 
will,  upon  request,  furnish  proper  blanks  and  detailed  information  as 
to  entrance  examinations. 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law. — Candi- 
dates for  these  degrees  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an  institution  substantially 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law 
Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member. 
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3.  Special  Students. — Persons  who  for  any  reason  do  not  qualify  as 
candidates  for  a  degree  may,  with  the  assent  of  the  professors  whose 
courses  they  elect  to  take,  be  admitted  as  special  students. 

4.  Auditors. — Persons  are  allowed  to  register  and  to  attend  classes  as 
auditors  for  the  regular  tuition  fees  without  being  required  to  take 
active  part  in  the  exercises  or  to  pass  examinations,  but  no  credit  will 
be  allowed  for  such  attendance  only. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second  or 
third  year  classes  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  for  the  work  of  the 
preceding  year  or  years.  These  requirements  may  be  met  by  presenting 
a  certificate  from  any  law  school  of  accredited  standing  showing  that 
the  student  has  successfully  completed  equivalent  courses,  or  by  passing 
the  regular  examinations  set  for  that  purpose  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  after  the  student  has  shown  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
in  a  law  school  in  the  subjects  upon  which  he  is  examined,  covering  at 
least  9,8  many  hours  as  are  required  for  such  subjects  in  this  University. 
No  credit  is  given  for  study  pursued  in  a  law  office,  except  as  explained 
above  under  the  statement  as  to  the  Academic  Year. 

All  examinations  that  may  be  required  of  applicants  for  advanced 
standing  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each  session. 

CREDIT  GIVEN  BY  OTHER  SCHOOLS  FOR  WORK  DONE 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Law  Department  is  a  member  of  the 
Association  of  American  Law  Schools  the  work  certified  by  it  is  given  a 
maximum  of  credit  by  the  other  law  schools  of  the  country  both  as  to 
time  and,  as  far  as  the  authorities  of  this  school  have  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain, as  to  subjects.  This  enables  students  who,  for  any  reason,  are 
unable  to  complete  their  work  in  Washington  to  continue  it  at  other 
institutions  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time  and  work. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Instruction  in  subjects  of  substantive  law  is  based  mainly  upon  the 
study  and  discussion  of  cases. 

In  the  discussions  in  the  class  room  every  effort  is  made  to  lead  the 
student  to  a  clear  understanding  of  fundamental  legal  principles  and  to 
afford  him  scientific  training  in  the  best  method  of  study  and  legal 
reasoning. 

These  courses  are  given  mainly  by  members  of  the  law  faculty  who 
give  their  entire  time  to  the  Law  School  and  are  in  daily  attendance. 

Subjects  involving  the  adjective  law  are  taught  by  lectures,  study  of 
text-books  and  cases,  and  by  practical  work  in  pleading,  drafting  and 
the  trial  of  moot  cases.  These  courses  are  in  charge  of  experienced 
members  of  the  bar  in  active  practice. 
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COMBINED  SIX- YEAR  COURSE  FOR  THE  DEGREES  OF  BACHELOR  OF  ARTS 
AND  BACHELOR  OF  LAWS 

Regular  students  in  this  course  will  complete  three  years  of  work 
aggregating  forty-five  hours  in  Columbian  College,  including  one  of  the 
four  groups  of  prescribed  subjects,  and  will  complete  in  the  Department 
of  Law  the  three-year  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  On 
the  completion  of  the  prescribed  forty-five  hours  of  work  in  Columbian 
College  and  the  first  year  of  the  regular  course  in  Law,  the  student  will 
receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 
A.  Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Lawt 

The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three  years.  An  average  of  twelve 
hours  class  work  per  week  for  three  years  is  required  of  all  candidates 
for  this  degree. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with  the 
permission  of  the  Dean,  select  additional  subjects  from  the  second  and 
third  years,  provided  the  aggregate  of  the  hours  taken  does  not  exceed 
fifteen  a  week.  Such  excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws  or  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Students  not  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  are  urged 
to  devote  more  than  three  years  to  the  completion  of  the  course.  Many 
students  find  it  more  satisfactory  to  do  so.  In  case  of  unsatisfactory 
work  students  are  required  so  to  extend  the  period  of  study.

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B.  Leading  to  the  De^ee  of  Master  of  Laws 

Students  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  are 
required  to  elect  subjects,  not  previously  taken  covering  a  minimum  of 
ten  hours  a  week.  These  may  be  freely  elected  from  the  subjects  offered 
by  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  from  International  Law  given  in  Columbian 
College. 

Any  excess  credits  obtained  in  this  Law  School  in  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's 
degree.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  not  be  conferred,  however, 
until  one  year  after  the  receipt  of  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Advanced  Practice. — Candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  may  also  elect 
advanced  practice  work  in  the  Moot  Court,  receiving  therefor  a  credit 
of  two  hours  for  the  year. 

G.  Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law 

A  candidate  who  has  successfully  completed  the  requirements  pre- 
scribed for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws,  if  he  has  duly  completed  and 
received  credit  for  the  courses  in  Patent  Law  and  Federal  Procedure, 
may  elect  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent 
Law  instead,  and  that  degree  may  be  conferred  upon  him,  but  the  above 
mentioned  topics  shall  be  counted  only  toward  one  degree,  and  shall  not 
be  available  for  the  degree  in  Patent  Law,  if  they  have  been  counted 
toward  any  other  degree. 

COURSE  IN  PATENT  LAW 

A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  and  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given  by 
Professor  Church.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those  tak- 
ing it  for  practice  in  all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The 
course  extends  throughout  one  year,  with  two  lectures  or  sessions  of 
the  Moot  Court  each  week. 

This  course  may  be  elected  and  counted  by  students  toward  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  such  students  will  be  required  to  take  only 
the  first  semester  of  the  regular  moot  court  work.  A  certificate,  under 
the  seal  of  the  University,  is  granted  to  all  students  who  complete  this 
course. 

COURSES  IN  PRACTICE 

A.  Moot  Court  Work 

1.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. — Particular  stress  is  laid  upon 
moot  court  work.  Aside  from  the  practice  court  connected  with  the 
course  in  Patent  Law,  there  are  four  courts  in  which  undergraduate 
students  pursue  their  work.  Three  of  these  are  nisi  prius  courts  and 
are  presided  over  by  members  of  the  Washington  Bar  in  active  practice. 
The  fourth  is  a  Court  of  Appeals  to  review  the  cases  tried  in  the  courts 
of  first  instance.  This  court  is  composed  of  the  ex-Chief  Justice  of  the 
United  States  Court  of  Claims  and  of  members  of  the  Washington  Bar.

Every  third-year  student,  before  receiving  the  Bachelor's  degree,  is 
required  to  prepare  the  pleadings  in  and  prosecute  to  judgment  the 
required  number  of  cases  in  the  nisi  prius  courts,  with  the  privilege  of 
appeal  to  the  appellate  tribunal.  At  least  two  hours  in  each  week  dur- 
ing the  year  must  be  spent  by  each  third  year  student  in  active  partici- 
pation in  moot  court  work  in  the  court  room  to  which  he  is  assigned. 
Students  electing  Patent  Law  will  be  required,  in  view  of  the  special 
moot  court  work  in  that  course,  to  take  only  the  first  half-year  of  the 
regular  moot  court  work. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a  lawyer 
in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine  whether 
or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of  common 
law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  pleadings,  serve 
his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue  is  joined  in 
legal  manner,  after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hearing  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are  empaneled  in 
accordance  with  settled  legal  procedure,  witnesses  are  examined  and 
cross-examined,  and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the  various  stages 
of  the  trial  or  hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judgment  or  decree, 
after  which,  should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be  carried  through  the 
appellate  court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the  record  on  appeal,  briefs 
of  counsel,  etc. 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws. — The  same  facilities  for  moot 
court  work  as  are  described  above  are  afforded  in  the  course  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  In  this  course,  however,  the  nature  of 
the  cases  assigned  is  somewhat  different,  involving,  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  cases  at  common  law  or  in  equity,  cases  of  a  special  character, 
such  as  habeas  corpus,  certiorari,  quo  warranto,  injunction,  mandamus, 
extradition,  replevin,  attachment,  etc.  All  candidates  for  this  degree 
taking  moot  court  work  are  required  to  carry  through  the  appellate 
court  each  case  assigned  to  them. 

3.  Officers  and  Equipment. — The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the 
assistant  clerks  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but 
his  assistants  in  each  court  room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body, 
from  whose  ranks  are  also  drawn  the  criers,  jurors,  and  other  officials, 
thus  giving  to  the  students  the  benefit  of  practice  in  administrative 
judicial  machinery.  The  Moot  Court  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an 
actual  court.  The  rooms  in  which  the  sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up 
with  judges'  benches,  clerks'  desks,  and  counsel  tables,  and  from  the 
time  the  crier  announces  that  the  court  is  in  session  until  he  announces 
its  adjournment  the  procedure  is  identical  with  that  of  a  regular  judicial 
tribunal. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to  this 
feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  enabled  to  go  out  from  this  insti- 
tution and  creditably  try  cases  in  court,  although  he  may  never  have 
been  in  an  actual  court  room. 

A  careful  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  both  as  to  his 
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pleadings  and  his  conduct  of  the  case  in  court,  and  the  ratings  thus 
given  determine,  in  connection  with  his  ratings  upon  other  subjects, 
whether  or  not  he  is  entitled  to  a  degree. 

B.  Brief  Making 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  bulk  of  our  case  law,  it  becomes 
absolutely  indispensable  that  students  should  be  taught  to  find  authori- 
ties in  point,  to  collate  them,  and  to  present  them  to  the  court  in  a  clear 
and  concise  form.  In  order  to  afford  this  training  a  course  in  Brief 
Making  is  given.  This  course  will  be  conducted  in  part  in  the  Library 
of  the  Department  of  Law,  so  that  the  use  of  the  digests  and  reports 
may  be  illustrated. 

G.  Preparation  of  Legal  Instruments 

Students  are  instructed  in  this  course  in  the  actual  preparation  of 
deeds,  mortgages,  wills,  assignments,  contracts,  partnership  agreements, 
and  other  legal  instruments  which  a  lawyer  is  called  upon  to  prepare. 
Statements  of  facts  are  furnished  to  the  class  by  the  professor  in  charge, 
and  each  student  is  required  to  prepare  the  various  forms  of  instru- 
ments. These  are  corrected  by  the  professor  and  are  discussed  and 
criticised  in  class.  Careful  consideration  is  given  to  special  forms  of 
execution  and  acknowledgment  when  one  of  the  parties  to  the  instru- 
ment is  a  corporation,  a  partnership,  a  married  woman,  and  the  like. 

D.  Legal  Tactics  and  Ethics 

Every  young  lawyer  entering  upon  bis  professional  career  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  experience  of  an  older  practitioner  and  of 
learning  many  things  which  are  not  taught  and  cannot  be  taught  from 
books.  It  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  men  that  this  course  is 
given.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington  Bar  whose  prac- 
tice has  been  an  active  one,  extending  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

A  short  introductory  talk  is  given  upon  the  relations  between  attorney 
and  client,  including  the  important  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the  stu- 
dent is  given  the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  starting 
in  practice  and  opening  and  furnishing  an  office,  with  suggestions  as  to 
office  systems. 

The  student  is  told  how  to  listen  intelligently  to  his  client's  griev- 
ances; how  to  draw  up  the  pleadings  arising  out  of  these  grievances; 
how  to  prepare  for  trial  the  case  thus  made,  including  the  work  of  pre- 
paring the  evidence;  how  to  try  the  case  and  examine  and  cross-exam- 
ine witnesses;  the  manner  of  making  up  the  record,  and  conducting  the 
argument  on  appeal,  including  the  use  of  authorities  in  court.  The 
Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  adopted  by  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion are  studied  in  this  course.  Practical  instruction  in  Extraordinary 
Legal  Remedies  constitutes  a  part  of  this  course. 
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EXAMINATION  AND  GRADES 


Regular  Examinations. — Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of 
each  semester.  These  examinations  are  final  as  to  the  work  of  that 
semester.  All  students,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  Dean,  are  re- 
quired to  take  the  regular  examinations  in  the  subjects  pursued. 

No  student,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject  unless  he  shall  be  regularly  regis- 
tered and  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  have 
done  all  the  work  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  upon  that  subject. 

Grades. — At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indicated 
by  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing,  respectively,  excellent, 
good,  satisfactory,  fair,  conditioned,  and  failed. 

Conditions  and  Failures. — A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed) 
in  any  subject  will  be  required  to  repeat  the  subject. 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  (conditioned)  in  any  subject  will 
be  required  to  repeat  that  subject  unless  he  pass  the  next  regular  exam- 
ination for  removal  of  conditions  with  a  grade  of  at  least  C. 

Regular  examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  during 
the  first  week  of  each  academic  year.  Application  for  permission  to 
take  these  examinations  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Department  of  Law  not  later  than  three  days  before  the  date  for 
which  the  examination  is  scheduled.  Special  examinations  for  the 
removal  of  conditions  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  academic  year  for  the 
benefit  of  candidates  for  the  Bachelor's  degree,  who  have  been  condi- 
tioned in  not  more  than  six  semester  hours  during  their  last  year. 

The  instructors  of  the  first  year  class  are  a  committee  to  pass  on  the 
eligibility  of  a  student  to  re-register,  with  power  to  warn  for  deficiency, 
and  to  refuse  re-registration  to  any  student  whose  work  is  deemed  unsat- 
isfactory. 

Special  Examinations. — No  special  examinations,  other  than  those 
above  provided  for,  will  be  granted  to  any  students  except  those  of  the 
graduating  class  who,  for  good  cause,  shall  have  been  excused  by  the 
Dean  from  taking  any  regular  examination  during  the  third  year. 

Attendance. — Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all  courses;  and  the 
examination  grade  of  any  student  in  any  course  may  be  withheld  and 
the  passing  of  another  examination  or  the  repetition  of  the  course  may 
be  required  on  the  sole  ground  of  unsatisfactory  attendance. 

Election  of  Courses. — No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  courses 
aggregating  more  than  fifteen  hours  during  any  one  semester  without 
first  obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  in  his  third  year  shall  take  and  pass  in  each  semester 
of  this  third  year  courses  aggregating  ten  hours. 

Election  of  courses  to  be  taken  must  be  made  in  all  cases  within  ten 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester  in  which  such  courses  are  given. 
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1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years 
and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  upon  subjects  aggregating  thirty- 
six  year  hours,  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Faculty.  The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  students 
deficient  in  Bills  and  Notes,  Common  Law  Pleading  and  Practice,  Con- 
tracts, Corporations,  Equity,  Evidence,  Moot  Court,  Property  I  and  II 
and  Torts. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law. — The  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  these  degrees  with  the  grade  of 
C  or  better,  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty. 

LAW  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM 

A  well-equipped  working  library,  comprising  about  6,000  volumes,  is 
open  to  the  students  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10.00  p.m.  Competent  librarians 
are  in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  looking  up  subjects 
and  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  library  contains  the  complete  decisions  of  the  highest  courts  of 
thirty-four  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  complete  reports  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  other  Federal  courts,  the  com- 
plete National  Reporter  System,  the  Century,  Decennial  and  American 
Digests,  the  various  encyclopaedias  of  law,  the  Lawyers  Reports  Anno- 
tated, the  American  Decisions,  American  Reports  and  American  State 
Reports,  the  English  Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  the  English 
Reprints,  the  Law  Journal  Reports  since  1865,  and  about  eight  hundred 
standard  text-books,  and  legal  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities,  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library,  and  other  public  libraries. 


The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
Second  Year  Class  taking  the  regular  course,  who  shall  during  his  first 
and  second  years  attain  the  highest  average  grade.  In  determining  the 
average  grade  of  contestants  the  grade  received  in  each  subject  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  hours  given  to  such  subject  and  the  sum 
of  the  results  divided  by  the  total  number  of  hours.  The  recipient  of 
this  prize  scholarship  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  for  tuition  fees 
to  the  extent  of  ten  hours'  work  in  his  third  year.     Library  and  diploma 
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fees  will  remain  payable.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely  per- 
sona! and  will  not  be  commuted  to  a  cash  payment,  nor  will  it  be  trans- 
ferable. The  recipient  of  the  scholarship  must  make  use  of  the  scholar- 
ship during  the  session  next  succeeding  its  award;  otherwise,  the  same 
shall  be  awarded,  upon  like  conditions,  to  the  person  having  the  next 
highest  grade.  This  scholarship,  for  the  session  1912-13  was  awarded  to 
Burr  Shearer  Stottle. 

Ellsworth  Prize.— A  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  gold,  offered  by  Mr. 
Fritz  von  Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for  the  best 
work  done  by  a  regular  student  in  the  Patent  Law  Course.  Awarded 
in  1912  to  Horace  Greeley  Macfarland. 

Phi  Delta  Phi  Prize.— The  Marshall  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, which  is  the  local  chapter,  has  offered  a  prize  of  twenty-five 
dollars  cash,  to  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the  first  year  class  taking 
the  regular  course,  who  shall  attain  the  highest  average  grade,  the  grade 
to  be  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Ordronaux  Prize.  Awarded 
in  1912  to  Merrell  Edward  Clark. 

American  Law  Book  Company  Prize. — A  prize,  offered  by  the  American 
Law  Book  Company,  of  the  Students  Edition  of  "Cyc"  in  twelve  vol- 
umes is  awarded  each  year  to  the  student  of  the  Department  of  Law, 
graduating  in  the  entire  course  for  the  LL.B.  degree,  with  the  highest 
scholastic  standing  for  the  entire  course.  This  highest  standing  is  ascer- 
tained in  the  same  manner  as  the  Ordronaux  Prize.  This  prize  is  to 
be  awarded  at  Commencement.    It  is  offered  this  year  for  the  first  time. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  the  art  of  public  speaking  are 
afforded  by  the  two  debating  societies  which  have  been  organized  in  the 
Department  of  Law.  These  societies,  known  as  the  Columbian  and 
Needham  Debating  Societies,  meet  weekly  for  debate.  Membership  in 
these  societies  is  entirely  optional,  but  their  work  is  encouraged  in 
every  legitimate  way  by  the  Faculty,  and  students  are  urgently  advised 
to  take  part  in  their  exercises. 

Intercollegiate  debates  are  also  held.  Membership  on  the  teams 
which  represent  the  University  in  these  contests  must  be  won  in  pre- 
liminary contests  held  for  such  purpose.  These  debates  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  University  Faculty. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  BAR 

By  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  Bar  are  required  to  have  studied  law  for 
three  years  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  attorney,  but  by  those 
rules  the  course  in  the  Department  of  Law  of  the  University  is  regarded 
as  discharging  this  requirement.  Its  work  is  also  accepted  as  fulfill- 
ing the  requirements  for  preliminary  law  study  in  substantially  all  of 
the  other  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.

No  registration  will  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full  semester,  and  no 
change  in  the  courses  undertaken  at  the  time  of  registration  will  be 
made  unless  approved  by  the  Dean.  Withdrawals  during  the  semester 
will  be  granted  only  on  recommendation  of  the  Dean  and  the  approval  of 
the  President. 

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during  which 
a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year.  Auditors 
are  not  charged  matriculation  and  hbrary  fees. 

PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Matriculation,  library  and  other  special  fees  are  due  in  full  in  advance. 
Tuition  may  be  paid  in  eight  monthly  installments  in  advance.  Stu- 
dents unable  to  pay  their  fees  monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to 
file  an  acceptable  personal  or  corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for 
future  payment.  In  every  instance  all  indebtedness  must  be  discharged 
on  or  before  May  1  of  the  current  school  year.  Fees  are  payable  at  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  2024  G  Street,  or  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Department  of  Law. 

BOARD  AND  ROOMS 

A  register  of  boarding  houses  is  kept  by  the  Treasurer.  Accommo- 
dations cost  from  $25  to  $40  a  month.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  Law  School,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  school  of  law  in 
the  city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  originally  requiring  but  two  years,  was  in  1898,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion, increased  to  three  years.  Since  1903  most  of  the  important 
topics  of  substantive  law  have  been  in  charge  of  professional  law 
teachers  giving  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of  legal  instruction. 
Those  branches  of  the  law  connected  with  practice  are  in  charge  of 
professors  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the  administration  of  the  law 
either  at  the  bar  or  on  the  bench.

120  PROFESSIONAL   DEPARTMENTS 

In  1877  a  year  of  graduate  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws,  was  added  to  the  course  of  instruction  offered.  A  special  course 
in  Patent  Law  was  added  in  1895  and  has  been  doubled  in  the  present 
year. 

In  1900  the  Law  School  was  one  of  the  group  of  law  schools  which 
organized  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools,  and  it  has  re- 
mained a  member  of  this  Association  since  that  time.  This  Associa- 
tion includes  forty-three  of  the  best  and  most  progressive  law  schools 
of  the  country  and  is  committed  to  the  policy  of  advancement  in  legal 
education. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  OF  WASHINGTON  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  LAW 

To  students  of  law,  the  peculiar  advantages  of  Washington  are  mani- 
fest. The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  is  in  session  during 
practically  the  entire  school  year.  Students  have  the  rare  opportunity 
of  hearing  the  arguments  presented  by  leading  American  lawyers  and 
the  decisions  of  this  high  tribunal,  which  are  delivered  orally  each 
Monday,  upon  the  important  legal  questions  which  come  before  that 
court  for  final  determination.  Congress  is  in  session  during  the  winter, 
and  here  students  see  the  practical  workings  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  law-making  body.  The  Department  of  Justice,  the  legal 
branch  of  the  Federal  Government,  is  also  located  in  Washington.  Be- 
sides the  above  there  are  also  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims,  the 
United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  and  the  various  local  courts 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  last-named  courts  exercise  the  unusual 
dual  function  of  State  and  Federal  courts.  By  means  of  attendance 
upon  these  courts  students  may  familiarize  themselves  with  all  branches 
of  legal  procedure. 

HOURS  FOR  LECTURES 

The  hours  of  instruction  are  7.50-8.40  a.m.,  9.00  a.m.-12.00  m.,  and 
4.50-6.30  p.m.  Many  of  the  courses  are  duplicated,  so  that  a  student 
may,  if  he  so  desires,  confine  his  work  largely  either  to  the  forenoon 
or  to  the  afternoon.  Students  who  desire,  or  are  compelled  by  cir- 
cumstances, to  support  themselves  by  employment  in  the  Government 
Service  or  elsewhere,  or  who  desire  to  obtain  practical  experience  in 
an  attorney's  office  in  addition  to  their  work  in  law  school,  will  find 
this  arrangement  of  hours  especially  desirable.  Such  students  may 
complete  the  full  course  for  the  degree,  confining  their  attendance 
entirely  from  4.50-6.30  p.m.,  or  attending  partly  from  7.50-8.40  a.m.  and 
partly  from  4.50-6.30  p.m. 

LOCATION 

The  Law  School  occupies  the  entire  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  the 
New  Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  Avenue,  Thirteenth  and 
H  Streets  N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 
The  quarters  are  well  equipped  with  commodious  class  rooms,  moot 
court  rooms,  offices,  the  law  library,  and  a  students  room. 
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ACADEMIC  YEAR 

The  academic  year  extends  through  more  than  eight  months,  beginning 
on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September  and  ending  on  the  Wednesday 
following  the  Wednesday  nearest  the  first  day  of  June,  and  is  divided  into 
two  half-years,  the  second  half-year  beginning  in  1914-15  on  Monday, 
February  1.  The  session  of  1914-15  begins  on  Wednesday,  September 
30,  and  closes  Wednesday,  June  9.  Courses  are  so  arranged  that  it  is 
possible  for  a  student  to  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester 
of  any  year  and  be  graduated  three  years  from  that  time,  receiving  his 
degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation,  held  on  or  about  February  22  of  each 
year. 

Students  may  register  at  any  time  during  the  year.  Those  who 
register  later  than  three  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  semester,  shall 
be  restricted  to  registration  for  such  work  only  as  in  the  opinion  of 
the  proper  committee  of  the  faculty  they  can  successfully  carry. 

Students  who  apply  for  registration  not  later  than  two  months  from 
the  close  of  registration  or  students  absent  for  unavoidable  cause  for 
not  exceeding  two  months  may  remove  the  condition  in  attendance  by 
study  for  a  period  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  period  of  the  absence, 
under  a  practitioner  during  such  time  as  the  Law  School  is  not  in  ses- 
sion, proof  thereof  to  be  made  by  affidavit  of  the  practitioner. 

ADMISSION 

1.  For  the  Degree  oj  Bachelor  of  Laws. — Applicants  for  admission  as  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  must,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member, 
have  either  of  the  following  qualifications:  (1)  They  must  have  completed 
a  four  years  course  in  an  approved  high  school.  (2)  They  must  have 
educational  training  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of 
Columbian  College  of  the  University.  In  order  to  satisfy  the  latter 
requirements,  students  must  present  credits  aggregating  15  units, 
which  are  broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  years  high  school  course.  A 
unit  represents  approximately  one  year's  study  in  a  subject  in  a  prepara- 
tory or  high  school.  The  fifteen  units  must  include  English  3  units, 
Mathematics  2^  units,  and  2  units  of  one  of  the  following  languages: 
Latin,  Greek,  French,  German  or  Spanish.  The  remaining  7|  units  are 
elective.    Units  may  be  satisfied  in  general  as  follows:

Applicants  for  admission  on  certificate  should  secure  formal  certifi- 
cates setting  forth  the  credits  claimed,  and  present  these  certificates 
attached  to  their  application  forms.  All  applications  for  admission 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School,  who  will,  upon 
request,  furnish  proper  blanks  and  detailed  information  as  to  entrance 
examinations. 
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2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law;.— Candi- 
dates for  these  degrees  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an  institution  substantially 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law 
Schools,  of  which  this  school  is  a  member. 

3.  Special  Students. — Persons  who  can  not  qualify  as  candidates  for 
a  degree  but  are  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  have  had  such 
educational  training  and  practical  experience  as  should  enable  them  to 
pursue  satisfactorily  the  study  of  law,  may  be  admitted  as  special 
students  by  consent  of  the  Dean. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  the  second  or 
third  year  classes  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  for  the  work  of  the 
preceding  year  or  years.  These  requirements  may  be  met  by  presenting 
a  certificate  from  any  law  school  of  accredited  standing  showing  that 
the  student  has  successfully  completed  equivalent  courses,  or  by  passing 
the  regular  examinations  set  for  that  purpose  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  after  the  student  has  shown  that  he  has  pursued  a  course  of  study 
in  a  law  school  in  the  subjects  upon  which  he  is  examined,  covering  at 
least  as  many  hours  as  are  required  for  such  subjects  in  this  University. 
No  credit  is  given  for  study  pursued  in  a  law  oflSce,  except  as  explained 
above  under  the  statement  as  to  the  Academic  Year. 

All  examinations  that  may  be  required  of  applicants  for  advanced 
standing  are  hold  during  the  first  week  of  each  session. 

CREDIT  GIVEN  BY  OTHER  SCHOOLS  FOR  WORK  DONE 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Law  School  is  a  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Law  Schools  the  work  certified  by  it  is  given  a 
maximum  of  credit  by  the  other  law  schools  of  the  country  both  as  to 
time  and,  as  far  as  the  authorities  of  this  school  have  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain, as  to  subjects.  This  enables  students  who,  for  any  reason,  are 
unable  to  complete  their  work  in  Washington  to  continue  it  at  other 
institutions  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time  and  work. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Instruction  in  subjects  of  substantive  law  is  based  mainly  upon  the 
study  and  discussion  of  cases. 

In  the  discussions  in  the  class  room  every  effort  is  made  to  lead  the 
student  to  a  clear  understanding  of  fundamental  legal  principles  and  to 
afford  him  scientific  training  in  the  best  method  of  study  and  legal 
reasoning. 

These  courses  are  given  mainly  by  members  of  the  law  faculty  who 
give  their  entire  time  to  the  Law  School  and  are  in  daily  attendance. 

Subjects  involving  the  adjective  law  are  taught  by  lectures,  study  of 
text-books  and  cases,  and  by  practical  work  in  pleading,  drafting  and 
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the  trial  of  moot  cases.     These  courses  are  in  charge  of  experienced 
members  of  the  bar  in  active  practice. 

COMBINED  SIX- YEAR  COURSE  FOR  THE  DEGREES  OF  BACHELOR  OF  ARTS 
AND  BACHELOR  OF  LAWS 

Regular  students  in  this  course  will  complete  three  years  of  work 
aggregating  forty-five  hours  in  Columbian  College,  including  one  of  the 
four  groups  of  prescribed  subjects,  and  will  complete  in  the  Law  School 
the  three-year  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  On  the  com- 
pletion of  the  prescribed  forty-five  hours  of  work  in  Columbian  College 
and  the  first  year  of  the  regular  course  in  Law,  the  student  will  receive 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 
A.  Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 

The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three  years.  An  average  of  twelve 
hours  class  work  per  week  for  three  years  is  required  of  all  candidates 
for  this  degree. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with  the 
permission  of  the  Dean,  select  additional  subjects  from  the  second  and 
third  years,  provided  the  aggregate  of  the  hours  taken  does  not  exceed 
fifteen  a  week.  Such  excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws  or  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Students  not  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  are  urged 
to  devote  more  than  three  years  to  the  completion  of  the  course.  Many 
students  find  it  more  satisfactory  to  do  so.  In  case  of  unsatisfactory 
work  students  are  required  so  to  extend  the  period  of  study.

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B.  Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws 

Students  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  are 
required  to  elect  subjects,  not  previously  taken  covering  a  minimum  of 
ten  hours  a  week.  These  may  be  freely  elected  from  the  subjects  ofifered 
by  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  from  International  Law  given  in  Columbian 
College. 

Any  excess  credits  obtained  in  this  Law  School  in  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's 
degree.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  not  be  conferred,  however, 
until  one  year  after  the  receipt  of  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Advanced  Practice. — Candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  may  also  elect 
advanced  practice  work  in  the  Moot  Court,  receiving  therefor  a  credit 
of  two  hours  for  the  year. 

G.  Leading  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law 

A  candidate  who  has  successfully  completed  the  requirements  pre- 
scribed for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws,  if  he  has  duly  completed  and 
received  credit  for  the  courses  in  Patent  Law  and  Practice  and  Federal 
Procedure,  may  elect  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Patent  Law  instead,  and  that  degree  may  be  conferred  upon  him,  but 
the  above  mentioned  topics  shall  be  counted  only  toward  one  degree, 
and  shall  not  be  available  for  the  degree  in  Patent  Law,  if  they  have 
been  counted  toward  any  other  degree. 

COURSE  IN  PATENT  LAW 

A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given  by  Professor  Church. 
The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those  taking  it  for  practice  in 
all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The  course  extends  through- 
out one  year,  with  two  lectures  or  sessions  of  the  Moot  Court  each 
week. 

This  course  may  be  elected  and  counted  by  students  toward  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  such  students  will  be  required  to  take  only 
the  first  semester  of  the  regular  moot  court  work.  A  certificate,  under 
the  seal  of  the  University,  is  granted  to  all  students  who  complete  this 
course. 

In  the  present  year  an  additional  course  in  United  States  Patent 
Office  Practice  and  Substantive  Patent  Law  has  been  added  and  the 
work  in  Patent  Law  thus  doubled.  This  course  may  also  be  counted 
by  students  toward  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

COURSES  IN  PRACTICE 
A.  Moot  Court  Work 

1.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. — Particular  stress  is  laid  upon 
moot  court  work.  Aside  from  the  practice  court  connected  with  the 
course  in  Patent  Law,  there  are  four  courts  in  which  undergraduate 
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students  pursue  their  work.  Three  are  nisi  prius  courts  presided  over 
by  members  of  the  Washington  Bar  in  active  practice.  The  fourth  is  a 
Court  of  Appeals  to  review  the  cases  tried  in  the  courts  of  jSrst  instance. 
This  court  is  composed  of  the  ex-Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States 
Court  of  Claims  and  of  members  of  the  Washington  Bar. 

Every  third-year  student,  before  receiving  the  Bachelor's  degree,  is 
required  to  prepare  the  pleadings  in  and  prosecute  to  judgment  the 
required  number  of  cases  in  the  nisi  prius  courts,  with  the  privilege  of 
appeal  to  the  appellate  tribunal.  At  least  two  hours  in  each  week  dur- 
ing the  year  must  be  spent  by  each  third-year  student  in  active  partici- 
pation in  moot  court  work  in  the  court  room  to  which  he  is  assigned. 
Students  electing  Patent  Law  will  be  required,  in  view  of  the  special 
moot  court  work  in  that  course,  to  take  only  the  first  half-year  of  the 
regular  moot  court  work. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a  lawyer 
in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine  whether 
or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of  common 
law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  pleadings,  serve 
his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue  is  joined  in 
legal  manner,  after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hearing  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are  empaneled  in 
accordance  with  settled  legal  procedure,  witnesses  are  examined  and 
cross-examined,  and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the  various  stages 
of  the  trial  or  hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judgment  or  decree, 
after  which,  should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be  carried  through  the 
appellate  court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the  record  on  appeal,  briefs 
of  counsel,  etc. 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws. — The  same  facilities  for  moot 
court  work  as  are  described  above  are  afforded  in  the  course  leading  to 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  All  candidates  for  this  degree  taking 
moot  court  work  are  required  to  carry  through  the  appellate  court 
each  case  assigned  to  them. 

3.  Officers  and  Equipment. — The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the 
assistant  clerks  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but 
his  assistants  in  each  court  room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body, 
from  whose  ranks  are  also  drawn  the  criers,  jurors,  and  other  officials, 
thus  giving  to  the  students  the  benefit  of  practice  in  administrative 
judicial  machinery.  The  Moot  Court  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  an 
actual  court.  The  rooms  in  which  the  sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up 
with  judges'  benches,  clerks'  desks,  and  counsel  tables,  and  from  the 
time  the  crier  announces  that  the  court  is  in  session  until  he  announces 
its  adjournment  the  procedure  is  identical  with  that  of  a  regular  judicial 
tribunal. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to  this 
feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  enabled  to  go  out  from  this  insti- 
tution and  creditably  try  cases  in  court,  although  he  may  never  have 
boen  in  an  actual  court  room. 
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A  careful  record  is  kept  of  the  work  of  each  student,  both  as  to  hia 
pleadings  and  his  conduct  of  the  case  in  court,  and  the  ratings  thus 
given  determine,  in  connection  with  his  ratings  upon  other  subjects, 
whether  or  not  he  is  entitled  to  a  degree. 

B.  Brief  Maklnjt 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  bulk  of  our  case  law,  it  becomes 
absolutely  indispensable  that  students  should  be  taught  to  find  authori- 
ties in  point,  to  collate  them,  and  to  present  them  to  the  court  in  a  clear 
and  concise  form.  In  order  to  afford  this  training  a  course  in  Brief 
Making  is  given.  This  course  will  be  conducted  in  part  in  the  Library 
of  the  Law  School,  so  that  the  use  of  the  digests  and  reports  may  be 
illustrated. 

G.  Preparation  of  Legal  Instruments 

Students  are  instructed  in  this  course  in  the  actual  preparation  of 
deeds,  mortgages,  wills,  assignments,  contracts,  partnership  agreements, 
and  other  legal  instruments  which  a  lawyer  is  called  upon  to  prepare. 
Statements  of  facts  are  furnished  to  the  class  by  the  professor  in  charge, 
and  each  student  is  required  to  prepare  the  various  forms  of  instru- 
ments. These  are  corrected  by  the  professor  and  are  discussed  and 
criticised  in  class.  Careful  consideration  is  given  to  special  forms  of 
execution  and  acknowledgment  when  one  of  the  parties  to  the  instru- 
ment is  a  corporation,  a  partnership,  a  married  woman,  and  the  like. 

D.  Legal  Tactics  and  Ethics 

Every  young  lawyer  entering  upon  his  professional  career  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  experience  of  an  older  practitioner  and  of 
learning  many  things  which  are  not  taught  and  cannot  be  taught  from 
books.  It  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  men  that  this  course  is 
given.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington  Bar  whose  prac- 
tice has  been  an  active  one,  extending  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

A  short  introductory  talk  is  given  upon  the  relations  between  attorney 
and  client,  including  the  important  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the  stu- 
dent is  given  the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  starting 
in  practice  and  opening  and  furnishing  an  office,  with  suggestions  as  to 
office  systems. 

The  student  is  told  how  to  listen  intelligently  to  his  client's  griev- 
ances; how  to  draw  up  the  pleadings  arising  out  of  these  grievances; 
how  to  prepare  for  trial  the  case  thus  made,  including  the  work  of  pre- 
paring the  evidence;  how  to  try  the  case  and  examine  and  cross-exam- 
ine witnesses;  the  manner  of  making  up  the  record,  and  conducting  the 
argument  on  appeal,  including  the  use  of  authorities  in  court.  The 
Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  adopted  by  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion are  studied  in  this  course.  Practical  instruction  in  Extraordinary 
Legal  Remedies  constitutes  a  part  of  this  course. 
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EXAMINATION  AND  GRADES 


Regular  Examinations. — Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of 
each  semester.  These  examinations  are  final  as  to  the  work  of  that 
semester.  All  students,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  Dean,  are  re- 
quired to  take  the  regular  examinations  in  the  subjects  pursued.     , 

No  student,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed 
to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject  unless  he  shall  be  regularly  regis- 
tered and  have  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  have 
done  all  the  work  required  in  the  course  of  instruction  upon  that  subject. 

Grades. — At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indicated 
by  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing,  respectively,  excellent, 
good,  satisfactory,  fair,  conditioned,  and  failed. 

Conditions  and  Failures. — A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed) 
in  any  subject  will  be  required  to  repeat  the  subject. 

A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  (conditioned)  in  any  subject  will 
be  required  to  repeat  that  subject  unless  he  pass  the  next  regular  exam- 
ination for  removal  of  conditions  with  a  grade  of  at  least  C. 

Regular  examinations  for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  during 
the  first  week  of  each  academic  year.  Application  for  permission  to 
take  these  examinations  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Law  School  not  later  than  three  days  before  the  date  for  which 
the  examination  is  scheduled.  Special  examinations  for  the  removal  of 
conditions  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  academic  year  for  the  benefit  of 
candidates  for  the  Bachelor's  degree,  who  have  been  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  four  semester  hours  during  the  first  semester  of  their  last  year. 

The  instructors  of  the  first  year  class  are  a  committee  to  pass  on  the 
eligibility  of  a  student  to  re-register,  with  power  to  warn  for  deficiency, 
and  to  refuse  re-registration  to  any  student  whose  work  is  deemed  unsat- 
isfactory. 

Special  Examinations. — No  special  examinations,  other  than  those 
above  provided  for,  will  be  granted  to  any  students  except  those  of  the 
graduating  class  who,  for  good  cause,  shall  have  been  excused  by  the 
Dean  from  taking  any  regular  examination  during  the  third  year. 

Attendance. — Regular  attendance  is  required  in  all  courses;  and  the 
examination  grade  of  any  student  in  any  course  may  be  withheld  and 
the  passing  of  another  examination  or  the  repetition  of  the  course  may 
be  required  on  the  sole  ground  of  unsatisfactory  attendance. 

Election  of  Courses. — No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  courses 
aggregating  more  than  fifteen  hours  during  any  one  semester  without 
first  obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  in  his  third  year  shall  take  and  pass  in  each  semester 
of  this  third  year  courses  aggregating  ten  hours. 

Election  of  courses  to  be  taken  must  be  made  in  all  cases  within 
ten  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  semester  in  which  such  courses 
are  given. 
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1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years 
and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  upon  subjects  aggregating  thirty- 
six  year  hours,  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Faculty.  The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  students 
deficient  in  Bills  and  Notes,  Common  Law  Pleading  and  Practice,  Con- 
tracts, Corporations,  Equity,  Evidence,  Moot  Court,  Property  I  and  II 
and  Torts. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law. — The  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who 
have  completed  the  work  prescribed  for  these  degrees  with  the  grade  of 
C  or  better,  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty. 

LAW  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM 

A  well-equipped  working  library,  comprising  about  6,000  volumes,  is 
open  to  the  students  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10.00  p.m.  Competent  librarians 
are  in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  looking  up  subjects 
and  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  library  contains  the  complete  decisions  of  the  highest  courts  of 
thirty-eight  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  complete  reports  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  other  Federal  courts,  the  com- 
plete National  Reporter  System,  the  Century,  Decennial  and  American 
Digests,  the  various  encyclopaedias  of  law,  the  Lawyers  Reports  Anno- 
tated, the  American  Decisions,  American  Reports  and  American  State 
Reports,  the  English  Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  the  English 
Reprints,  the  Law  Journal  Reports  since  1865,  and  about  eight  hundred 
standard  text-books,  and  legal  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities,  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library,  and  other  public  libraries. 


The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
Second  Year  Class  taking  the  regular  course,  who  shall  during  his  first 
and  second  years  attain  the  highest  average  grade.  In  determining  the 
average  grade  of  contestants  the  grade  received  in  each  subject  shall  be 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  hours  given  to  such  subject  and  the  sum 
of  the  results  divided  by  the  total  number  of  hours.  The  recipient  of 
this  prize  scholarship  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  for  tuition  fees 
to  the  extent  of  ten  hours  work  in  his  third  year.  Library  and  diploma 
fees  will  remain  payable.     The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely  per- 
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sonal  and  will  not  be  commuted  to  a  cash  payment,  nor  will  it  be  trans- 
ferable. The  recipient  of  the  scholarship  must  make  use  of  the  scholar- 
ship during  the  session  next  succeeding  its  award;  otherwise,  the  same 
shall  be  awarded,  upon  like  conditions,  to  the  person  having  the  next 
highest  grade.  This  scholarship,  for  the  session  1913-14  was  awarded  to 
Merrell  Edward  Clark. 

Ellsworth  Prize. — A  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  gold,  offered  by  Mr. 
Fritz  von  Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for  the  best 
work  done  by  a  regular  student  in  the  Patent  Law  Course.  Awarded 
in  1913  to  Lawrence  A.  Gale  Miller. 

Phi  Delia  Phi  Prize.— The  Marshall  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, which  is  the  local  chapter,  has  offered  a  prize  of  twenty-five 
dollars  cash,  to  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the  first  year  class  taking 
the  regular  course,  who  shall  attain  the  highest  average  grade,  the  grade 
to  be  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Ordronaux  Prize.  Awarded 
in  1913  to  John  Monteith  McFall. 

American  Law  Book  Company  Prize. — A  prize,  offered  by  the  American 
Law  Book  Company,  of  the  Students  Edition  of  "Cyc"  in  twelve 
volumes  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  student  of  the  Law  School, 
graduating  in  the  entire  course  for  the  LL.B.  degree,  with  the  highest 
scholastic  standing  for  the  entire  course.  This  highest  standing  is  ascer- 
tained in  the  same  manner  as  the  Ordronaux  Prize.  This  prize  is  to 
be  awarded  at  Commencement.  Awarded  1913  for  the  first  time  to 
Loyd  Hall  Sutton. 

John  Byrne  and  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  John  Byrne  and 
Company  of  Washington,  D.  C,  consisting  of  the  four  volumes  of  their 
Legal  Classics  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  student  attaining  the  highest 
grade  in  Real  Property  II  (b).     Offered  1913-14  for  the  first  time. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  public  speaking  and  parliamentary 
law  are  afforded  by  the  Columbian  Debating  Society  and  the  University 
Congress  which  have  been  organized  in  the  Law  School,  and  which 
meet  weekly  for  debate.  Membership  in  these  societies  is  entirely 
optional,  but  their  work  is  encouraged  in  every  legitimate  way  by  the 
Faculty,  and  students  are  urgently  advised  to  take  part  in  their 
exercises. 

Intercollegiate  debates  are  also  held.  Membership  on  the  teams 
which  represent  the  University  in  these  contests  must  be  won  in  pre- 
liminary contests  held  for  such  purpose.  These  debates  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  University  Faculty. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  BAR 

By  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  Bar  are  required  to  have  studied  law  for 
three  years  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  attorney,  but  by  those 
rules  the  course  in  the  Law  School  of  the  University  is  regarded  as  dis- 
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chariring  this  requirement.  Its  work  is  also  accepted  as  fdifiUlng  the 
requirements  for  preliminary  law  study  in  substantially  all  of  the  other 
jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.

No  registration  will  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full  semester,  and  no 
change  in  the  courses  undertaken  at  the  time  of  registration  will  be 
made  unless  approved  by  the  Dean.  Withdrawals  during  the  semester 
will  be  granted  only  on  recommendation  oj  the  Dean  and  the  approval  oj 
the  President. 

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during  which 
a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year. 

PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Matriculation,  library  and  other  special  fees  are  due  in  full  in  advance. 
Tuition  may  be  paid  in  eight  monthly  installments  in  advance.  Stu- 
dents unable  to  pay  their  fees  monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to 
file  an  acceptable  personal  or  corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for 
future  payment.

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THE  POLICY  OF  THE  LAW  SCHOOL 

Speech  by  Dean  Everett  Fraser  at  the 

Law  School's  Semi-Centennial 

Celebration,  May,  1915. 


The  George  Washington  University 
Law  School  aims  to  maintain  univer- 
sity ideals  in  legal  education.  It  en- 
deavors to  give  its  students  a  training 
which  will  make  them  not  merely 
craftsmen,  but  masters  of  the  science 
of  law. 

The  method  of  instruction  followed 
is  designed  to  instill  correct  modes  of 
legal  study,  to  train  the  mind  in  legal 
reasoning  and  to  give  a  thorough  grasp 
of  fundamental  legal  principles.  The 
student  studies  leading  cases, — the 
earlier  cases  which  establish  a  prin- 
ciple, the  later  cases  which  show  its 
qualifications.  This  study  is  supple- 
mented by  classroom  discussion  and 
instruction.  Thus  while  the  student  is 
being  trained  to  analyze  and  to  dis- 
criminate, he  at  the  same  time  masters 
the  principles  of  law,  sees  the  reasons 
on  which  they  are  based,  and  observes 
the  influence  on  their  develop- 
ment of  successive,  political,  economic 
and  social  theories.  The  method  is 
most  practical.  The  student  has  al- 
ways before  him  actual  problems  and 
their  solution  by  the  ablest  judges  of 
England    and    America.      He    begins 


\mder  his  teachers'  guidance  the  work 
he  must  do  when  he  enters  practice. 
In  no  other  way  can  the  future  lawyer 
acquire  such  power  to  solve  the  new 
problems  arising  from  the  rapidly 
changing  social  and  economic  con- 
ditions of  life. 

The  case  method  is  now  used  in  over 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  schools  in  the 
Association  of  American  Law  Schools. 
No  school  that  has  adopted  it  has  to 
our  knowledge  reverted  to  the  older 
methods  of.  instruction.  The  method  is 
highly  praised  in  a  report  just  sub- 
mitted by  Dr.  Joseph  Redlich,  Profes- 
sor of  Law  in  the  University  of  Vienna, 
who  last  year  investigated  the  various 
methods  used  in  the  law  schools  of 
the  United  States  at  the  request  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Teaching. 

Instruction  in  substantive  law  is  iu 
charge  of  teachers  who  give  all  their 
time  to  the  work  of  the  school.  These 
men  are  high  rank  graduates  of  the 
best  modern  law  schools.  They  give 
their  undivided  attention  to  study  and 
the  work  of  the  classroom.  Each  en- 
deavors to  become  a  specialist  in  his 
subjects,  and  all  the  class  exercises 
in  these  subjects  are  under  his  sole 
care.  The  best  schools  now  realize 
that  the  teacher's  whole  energy  is 
necessary  to  secure  the  best  results. 
The  number  devoting  their  entire 
time  to  teaching  law  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing and  the  faculties  of  the  fore- 


most  schools  are  already  in  great  part 
composed  of  such  men. 

While  the  school  lays  stress  on  a 
thorough  training  in  substantive  law  it 
does  not  neglect  the  adjective  law. 
Instruction  in  Evidence,  Procedure, 
Brief  Making,  Moot  Court  and  similar 
subjects  which  deal  with  the  practi- 
cal application  of  the  principles  learn- 
ed in  other  classes,  is  given  by  judges 
and  lawyers  in  active  practice.  The 
Moot  Court  has  been  in  successful  op- 
eration for  over  twenty  years  and  has 
been  chosen  as  a  model  by  several 
schools. 

The  school  is  the  only  member  from 
the  District  of  Columbia  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Law  Schools,  or- 
ganized in  1900  to  raise  the  standards 
of  legal  education.  It  pays  greater 
regard  to  the  quality  than  to  the  num- 
ber of  its  student  body.  It  requires 
of  all  candidates  for  degrees  a  mini- 
mum of  high  school  education  prep- 
aration and  of  special  students  that 
they  be  over  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  fitted  for  the  study  of  law.  The 
immature,  incapable  and  indolent  who 
would  be,  as  students,  a  hindrance  to 
the  best  work  in  the  classroom  and. 
as  graduates,  "shysters"  and  failures 
at  the  bar,  are  excluded. 

There  is  a  demand  in  the  city  of 
Washington  for  a  school  of  this  type. 
There  were  1888  students  in  the  law- 
schools  of  the  District  in  1913-1914. 
There  is  evidence  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  these  are  not  fitted  for  the 
study  of  law.  Many  such  are  annu- 
ally turned  away  from  this  school  be- 
cause it  endeavors  to  bring  together 
only  a  homogeneous  class  of  stu- 
dents uniformly  qualified  to  do  work  of 
a  high  grade.  Tliat  the  effort  is  meet- 
ing with  success  is  proved  by  the  re- 


markable growth  of  the  school  in  the 
last  two  years  and  by  the  character  of 
the  student  body.  Notwithstanding 
higher  standards  of  entrance  and 
course  the  enrollment  has  increased 
from  312  in  1^12-13  to  403  for  the  cur- 
rent year.  Few,  if  any,  law  schools 
have  had  so  large  an  increase  in  the 
past  two  years.  One-third  of  the  can- 
didates for  degrees  are  college  gradu- 
ates and  nearly  another  third  have  had 
part  of  a  college  course.  The  last  re- 
port of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of 
Education  shows  that  out  of  1722  stu- 
dents in  the  law  schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict in  1912-13  there  were  166  col- 
lege graduates,  of  whom  110  were 
credited  to  this  school.  (The  report 
may  be  incomplete;  no  graduates  were 
reported  from  two  schools  though  they 
probably  have  some).  Our  school  rank- 
ed fifth  among  Association  schools  in 
respect  to  number  of  college  gradu- 
ates. The  fact  that  students  acquaint- 
ed with  educational  institutions  and 
trained  to  discriminate  select  this 
school  notwithstanding  that  it  charges 
the  highest  tuition  fees,  is  most  sig- 
nificant. 

The  fine  type  of  the  student  body, 
success  of  the  method  of  instruction 
and  the  thoroughness  of  the  course  is 
further  evidenced  by  the  records  of  the 
graduates  of  the  school  in  the  bar 
examinations  of  the  District.  In  the 
last  examination  only  one  graduate  of 
this  school  failed  to  pass  out  of  about 
twenty  candidates,  while  out  of  some 
one  hundred  and  thirty  other  candi- 
dates there  were  about  fifty  failures. 
The  percentage  of  failures  of  all  tlie 
candidates  in  the  bar  examinations  for 
several  years  past  has  been  from 
thirty-three  to  fifty-five;  the  percentage 
of  George    Washington   graduates,   as 


far  as  can  be  ascertained,  lias  not  av- 
eraged more  than  five.  It  is  not  un- 
usual for  all  our  graduates  to  pass. 

The  school  receives  the  largest  rec- 
ognition from  other  law  schools  of 
the  United  States.  Its  work  is  given 
the  same  credit  for  advanced  stand- 
ing by  Harvard,  Columbia  and  other 
schools  that  they  accord  each  other. 
This  is  a  great  advantage  to  the  stu- 
dents who  may  desire  to  take  part  of 
their  course  in  Washington  and  to 
complete  it  or  pursue  post-graduate 
studies  in  other  jurisdictions. 

While  the  school  has  constantly 
maintained  high  standards  it  can  not 
afford  to  rest  on  its  record.  Thirty 
of  the  forty-six  Association  schools 
have  raised  their  entrance  require- 
ments to  include  a  year  or  more  of 
college  work.  The  number  of  our  stu- 
dents is  now  so  large  that  require- 
ments should  be  raised.  Investiga- 
tion has  proved  that  students  just 
out  of  high  school  generally  fail  to  do 
satisfactory  work.  The  faculty  has 
decided  to  require  a  year  of  college 
work  of  all  candidates  for  admission 
who  are  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  This  requirement  will  go  into  ef- 
fect in  1916-17  and  may  be  further 
raised  as  the  circumstances  warrant. 
There  is  no  reason,  with  the  oppor- 
tunities available  in  Washington,  why 
candidates  under  twenty-one  should 
not  have  a  considerable  college  train- 
ing before  entering  on  the  study  of 
law.  The  law  schools  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  Chicago  and 
Northwestern  Universities  have  re- 
quired college  work  of  younger  can- 
didates for  several  years.  Care  will 
be  taken  at  the  same  time  to  give 
men  too  old  for  college  an  opportu- 
nity to  show  their  fitness  for  tlie  worlv 


of  the  law  school,  but  their  continuance 
in  the  course  will  be  conditional  on  the 
character  of  their  work. 

Public  opinion  will  some  day  de- 
mand more  thorough  equipment  of 
those  who  are  to  be  admitted  to  the 
bar.  When  that  day  comes  this  school 
will  have  no  fear  for  its  student  body. 

While  Washington  has  for  many 
years  offered  ample  facilities  for  legal 
education  to  men  who  are  employed 
little  attention  has  been  paid  to  those 
who  desire  to  devote  all  their  energies 
to  the  study  of  law.  The  city  is  a 
logical  center  for  a  large  law  school 
of  such  students.  The  school  has  had 
for  some  years  a  course  adapted  to  full 
time  students  but  it  has  been  incom- 
plete. The  growth  in  the  enrollment  of 
these  classes  has  proved  the 
desirability  of  laying  greater  stress 
on  this  side  of  the  work.  The 
course  has  now  been  so  am- 
plified that  students  may  obtain  all 
their  law  work  in  the  early  part  of  the 
day.  The  school  can  accommodate  two 
hundred  more  students  in  these  fore- 
noon classes  without  extra  expense 
and  with  greater  efficiency  of  in- 
struction. The  afternoon  classes  on 
the  other  hand  are  approaching  a  size 
where  further  increase  in  their  num- 
bers will  be  at  the  sacrifice  of  ef- 
ficiency. No  less  attention  will  be 
paid  to  this  excellent  group  of  men 
but  greater  efforts  must  be  made  to 
build  up  a  school  that  will  attract 
large  numbers  of  full  time  students. 

Higher  entrance  requirements  and 
the  development  of  a  course  for  stu- 
dents devoting  all  their  time  to  the 
study  of  law  should  be  the  first  features 
of  the  policy  of  the  school  in  the  im- 
mediate future. 

Progress  and  not  profit  should  be  our 


watchword.  Education  is  too  sacred  to 
be  commercialized,  A  professional 
school  can  only  justify  its  existence  by 
paying  due  regard  to  the  interests  of 
the  public,  the  profession  and  the  stu- 
dent. It  fulfills  its  obligations  to  each 
if  it  requires   a  reasonable  degree  of 


preparation,  capacity  and  diligence  of 
the  student,  furnishes  him  with  compe- 
tent instruction  and  requires  him  to 
devote  adequate  time  to  preparation 
for  his  profession.  It  is  false  to  its 
trust  when  it  turns  aside  from  this 
ideal  for  financial  gain.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

History. — The  Law  School,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  in  the 
city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Laws  originally  requiring  two  years  was  increased  in  1898  to 
three  years.  A  year  of  graduate  work  was  added  in  1877  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  The  curriculum  has  since  been  increased 
by  a  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Association  of  American  Law  Schools. — The  Law  School  was  one  of 
the  group  of  law  schools  which  in  1900  organized  the  Association  of 
American  Law  Schools  and  it  has  remained  a  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion since  that  time.  This  Association  includes  forty-six  of  the  most 
progressive  law  schools  of  the  country  and  is  committed  to  the  policy 
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of  advancement  in  legal  education.  As  this  school  maintains  the 
standards  of  the  Association,  work  certified  by  it  is  given  a  maximum 
of  credit  by  other  law  schools  of  the  country.  This  enables  students 
who  are  unable  to  complete  their  studies  in  Washington,  to  continue 
them  at  other  institutions  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time  and  work. 

Purpose  of  course. — The  School  aims  to  give  a  thorough  legal  training 
to  students  whose  education  and  maturity  fit  them  to  pursue  serious 
professional  study.  Over  sixty  per  cent  of  its  students  are  college 
graduates  or  have  had  some  college  training  and  though  a  four  years 
high  school  course  at  present  qualifies  for  admission,  a  year  or  more  of 
college  work  in  English,  Latin,  History  and  Economics  is  advised,  and, 
beginning  with  the  academic  year  1916-17,  a  year  of  college  work  will 
be  required  of  all  applicants  under  21  years  of  age.  The  University 
permits  the  first  year  of  law  work  to  be  counted  as  the  fourth  year  of 
college  work  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  thus  enabling  students 
to  obtain  both  the  academic  and  professional  degrees  in  six  years. 

Method  of  instruction. — The  primary  function  of  the  law  school  is  to 
teach  students  how  to  study  the  law  and  imparting  information 
is  of  secondary  importance.  Learning  rules  of  law  without  reference 
to  the  facts  and  reasons  on  which  they  are  based,  results  in  vagueness 
and  misunderstanding.  Moreover  the  field  of  law  is  too  vast  for  any 
student  to  cover  in  a  few  years.  For  these  reasons  the  "case  system" 
of  instruction  is  used.  The  student  studies  decided  cases  in  which  the 
fundamental  principles  of  law  were  first  declared,  and  other  cases  show- 
ing their  development.  He  receives  his  mental  training  by  analyzing 
the  facts  and  reasons  which  led  to  the  decision  and  at  the  same  time 
becomes  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  rule  of  law,  its  origin,  evolution 
and  application  as  limited  by  the  reasons  on  which  it  is  based.  The 
exercise  gives  him  not  only  knowledge  but  power  to  solve  new  problems 
and  saves  him  from  becoming  a  mere  "case"  lawyer. 

The  substantive  law  is  almost  wholly  taught  by  professional  teachers 
employing  the  case  method  and  giving  all  their  time  to  the  school; 
the  practice  courses  are  conducted  by  lawyers  and  judges  in  active 
practice. 

Scope  of  course. — The  course  of  study  is  not  local  in  its  scope  but 
constitutes  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  practice  of  law  in  any  Eng- 
lish speaking  jurisdiction.  It  satisfies  the  professional  study  required 
for  admission  to  the  Bar  examinations  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
all  other  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.  The  school  has  conferred 
over  2,500  degrees,  and  its  graduates  are  now  practicing  in  every  state 
of  the  Union. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  WASHINGTON  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  LAW 

The  city  of  Washington  has  unusual  attractions  for  students  and 
particularly  for  students  of  law.  It  lies  between  the  North  and  the 
South.  It  is  a  residential  city  of  rare  beauty,  and  its  population  is 
drawn  from  all  over  the  United  States.    The  library  facilities  of  the 
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city,  both  general  and  legal,  are  unexcelled.  It  is  unique  in  the  extent 
of  its  legal  machinery.  It  is  the  seat  of  Congress,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  United  States 
Court  of  Claims,  the  United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  and  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals,  Supreme  Court  and  Munici- 
pal Courts,  which  exercise  the  dual  function  of  state  and  federal  courts. 
By  attending  the  sessions  of  these  various  bodies  students  can  famil- 
iarize themselves  with  all  branches  of  legal  procedure  and  keep  in  touch 
with  current  legal  thought  while  pursuing  their  studies. 

LOCATION 

The  Law  School  occupies  the  entire  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  the  New 
Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  Avenue,  Thirteenth  and  H  streets 
N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  The  quarters 
are  well  equipped  with  commodious  class  rooms,  moot  court  rooms, 
offices,  the  law  library,  and  a  students  room. 

LIBRARY 

A  well-equipped  working  library  comprising  about  6700  volumes,  is 
open  to  students  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  Competent  librarians  are 
in  charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  library  contains  the  complete  decisions  of  the  highest  courts 
of  thirty-eight  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  complete  reports 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  other  federal  courts,  the 
complete  National  Reporter  Reports,  the  Century,  Decennial,  Key 
number  and  United  States  Supreme  Court  Digests,  the  various  encyclo- 
pedias of  law,  the  Lawyers  Reports  Annotated,  the  American  Decisions, 
American  Reports  and  American  State  Reports,  the  English  Common 
Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  the  English  Reprint,  the  English  Law 
Reports  and  Law  Journal  Reports  since  1865  and  about  800  standard 
text  books  and  legal  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library  and  other  public  libraries. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR  AND  REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1915-16  begins  Wednesday,  September  29,  closes 
Wednesday,  June  7.  The  year  is  divided  into  two  half-years,  the  second 
beginning  on  January  3L  The  course  is  so  arranged  that  a  student 
may  enter  the  second  half-year  and  be  graduated  three  years  from 
that  time,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation,  held  on  or 
about  February  22,  of  each  year. 

Students  are  urged  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  half-year. 
Those  who  register  later  than  three  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  half- 
year,  will  be  restricted  to  registration  for  such  work  only  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  faculty  they  can  successfully  carry. 
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HOURS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  classes  are  divided  into  two  sections,  one  meeting  in  the  fore- 
noon between  9  and  12;  the  other  in  the  afternoon  from  4.50  to  6.30. 
A  complete  course  is  available  at  either  period.  This  enables  students 
in  Government  or  other  employment  to  attend  the  law  school  during 
the  day  and  to  have  their  evenings  for  study.  Classes  in  a  few  sub- 
jects are  held  in  the  morning  from  7.50  to  8.40,  and  may  be  elected  by 
students  of  the  second  and  third  years  in  place  of  subjects  of  the  regu- 
lar periods. 

ADMISSION  1915  16* 

I.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be 
satisfied  in  either  of  the  following  ways : 

a.  By  the  presentation  of  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from 
the  classical,  scientific  or  equivalent  course  of  a  college  or  university. 

h.  By  the  presentation  of  certificates  from  a  college  or  university, 
or  from  an  approved  high  school  or  preparatory  school,  showing  the 
successful  completion  of  at  least  fifteen  high  school  units,  which  are 
broadly  equivalent  to  a  four  year  high  school  course.  A  unit  repre- 
sents approximately  one  year  of  studyof  a  major  subject  in  a  high  school. 
Applicants  qualifying  for  admission  under  this  requirement  must  be 
at  least  eighteen  years  of  age.  Those  presenting  high  school  credits 
only  should  have  them  certified  on  the  blank  forms  which  they  may 
obtain  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School.

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law. — Candi- 
dates for  these  degrees  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an  institution  substantially 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law 
Schools. 

3.  As  Special  Students. — Persons  who  can  not  qualify  as  candidates 
for  a  degree  but  are  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  have  had  such 
educational  training  and  practical  experience  as  should  enable  them 
to  pursue  satisfactorily  the  study  of  law,  may  be  admitted  as  special 
students  by  consent  of  the  Dean. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  from  other  law  schools  which  substantially  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools  will 
receive  equivalent  credit,  not  exceeding  two  years'  work.  Such  stu- 
dents must  have  been  qualified  to  enter  this  school  when  they  began 
the  study  of  law.  The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  such  credit,  in  whole 
or  part,  save  conditionally  or  after  examination,  and  credit  given  may 
be  withdrawn  for  poor  work. 

Applicants  of  whom  examination  may  be  required,  can  take  the  regu- 
lar examinations  or  those  held  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year. 
(See  examinations.) 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  study  pursued  in  a  law  office. 


LAW  SCHOOL  129 

SUBJECTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  1915-16 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years.  For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  twelve  hours  class  work  a 
week  are  necessary  to  complete  the  course  in  three  years.  Ten  hours 
a  week  for  a  year  in  subjects  not  counted  towards  the  Bachelor's  degree, 
are  required  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent 
Law. 

The  subjects  marked  with  an  asterisk  are  required  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  The  student  may  elect  the  remainder  of 
his  subjects.  Third-year  students  may  elect  subjects  of  the  second 
year  not  previously  studied.  The  selection  of  the  subjects  must  be 
made  in  all  cases  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  half-year. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Dean,  take  work  not  exceeding  fifteen  hours  a 
week.  Excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law.  Students  with  substantial  outside 
employment  may  not  register  for  more  than  twelve  hours  and  are  urged 
to  carry  less,  devoting  more  than  three  years  to  the  course.

This  course  will  be  especially  valuable  to  officers  of 
the  army  and  navy. 

COURSE  IN  PATENT  LAW 

A  special  course  in  Patent  Law  Practice  is  given  by  Professor  Church. 
The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  those  taking  it  for  practice 
in  all  matters  involving  the  law  of  patents.  The  course  is  two  hours 
a  week  for  a  year  and  includes  lectures  and  moot  court  work. 

This  course  may  be  elected  and  counted  by  students  toward  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  such  students  will  be  required  to  take 
only  the  first  half-year  of  the  regular  moot  court  work.  A  certificate, 
under  the  seal  of  the  University,  is  granted  to  all  students  who  com- 
plete this  course. 

In  1913,  an  additional  course  in  United  States  Patent  Ofiice  Practice 
and  Substantive  Patent  Law  was  added  and  the  work  in  Patent  Law 
thus  doubled.  This  course  may  also  be  counted  by  students  toward 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

COURSES  IN  PRACTICE 
A.  Moot  Court  Work 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  are  required  to  devote 
two  hours  a  week  in  the  third  year  to  moot  court  work  but  those  taking 
the  practice  course  in  Patent  Law  may  omit  the  second  half-year. 
Candidates  for  the  Masters'  degrees  may  elect  moot  court  as  one  of 
their  subjects  and  are  required  to  carry  their  cases  through  the  Appel- 
late Court. 

There  are  four  courts  in  which  students  pursue  their  work.  Three 
are  nisi  prius  courts  presided  over  by  members  of  the  Washington  Bar 
in  active  practice.  The  fourth  is  a  Court  of  Appeals,  conducted  by 
the  ex-Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims  and  members 
of  the  Washington  Bar. 

The  clerk  of  the  Moot  Court  is  one  of  the  assistant  clerks  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  his  assistants  in  each 
court  room  are  chosen  from  the  student  body,  as  are  also  the  criers, 
jurors,  and  other  officials,  thus  giving  to  the  students  the  benefit  of 
practice  in  administrative  judicial  machinery.  The  moot  court  is  to 
all  intents  and  purposes  an  actual  court.  The  rooms  in  which  the 
sessions  are  held  are  fitted  up  with  judges'  benches,  clerks'  desks,  and 
counsel  tables,  and  from  the  time  the  crier  announces  that  the  court 
is  in  session  until  he  announces  its  adjournment,  the  procedure  is  identi- 
cal with  that  of  a  regular  tribunal. 

Statements  of  facts  are  furnished,  such  as  would  be  related  to  a  lawyer 
in  active  practice  by  his  client.  Each  student  must  determine  whether 
or  not  upon  such  facts  the  particular  case  in  hand  is  one  of  common 
law  or  equitable  cognizance.  He  must  then  frame  his  pleadings,  serve 
his  writs,  and  answer  his  adversary's  pleadings  until  issue  is  joined, 
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after  which  the  case  is  brought  on  for  hearing  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  actual  practice.  Juries  are  empaneled  in  accordance  with 
settled  legal  procedure,  witnesses  are  examined  and  cross  examined, 
and  the  case  conducted  through  all  the  various  stages  of  the  trial  or 
hearing  down  to  and  including  the  judgment  or  decree,  after  which, 
should  the  case  be  appealed,  it  must  be  carried  through  the  Appellate 
Court,  involving  the  preparation  of  the  record  on  appeal,  briefs  of 
counsel,  etc. 

It  is  believed  that  any  student  who  gives  the  proper  attention  to 
this  feature  of  the  law  curriculum  will  be  able  to  try  cases  in  court, 
although  he  may  never  have  been  in  an  actual  court  room. 

B.  Brief  Making 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  bulk  of  our  case  law,  it  is  indispen- 
sable that  students  should  be  taught  to  find  authorities  in  point,  to 
collate  them  and  to  present  them  to  the  court  in  a  clear  and  concise 
form.  In  order  to  afford  this  training  a  course  in  Brief  Making  is  given. 
This  course  will  be  conducted  in  part  in  the  library  of  the  Law  School, 
so  that  the  use  of  the  digests  and  reports  may  be  illustrated. 

G.  Preparation  of  Legal  Instruments 

Students  are  instructed  in  this  course  in  the  actual  preparation  of 
deeds,  mortgages,  wills,  assignments,  contracts,  partnership  agree- 
ments, and  other  legal  instruments  which  a  lawyer  is  called  upon  to 
prepare.  Statements  of  facts  are  furnished  to  the  class  by  the  professor 
in  charge,  and  each  student  is  required  to  prepare  the  various  forms  of 
instruments.  These  are  corrected  by  the  professor  and  are  discussed 
and  criticised  in  class. 


D.  Legal  Tactics  and  Ethics 

Every  young  lawyer  desires  to  avail  himself  of  the  experience  of  an 
older  practitioner  in  many  things  in  regard  to  practice  which  can  not 
be  taught  from  books.  It  is  to  meet  this  need  that  this  course  is  given. 
An  introductory  talk  is  given  upon  the  relations  between  attorney  and 
client,  including  the  subject  of  fees,  after  which  the  student  is  given 
the  benefit  of  practical  hints  upon  the  manner  of  starting  in  practice, 
opening  and  furnishing  an  office  and  the  preparation  and  conduct  of 
cases.  The  Canons  of  Professional  Ethics  are  studied  and  practical 
instruction  is  also  given  in  Extraordinary  Legal  Remedies.  This  course 
is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  Washington  Bar  whose  practice  has 
been  an  active  one  for  a  period  of  many  years. 
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LEGAL  AID  SOCIETY 

The  Legal  Aid  Society  of  the  Law  School  is  a  student  organization 
which  gives  legal  advice  without  charge  to  persons  financially  unable 
to  employ  a  lawyer.  The  members  secure  valuable  practical  experience 
which  supplements  their  work  in  Moot  Court.  Membership  is  restricted 
to  senior  and  post-graduate  students  of  high  scholarship.  The  work 
of  the  Society  is  supervised  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  and  an  alumnus 
in  active  practice. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  public  speaking  and  parliamentary 
law  are  afforded  by  the  Columbian  Debating  Society  and  the  University 
Congress,  which  have  been  organized  in  the  Law  School,  and  meet 
weekly  for  debate.  Membership  in  these  Societies  is  optional,  but 
their  work  is  encouraged  by  the  Faculty,  and  students  are  advised 
to  take  part  in  their  exercises. 

Intercollegiate  debates  are  also  held.  Membership  on  the  teams 
which  represent  the  University  in  these  contests  must  be  won  in  pre- 
liminary contests  held  for  such  purpose.  These  debates  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  University  Faculty. 

ATTENDANCE,  RECITATIONS,  EXAMINATIONS,  GRADES  AND  ELIMINATION 
OF  STUDENTS 

Attendance  and  Recitations. — No  student  except  by  special  permission 
of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed  to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject 
unless  he  shall  be  regularly  registered  and  have  been  in  regular  attend- 
ance upon  the  lectures  and  have  done  all  the  work  required  in  the 
course  of  instruction  upon  that  subject.  A  student  who  is  absent 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  class  hours  in  any  subject  will  be  barred  from 
examination  unless  his  absences  are  excused  by  the  Dean. 

Regular  Examinations. — Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close 
of  each  half-year.  These  examinations  are  final  as  to  the  work  of  that 
half-year.  All  students  are  required  to  take  the  regular  examinations 
in  the  subjects  pursued,  unless  excused  by  the  Dean. 

Grades. — At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indi- 
cated by  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing  respectively 
Excellent,  Good,  Satisfactory,  Fair,  Conditioned  and  Failed.  A  stu- 
dent receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed)  in  any  subject  will  be  required 
to  repeat  the  class  work.  A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  (condi- 
tioned) in  any  subject  will  be  required  to  repeat  the  class  work  unless 
he  pass  the  next  regular  examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions  with 
a  grade  of  at  least  C. 

Examinations  for  the  Removal  of  Conditions. — Regular  examinations 
for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each 
academic  year.     A  special  examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions 
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is  held  at  the  end  of  each  academic  year  for  the  benefit  of  candidates 
for  the  Bachelor's  degree  who  have  been  conditioned  in  not  more  than 
four  hours  during  the  first  half  of  their  last  year.  Application  for  per- 
mission to  take  these  examinations  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Law  School  not  later  than  three  days  before  the  date 
for  which  the  examination  is  scheduled. 

Elimination  of  Students. — Students,  regular  or  special,  whose  work 
is  unsatisfactory  are  required  to  withdraw  from  the  school.  The  in- 
structors of  the  first  year  class  are  a  committee  to  examine  the  stu- 
dents' records,  with  power  to  warn  for  deficiency,  to  place  on  probation, 
and  to  refuse  reregistration  to  any  student  whose  work  is  deemed 
unsatisfactory.  This  committee  examines  the  records  of  all  students 
immediately  after  the  mid-year  examinations  and  again  after  the  final 
examinations. 


1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  regular  students  who  have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at 
least  three  years  and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  on  required 
elective  subjects  aggregating  thirty-six  year  hours,  and  whose  attend- 
ance and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  have  completed  the  work  in  subjects  not  counted 
for  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  covering  a  minimum  of  ten  hours  a 
week  with  a  grade  of  C  or  better  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct 
have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty.  The  subject  of  International 
Law  offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  counted 
towards  this  degree.  The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  until  one  year 
after  the  receipt  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

3.  Master  of  Patent  Law. — Students  who  have  qualified  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws  may  elect  instead  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent 
Law  provided  that  they  have  included  in  their  course  the  subjects  of 
Substantive  Patent  Law,  Patent  Law  Practice  and  Federal  Procedure . 
This  degree  will  not  be  conferred  until  one  year  after  receipt  of  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

Combination  Six-years  Course  for  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Laws 

The  University  permits  one  year  of  professional  work  in  the  Law 
School  to  be  counted  towards  an  academic  degree.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  on  students  who  have  completed 
three  years  of  college  work  (45  imits)  including  one  of  the  four  groups 
of  subjects  prescribed  by  Columbian  College  of  the  University,  and 
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the  first  year  in  the  Law  School;  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  on 
completing  the  whole  six  years  of  the  combination  course. 


The  John  B.  Lamer  Gold  Medal. — A  gold  medal  offered  by  Mr.  John 
Bell  Larner,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  is 
awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shall 
have  attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  entire  course  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

Blackstone  Institute  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  the  Blackstone  Insti- 
tute of  a  set  of  Modern  American  Law  is  awarded  annually  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shall  have  attained  the  highest 
average  grade  in  the  entire  work  of  the  third  year. 

The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  annually  to  that  mem- 
ber of  the  second  year  class  taking  the  regular  course  who  shall  have 
attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  work  of  the  second  year.  The 
recipient  of  this  prize  will  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  for  tuition  fees 
to  the  extent  of  ten  hours  work  in  his  third  year;  library  and  diploma 
fees  will  remain  payable.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely 
personal  and  will  not  be  commuted  to  a  cash  payment.  The  recipient 
of  the  scholarship  must  make  use  of  it  during  the  session  next  succeeding 
its  award;  otherwise  it  will  be  awarded  to  the  person  having  the  next 
highest  grade.  Awarded,  for  the  session  1914-15,  to  John  Monteith 
McFall. 

American  Law  Book  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  the  American 
Law  Book  Company  of  the  Students'  Edition  of  ''Cyc,"  in  twelve  vol- 
umes, is  awarded  annually  to  the  regular  student  of  the  second-year  class 
making  the  second  highest  average  grade  for  the  work  of  the  entire  year. 

Phi  Delta  Phi  Prize.— The  Marshall  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, which  is  the  local  chapter,  offers  a  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars 
cash,  to  be  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  first  yesir  class 
taking  the  regular  course  who  shall  attain  the  highest  average  grade 
in  the  entire  work  of  the  year.    Awarded  in  1914  to  Roy  Linney  Deal. 

Ellsworth  Prize. — A  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  gold,  offered  by 
Mr.  Fritz  von  Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for 
the  best  work  done  by  a  regular  student  in  the  subject  of  Patent  Law 
Practice.    Awarded  in  1914  to  Frank  Albert  Bower. 

John  Byrne  and  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  John  Byrne  and 
Company  of  Washington,  D.  C,  of  four  volumes  of  their  Legal  Classics 
is  awarded  each  year  to  the  student  attaining  the  highest  grade  in 
Real  Property  II.    Awarded  in  1914,  to  James  Francis  Pierce.

No  registration  will  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  half-year,  and  no 
change  in  the  courses  undertaken  at  the  time  of  registration  will  be 
made  unless  approved  by  the  Dean.  Withdrawals  during  the  half-year 
will  be  granted  only  on  recommendation  of  the  Dean  and  the  approval  of 
the  President. 

The  library  fee  will  not  be  charged  for  the  first  half-year  during  which 
a  course  is  completed  in  the  case  of  students  who  enter  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  half-year  and  pay  the  library  fee  for  that  year. 


PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Matriculation  and  library  fees  are  due  in  full  in  advance.  Tuition 
may  be  paid  in  eight  monthly  installments  in  advance.  Students 
unable  to  pay  their  fees  monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to  file  an 
acceptable  personal  or  corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for  future 
payment.  In  every  instance  all  indebtedness  must  be  discharged  on 
or  before  May  1  of  the  current  school  year.  Fees  are  payable  at  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  2024  G  Street,  or  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Law  School.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

History. — The  Law  School,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  in  the 
city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Laws  originally  requiring  two  years  was  increased  in  1898  to 
three  years.  A  year  of  graduate  work  was  added  in  1877  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  The  curriculum  has  since  been  increased 
by  a  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Member  oj  Association  of  American  Law  Schools. — The  Law  School  w'as 
one  of  the  group  of  law  schools  which  in  1900  organized  the  Association 

•On  leave  of  abeence  1915-16. 
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of  American  Law  Schools  and  it  has  remained  a  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion since  that  time.  This  Association  includes  forty-seven  of  the  most 
progressive  law  schools  of  the  country  and  is  committed  to  the  policy 
of  advancement  in  legal  education.  As  this  school  maintains  the 
standards  of  the  Association,  work  certified  by  it  is  given  a  maximum 
of  credit  by  other  law  schools  of  the  country.  This  enables  students 
who  are  unable  to  complete  their  studies  in  Washington,  to  continue 
them  at  other  institutions  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time  and  work. 

Purpose  of  course. — The  School  aims  to  give  a  thorough  legal  training 
to  students  whose  education  and  maturity  fit  them  to  pursue  serious 
professional  study.  Over  sixty  per  cent  of  its  students  have  had  col- 
lege training  and  their  average  age  is  over  twenty-five  years.  A  pre- 
liminary course  in  liberal  arts  is  encouraged  and  the  University  per- 
mits the  first  year  of  law  work  to  be  counted  as  the  fourth  year  of  col- 
lege work  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  thus  enabling  students  to 
obtain  both  the  academic  and  professional  degrees  in  six  years. 

Method  of  Instruction. — The  method  of  instruction  followed  is  de- 
signed to  instill  correct  modes  of  legal  study,  to  train  the  mind  in  legal 
reasoning  and  to  give  a  thorough  grasp  of  fundamental  legal  principles. 
The  student  studies  leading  cases — the  earlier  cases  which  establish  a 
principle,  the  later  cases  which  show  its  qualifications.  This  study  is 
supplemented  by  classroom  discussion  and  instruction.  Thus  while 
the  student  is  being  trained  to  analyze  and  to  discriminate,  he  at  the 
same  time  masters  the  principles  of  law,  sees  the  reasons  on  which  they 
are  based,  and  observes  the  influence  on  their  development  of  succes- 
sive, political,  economic  and  social  theories.  The  method  is  most  prac- 
tical. The  student  has  always  before  him  actual  problems  and  their 
solution  by  the  ablest  judges  of  England  and  America.  He  begins  un- 
der his  teacher's  guidance  the  work  he  must  do  when  he  enters  prac- 
tice. In  no  other  way  can  the  future  lawyer  acquire  such  power  to  solve 
the  new  problems  arising  from  the  rapidly  changing  social  and  economic 
conditions  of  life.  The  case  method  is  now  used  in  over  eighty  per  cent 
of  the  schools  in  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools.  It  is  highly 
praised  in  a  report  submitted  by  Dr.  Joseph  Redlich,  Professor  of  Law 
in  the  University  of  Vienna,  who  in  1913-14  investigated  the  various 
methods  used  in  the  law  schools  of  the  United  States  at  the  request  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching. 

The  substantive  law  is  taught  almost  wholly  by  professional  teachers 
employing  the  case  method  and  giving  all  their  time  to  the  school; 
the  practice  courses  are  conducted  by  lawyers  and  judges  in  active 
practice. 

Scope  of  course. — The  course  of  study  is  not  local  in  its  scope  but 
constitutes  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  practice  of  law  in  any  Eng- 
lish speaking  jurisdiction.  It  satisfies  the  professional  study  required 
for  admission  to  the  Bar  examinations  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
all  other  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.  The  school  has  conferred 
over  2,500  degrees,  and  its  graduates  are  now  practicing  in  every  state 
of  the  Union. 
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ADVANTAGES  OF  WASHINGTON  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  LAW 

The  city  of  Washington  has  unusual  attractions  for  students  and 
particularly  for  students  of  law.  It  lies  between  the  North  and  the 
South.  It  is  a  residential  city  of  rare  beauty,  and  its  population  is 
drawn  from  all  over  the  United  States.  The  library  facilities  of  the 
city,  both  general  and  legal,  are  unexcelled.  It  is  unique  in  the  extent 
of  its  legal  machinery.  It  is  the  seat  of  Congress,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  United  States 
Court  of  Claims,  the  United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  and  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals,  Supreme  Court  and  Munici- 
pal Courts,  which  exercise  the  dual  function  of  state  and  federal  courts. 
By  attending  the  sessions  of  these  various  bodies  students  can  famil- 
iarize themselves  with  all  branches  of  legal  procedure  and  keep  in  touch 
with  current  legal  thought  while  pursuing  their  studies. 


The  Law  School  occupies  the  entire  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  the  New 
Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  Avenue,  Thirteenth  and  H  streets 
N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  The  quarters 
are  well  equipped  with  commodious  class  rooms,  moot  court  rooms, 
offices,  the  law  library,  and  a  students  room. 


A  well-equipped  working  library  comprising  7063  volumes,  is  open 
to  students  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  Competent  librarians  are  in 
charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  library  contains  the  complete  decisions  of  the  highest  courts 
of  forty-three  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  complete  reports 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  other  federal  courts,  the 
complete  National  Reporter  Reports,  the  Century,  Decennial,  Key 
number  and  United  States  Supreme  Court  Digests,  the  various  encyclo- 
pedias of  law,  the  Lawyers  Reports  Annotated,  the  American  Decisions, 
American  Reports  and  American  State  Reports,  the  English  Common 
Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  the  English  Reprint,  the  English  Law 
Reports  and  Law  Journal  Reports  since  1865  and  about  800  standard 
text  books  and  legal  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library  and  other  public  libraries. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR  AND  REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1916-17  begins  Wednesday,  September  27,  closes 
Wednesday,  June  0.  The  year  is  divided  into  two  half-years,  the  sec- 
ond beginning  February  1.  The  course  is  so  arranged  that  a  student 
may  enter  the  second  half-year  and  be  graduated  three  years  from 
that  time,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation,  held  on  or 
about  February  22,  of  each  year. 
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Students  are  urged  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  half-year. 
Those  who  register  later  than  three  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  half- 
year,  will  be  restricted  to  registration  for  such  work  only  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  faculty  they  can  successfully  carry. 

HOURS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  classes  are  divided  into  two  sections,  one  meeting  in  the  fore- 
noon between  9  and  12;  the  other  in  the  afternoon  from  4.50  to  6.30. 
A  complete  course  is  available  at  either  period.  This  enables  students 
in  Government  or  other  employment  to  attend  the  law  school  during 
the  day  and  to  have  their  evenings  for  study.  Classes  in  a  few  sub- 
jects are  held  in  the  morning  from  7.50  to  8.40,  and  may  be  elected  by 
students  of  the  second  and  third  years  in  place  of  subjects  of  the  regu- 
lar periods. 

ADMISSION 

I.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be 
satisfied  in  either  of  the  following  ways: 

a.  By  the  presentation  of  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from 
the  classical,  scientific  or  equivalent  course  of  a  college  or  university. 

b.  If  the  applicant  for  admission  be  under  twenty-one  years  of  age; 
by  the  presentation  of  certificates  from  a  college  or  university  showing 
the  successful  completion  as  a  regular  student  of  at  least  twelve  year 
hours  of  college  work.  An  applicant  qualifying  for  admission  under 
this  requirement  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age. 

c.  If  the  applicant  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over;  by  the  presen- 
tation of  certificates  from  a  university  or  college,  or  from  an  approved 
high  school,  or  preparatory  school,  showing  the  successful  completion 
of  at  least  fifteen  high  school  units,  which  are  broadly  equivalent  to  a 
four  year  high  school  course.  A  unit  represents  approximately  one 
year  of  study  of  a  major  subject  in  a  high  school.  Applicants  present- 
ing high  school  credits  only  should  have  them  certified  on  the  blank 
forms  which  they  may  obtain  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School.

2.  For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law. — Candi- 
dates for  these  degrees  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an  institution  substantially 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law 
Schools. 

3.  As  Special  Students. — Persons  who  can  not  qualify  as  candidates 
for  a  degree  but  are  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  have  had  such 
educational  training  and  practical  experience  as  should  enable  them 
to  pursue  satisfactorily  the  study  of  law,  may  be  admitted  as  special 
students  by  consent  of  the  Dean. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  from  other  law  schools  which  substantially  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools  will 
receive  equivalent  credit,  not  exceeding  two  years'  work.  Such  stu- 
dents must  have  been  qualified  to  enter  this  school  when  they  began 
the  study  of  law.    The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  such  credit,  in  whole 
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or  part,  save  conditionally  or  after  examination,  and  credit  given  may 
be  withdrawn  for  poor  work. 

Applicants  of  whom  examination  may  be  required,  can  take  the  regu- 
lar examinations  or  those  held  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year. 
(See  examinations.) 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  studies  pursued  in  a  college  or  high  school 
before  entering  on  the  regular  study  of  law,  or  in  a  law  office. 

SUBJECTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  1916-17 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years.  For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  twelve  hours  class  work  a 
week  are  necessary  to  complete  the  course  in  three  years.  Ten  hours 
a  week  for  a  year  in  subjects  not  counted  towards  the  Bachelor's  degree, 
are  required  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent 
Law. 

The  subjects  marked  with  an  asterisk  are  required  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  The  student  may  elect  the  remainder  of 
his  subjects.  Third-year  students  may  elect  subjects  of  the  second 
year  not  previously  studied.  The  selection  of  the  subjects  must  be 
made  in  all  cases  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  half-year. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Dean,  take  work  not  exceeding  fifteen  hours  a 
week.  Excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law.  Students  with  substantial  outside 
employment  may  not  register  for  more  than  twelve  hours  and  are  urged 
to  carry  less,  and  to  devote  more  than  three  years  to  the  course.

LEGAL  AID  SOCIETY 

The  Legal  Aid  Society  of  the  Law  School  is  a  student  organization 
which  gives  legal  advice  without  charge  to  persons  financially  unable 
to  employ  a  lawyer.  The  members  secure  valuable  practical  experience 
which  supplements  their  work  in  Moot  Court.  Membership  is  restricted 
to  senior  and  post-graduate  students  of  high  scholarship.  The  work 
of  the  Society  is  supervised  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  and  an  alumnua 
in  active  practice. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  public  speaking  and  parliamentary 
law  are  afforded  by  the  Columbian  Debating  Society,  which  has  been 
organized  in  the  Law  School,  and  meets  weekly  for   debate.     Mem- 
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bership  in  this  Society  is  optional,  but   its  work   is  encouraged  by 
the  Faculty,  and  students  are  advised  to  take  part  in  its  exercises. 

Intercollegiate  debates  are  also  held.  Membership  on  the  teams 
which  represent  the  University  in  these  contests  must  be  won  in  pre- 
liminary contests  held  for  such  purpose.  These  debates  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  University  Faculty. 


ATTENDANCE,  RECITATIONS,  EXAMINATIONS,  GRADES  AND  ELIMINATION 
OF  STUDENTS 

Attendance  and  Recitations. — No  student  except  by  special  permission 
of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed  to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject 
unless  he  shall  be  regularly  registered  and  have  been  in  regular  attend- 
ance upon  the  classes  and  have  done  all  the  work  required  in  the 
course  of  instruction  upon  that  subject.  A  student  who  is  absent 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  class  hours  in  any  subject  will  be  barred  from 
examination  unless  his  absences  are  excused  by  the  Dean. 

Regular  Examinations. — Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close 
of  the  first  half-year  in  subjects  which  are  then  completed  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  in  all  other  subjects.  All  students  are  required  to 
take  the  regular  examinations  in  the  subjects  pursued,  unless  excused 
by  the  Dean. 

Grades. — At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indi- 
cated by  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing  respectively 
Excellent,  Good,  Satisfactory,  Fair,  Conditioned  and  Failed.  A  stu- 
dent receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed)  in  any  subject  will  be  required 
to  repeat  the  class  work.  A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  E  (condi- 
tioned) in  any  subject  will  be  required  to  repeat  the  class  work  unless 
he  pass  the  next  regular  examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions  with 
a  grade  of  at  least  C. 

Examinations  for  the  Removal  of  Conditions. — Regular  examinations 
for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each 
academic  year.  A  special  examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions 
is  held  at  the  end  of  each  academic  year  for  the  benefit  of  candidates 
for  the  Bachelor's  degree  who  have  been  conditioned  in  not  more  than 
four  hours  during  the  first  half  of  their  last  year.  Application  for  per- 
mission to  take  these  examinations  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Secretarj'^  of  the  Law  School  not  latei  than  three  da3^s  before  the  date 
for  which  the  examination  is  scheduled. 

Elimination  of  Students. — Students,  regular  or  special,  whose  work 
is  unsatisfactory  are  required  to  withdraw  from  the  school.  The  in- 
structors of  the  first  year  class  are  a  committee  to  examine  the  stu- 
dents' records,  with  power  to  warn,  to  place  on  probation,  and  to  refuse 
rercgistration  to  any  student  whose  work  is  deemed  unsatisfactory. 
This  committee  examines  the  records  of  all  students  immediately  after 
the  mid-year  examinations  and  again  after  the  final  examinations. 
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1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  regular  students  who  have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at 
least  three  years  and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  on  required  and 
elective  subjects  aggregating  thirty-six  year  hours,  and  whose  attend- 
ance and  conduct  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  have  completed  the  work  in  subjects  not  counted 
for  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  covering  a  minimum  of  ten  hours  a 
week  with  a  grade  of  C  or  better  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct 
have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty.  The  subject  of  International 
Law  offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  counted 
towards  this  degree.  The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  until  one  year 
after  the  receipt  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

3.  Master  of  Patent  Law. — Students  who  have  qualified  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws  may  elect  instead  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent 
Law  provided  that  they  have  included  in  their  course  the  subjects  of 
Substantive  Patent  Law,  Patent  Law  Practice  and  Federal  Procedure. 
This  degree  will  not  be  conferred  until  one  year  after  receipt  of  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

Combination  Six- years  Course  for  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Laws 

The  University  permits  one  year  of  professional  work  in  the  Law 
School  to  be  counted  towards  an  academic  degree.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  on  students  who  have  completed 
three  years  of  college  work  (45  units)  including  one  of  the  four  groups 
of  subjects  prescribed  by  Columbian  College  of  the  University,  and 
the  first  year  in  the  Law  School;  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  on 
completing  the  whole  six  years  of  the  combination  course. 

PRIZES 

The  John  B.  Lamer  Gold  Medal. — A  gold  medal  offered  by  Mr.  John 
Bell  Larner,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  is 
awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shall 
have  attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  entire  course  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.   Awarded  1915-16  to  John  Montieth  McFall . 

American  Law  Book  Company  Prize.  A  prize  offered  by  The  Ameri- 
can Law  Book  Company  of  a  complete  set  of  "Cyc"  with  its  annual 
annotations  to  date,  is  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  who  shall  have  attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the 
entire  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.     The  recipient  of 
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this  prize  is  also  eligible  to  compete  for  one  of  three  Corpus  Juris 
scholarships,  each  of  a  value  of  $500,  for  one  year's  post  graduate 
work  in  law,  offered  by  The  American  Law  Book  Company. 

Blackstone  Institute  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  the  Blackstone  Insti- 
tute of  a  set  of  Modern  American  Law  is  awarded  annually  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  excepting  the  winner  of  The  Ameri- 
can Law  Book  Company  Prize,  who  shall  have  attained  the  highest 
average  grade  in  the  entire  work  of  the  third  year.  Awarded  1915-16  to 
John  Montieth  McFall. 

The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  annually  to  that  mem- 
ber of  the  second  year  class  taking  the  regular  course  who  shall  have 
attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  work  of  the  second  year.  The 
recipient  of  this  prize  will  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  for  tuition  fees 
to  the  extent  of  ten  hours  work  in  his  third  year;  library  and  diploma 
fees  will  remain  payable.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  is  purely 
personal  and  will  not  be  commuted  to  a  cash  payment.  The  recipient 
of  the  scholarship  must  make  use  of  it  during  the  session  next  succeeding 
its  award;  otherwise  it  will  be  awarded  to  the  person  having  the  next 
highest  grade.     Awarded  1915-16  to  Will  Reeves  Gregg. 

Phi  Delta  Phi  Prize.— The  Marshall  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, which  is  the  local  chapter,  offers  a  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars 
cash,  to  be  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  first  year  class 
taking  the  regular  course  who  shall  attain  the  highest  average  grade 
in  the  entire  work  of  the  year.  Awarded  in  1915-16  to  Charles  Orr 
Marshall. 

Ellsworth  Prize. — A  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  gold,  offered  by 
Mr.  Fritz  von  Briesen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for 
the  best  work  done  by  a  student  in  the  subject  of  Patent  Law  Practice. 
Awarded  in  1915-16  to  Charles  E.  Tullar. 

John  Byrne  and  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  John  Byrne  and 
Company  of  Washington,  D.  C,  of  four  volumes  of  their  Legal  Classics 
is  awarded  each  year  to  the  student  attaining  the  highest  grade  in 
Real  Property  IIL     Awarded  in  1915-16  to  Kenneth  Stanley  Neal.

No  registration  will  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  half-year,  and  no 
change  in  the  courses  undertaken  at  the  time  of  registration  will  be 
made  unless  approved  by  the  Dean.  Withdrawals  during  the  half-year 
vnll  be  granted  only  on  recommendation  of  the  Dean  and  the  approval  of 
the  President. 
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PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Matriculation  and  library  fees  are  due  in  advance.  Tuition  may 
be  paid  in  eight  monthly  installments  in  advance,  but  will  not  be 
apportioned  for  part  of  a  month.  Students  unable  to  pay  their  fees 
monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to  file  an  acceptable  personal  or 
corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for  future  payment.  In  every  in- 
stance all  indebtedness  must  be  discharged  on  or  before  May  1  of  the 
current  school  year.  Fees  are  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University,  2024  G  Street,  or  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School.

STUDENTS'  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAU 

The  School  conducts  an  Employment  Bureau  to  assist  students  in 
finding  work  to  aid  in  their  support.  Many  out-of-town  students  take 
the  United  States  Civil  Service  examinations  in  their  various  states  and 
secure  positions  in  the  Government  departments  in  Washington,  where 
the  hours  of  employment  enable  them  to  pursue  the  law  course  in  the 
afternoon.  Information  concerning  these  examinations  may  be  se- 
cured from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  at  Washington. 

There  are  also  opportunities  for  private  employment  which  will  help 
pay  expenses,  but  the  applicant  must  be  on  hand  to  take  advantage  of 
them.  Prospective  students  should  have  the  means  of  support  for  at 
least  a  half  year  to  give  them  time  to  secure  positions.  The  Bureau 
will  assist  prospective  students  but  it  is  usually  impossible  to  give 
definite  aid  until  they  come  to  the  city.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

History. — The  Law  School,  established  in  1865,  is  the  oldest  in  the 
city  of  Washington.  Its  course  of  instruction  for  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Laws  originally  requiring  two  years  was  increased  in  1898  to 
three  years.  A  year  of  graduate  work  was  added  in  1877  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  The  curriculum  has  since  been  increased 
by  a  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent  Law. 

Member   of   Association   of   American   Law  Schools. — The  Law 

School  was  one  of  the  group  of  law  schools  which  in  1900  organized  the 

*  On  leave  of  al  sence.    An  officer  in  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France. 
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Association  of  American  Law  Schools  and  it  has  remained  a  member  of 
the  Association  since  that  time.  This  Association  includes  forty-eight 
of  the  most  progressive  law  schools  of  the  country  and  is  committed 
to  the  policy  of  advancement  in  legal  education.  As  this  school  main- 
tains the  standards  of  the  Association,  work  certified  by  it  is  given  a 
maximum  of  credit  by  other  law  schools  of  the  country.  This  enables 
students  who  are  unable  to  complete  their  studies  in  Washington,  to 
continue  them  at  other  institutions  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time  and 
work. 

Purpose  of  Course. — The  School  aims  to  give  a  thorough  legal  train- 
ing to  students  whose  education  and  maturity  fit  them  to  pursue  serious 
professional  study.  Nearly  sixty  per  cent  of  its  students  have  had  col- 
lege training  and  their  average  age  is  over  twenty-five  years.  A  pre- 
liminary course  in  liberal  arts  is  encouraged  and  the  University  per- 
mits the  first  year  of  law  work  to  be  counted  as  the  fourth  yea,v  of  col- 
lege work  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  thus  enabling  students  to 
obtain  both  the  academic  and  professional  degrees  in  six  years. 

Method  of  Instruction. — The  method  of  instruction  followed  is  de- 
signed to  instill  correct  modes  of  legal  study,  to  train  the  mind  in  legal 
reasoning  and  to  give  a  thorough  grasp  of  fundamental  legal  principles. 
The  student  studies  leading  cases — the  earlier  cases  which  establish  a 
principle,  the  later  cases  which  show  its  qualifications.  This  study  is 
supplemented  by  classroom  discussion  and  instruction.  Thus  while 
the  student  is  being  trained  to  analyze  and  to  discriminate,  he  at  the 
same  time  masters  the  principles  of  law,  sees  the  reasons  on  which  they 
are  based,  and  observes  the  influence  on  their  development  of  succes- 
sive, political,  economic  and  social  theories.  The  method  is  most  prac- 
tical. The  student  has  always  before  him  actual  problems  and  their 
solution  by  the  ablest  judges  of  England  and  America.  He  begins  un- 
der his  teacher's  guidance  the  work  he  must  do  when  he  enters  prac- 
tice. In  no  other  way  can  the  future  lawyer  acquire  such  power  to  solve 
the  new  problems  arising  from  the  rapidly  changing  social  and  economic 
conditions  of  life. 

"The  only  way  to  clarify  and  simplify  our  law  as  a  whole  is  to  reach 
the  lawyer  in  the  making  and  mold  his  habits  of  thought  by  adequate 
instruction  and  training  so  that  when  he  comes  to  the  Bar  he  will  have 
learned  to  think  not  merely  in  terms  of  law  but  in  terms  of  jurisprudence. 
The  living  principle  of  the  case  system  of  instruction  in  our  law  schools 
is  that  the  student  is  required  by  a  truly  scientific  method  of  induction 
to  extract  the  principle  from  the  decision  and  to  continually  state  and 
restate  for  himself  a  system  of  law  evolved  from  its  history.  He  i« 
thus  preparing  not  merely  to  accept  formally  dogmatic  statements  of 
principles  biit  to  receive  and  assimilate  and  make  his  own  the  systematic 
thought  and  learning  of  the  world  in  the  science  of  jurisprudence.     With 
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a  Bar  subjected  generally  to  that  process  of  instruction,  the  more  gen- 
eral systematic  study  of  jurisprudence  would  follow  naturally  and  in- 
evitably, and  the  influence  of  that  study  would  be  universal;  and  from 
that  condition  would  evolve  naturally  the  systematic  restatement  of 
our  law,  by  men  equal  to  that  great  work."* 

This  inductive  case  system  is  the  antithesis  of  the  lecture  and  illus- 
trative case  method  which  is  often  mistaken  for  it.  The  case  method 
is  now  used  in  over  eighty  per  cent  of  the  schools  in  the  Association  of 
American  Law  Schools. 

The  substantive  law  is  taught  almost  wholly  by  professional  teachers 
employing  the  case  method  and  giving  all  their  time  to  the  school; 
the  practice  courses  are  conducted  by  lawyers  and  judges  in  active 
practice. 

Scope  of  Course. — The  course  of  study  is  not  local  in  its  scope  but 
constitutes  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  practice  of  law  in  any  Eng- 
lish speaking  jurisdiction.  It  satisfies  the  professional  study  required 
for  admission  to  the  Bar  examinations  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
all  other  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States.  The  school  has  conferred 
over  2,500  degrees,  and  its  graduates  are  now  practicing  in  every  state 
of  the  Union. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  WASHINGTON  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  LAW 

The  city  of  Washington  has  unusual  attractions  for  students  and 
particularly  for  students  of  law.  It  lies  between  the  North  and  the 
South.  It  is  a  residential  city  of  rare  beauty,  and  its  population  is 
drawn  from  all  over  the  United  States.  The  library  facilities  of  the 
city,  both  general  and  legal,  are  unexcelled.  It  is  unique  in  the  extent 
of  its  legal  machinery.  It  is  the  seat  of  Congress,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  United  States 
Court  of  Claims,  the  United  States  Court  of  Customs  Appeals,  and  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals,  Supreme  Court  and  Munici- 
pal Courts,  which  exercise  the  dual  function  of  state  and  federal  courts. 
By  attending  the  sessions  of  these  various  bodies  students  can  famil- 
iarize themselves  with  all  branches  of  legal  procedure  and  keep  in  touch 
with  current  legal  thought  while  pursuing  their  studies. 

LOCATION 

The  Law  School  occupies  the  entire  fifth  and  sixth  floors  of  the  New 
Masonic  Temple,  corner  of  New  York  Avenue,  Thirteenth  and  H  Streets 
N.  W.,  and  is  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  The  quarters 
are  well  equipped  with  commodious  class  rooms,  moot  court  rooms, 
oflQces,  the  law  library,  and  a  students  room.

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A  well-equipped  working  library  comprising  7300  volumes,  is  open 
to  students  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  Competent  librarians  are  in 
charge  and  will  give  students  assistance  in  the  use  of  books. 

The  library  contains  the  complete  decisions  of  the  highest  courts 
of  forty-six  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  complete  reports 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  other  federal  courts,  the 
complete  National  Reporter  Reports,  the  Century,  Decennial,  Key 
number  and  United  States  Supreme  Court  Digests,  the  various  encyclo- 
pedias of  law,  the  Lawyers  Reports  Annotated,  the  American  Decisions, 
American  Reports  and  American  State  Reports,  the  English  Common 
Law  and  Chancery  Reports,  the  English  Reprint,  the  English  Law 
Reports  and  Law  Journal  Reports  since  1865  and  about  800  standard 
text  books  and  legal  periodicals. 

In  addition  to  these  facilities  the  students  have  free  access  to  the 
Congressional  Library  and  other  public  libraries. 

ACADEMIC  YEAR  AND  REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1918-19  begins  Wednesday,  September  25,  closes 
Wednesday,  June  11.  The  year  is  divided  into  two  half-years,  the  sec- 
ond beginning  February  3.  The  course  is  so  arranged  that  a  student 
may  enter  the  second  half-year  and  be  graduated  three  years  from 
that  time,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  Winter  Convocation  held  on  or 
about  February  22,  of  each  year. 

Students  are  urged  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  half-year. 
Those  who  register  later  than  three  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  half- 
year,  will  be  restricted  to  registration  for  such  work  only  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  faculty  they  can  successfully  carry. 

HOURS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Classes  meet  in  the  afternoon  from  5  to  6.40.  This  enables  students 
in  Government  or  other  employment  to  attend  the  law  school  during 
the  day  and  to  have  their  evenings  for  study.  Classes  in  a  few  sub- 
jects are  held  in  the  morning  from  7.50  to  8.40,  and  may  be  elected  by 
students  of  the  second  and  third  years  in  place  of  subjects  of  the  regu- 
lar periods. 

ADMISSION 

Both  men  and  women  are  admitted  to  the  Law  School. 

I.  For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  may  be 
Katisfied  in  either  of  the  following  ways: 

o.  By  the  presentation  of  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from 
♦  he  classical,  scientific  or  equivalent  course  of  a  college  or  university. 
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b.  By  the  presentation  of  certificates  from  a  college  or  university, 
or  from  an  approved  high  school  or  preparatory  school,  showing  the 
successful  completion  of  at  least  fifteen  high  school  units,  which  are 
broadly  ecjuivalent  to  a  four  year  high  school  course.  A  unit  repre- 
sents approximately  one  year  of  study  of  a  major  subject  in  a  high 
school.  Applicants  qualifying  for  admission  under  this  requirement 
must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age.  Those  presenting  high  school 
credits  only  should  have  them  certified  on  the  blank  forms  which 
they  may  obtain  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School.

— Candi- 
datei)  for  these  degrees  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
hold  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  an  institution  substantially 
eompl3dng  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law 
Schools. 

III.  As  Special  Students. — Persons  who  can  not  qualify  as  candidates 
for  a  degree  but  are  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  have  had  such 
•ducational  training  and  practical  experience  as  should  enable  them 
to  pursue  satisfactorily  the  study  of  law,  may  be  admitted  as  special 
students  by  consent  of  the  Dean. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  from  other  law  schools  which  substantially  comply  with 
Ihe  requirements  of  the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools  will 
receive  equivalent  credit,  not  exceeding  two  years'  work.  Such  stu- 
dents must  have  been  qualified  to  enter  this  school  when  they  began 
the  study  of  law.  The  right  is  reserved  to  refuse  such  credit,  in  whole 
or  part,  save  conditionally  or  after  examination,  and  credit  given  may 
be  withdrawn  for  poor  work. 

Applicants  of  whom  examination  may  be  required,  can  take  the  regu- 
lar examinations  or  those  held  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year. 
(See  examinations.) 

No  credit  will  be  given  for  studies  pursued  in  a  college  or  high  school 
before  entering  on  the  regular  study  of  law,  or  in  a  law  office. 

SUBJECTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  1917-18 

The  course  of  instruction  extends  through  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years.  For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  twelve  hours  class  work  a 
week  are  necessary  to  complete  the  course  in  three  years.  Ten  hours 
a  week  for  a  year  in  subjects  not  counted  towards  the  Bachelor's  degree, 
are  required  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  or  Master  of  Patent 
Law. 

The  subjects  marked  with  an  asterisk  are  prescribed  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  The  student  may  elect  the  remainder  of 
his  subjects.  Third-year  students  may  elect  subjects  of  the  second 
year  not  previously  studied.  The  selection  of  the  subjects  must  be 
made  in  all  cases  within  ten  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  half-year. 

Students  devoting  their  whole  time  to  the  study  of  law  may,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Dean,  take  work  not  exceeding  fifteen  hours  a

we%k.  Excess  credits  may  be  applied  toward  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws  or  Master  of  Patent  Law.  Students  with  substantial  outside 
employment  may  not  register  for  more  than  twelve  hours  and  are  urged 
to  carry  less,  and  to  devote  more  than  three  years  to  the  course.

SUMMER  SESSION 

A  limited  number  of  subjects  are  offered  at  the  Summer  Session. 
The  purpose  of  this  session  is  to  lighten  or  supplement  the  work  of  the 
regular  session  by  enabling  students  to  take  subjects  usually  taken  in 
the  regular  session.  These  subjects  may  also  be  availed  of  to  shorten 
the  period  of  study  for  a  degree.  The  subjects  offered  in  the  summer 
session  of  1917  (June  25  to  August  4)  were  Personal  Property,  Principles 
of  Legal  Liability,  Insurance,  Mortgages,  Municipal  Corporations.  See 
announcement  of  the  summer  session,  1918  (June  24  to  August  3). 

LEGAL  AID  SOCIETY 

The  Legal  Aid  Society  of  the  Law  School  is  a  student  organization 
which  gives  legal  advice  without  charge  to  persons  financially  unable 
to  employ  a  lawyer.    The  members  secure  valuable  practical  experience 
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which  supplements  their  work  in  Moot  Court.  Membership  is  restricted 
to  senior  and  post-graduate  students  of  high  scholarship.  The  work 
of  the  Society  is  supervised  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  and  an  alumnus 
in  active  practice. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING 

Excellent  facilities  for  training  in  public  speaking  and  parliamentary 
law  are  afforded  by  the  Columbian  Debating  Society,  which  has  been 
organized  in  the  Law  School,  and  meets  weekly  for  debate.  Mem- 
bership in  this  Society  is  optional,  but  its  work  is  encouraged  by 
the  Faculty,  and  students  are  advised  to  take  part  in  its  exercises. 

Intercollegiate  debates  are  also  held.  Membership  on  the  teams 
which  represent  the  University  in  these  contests  must  be  won  in  pre- 
liminary contests  held  for  such  purpose.  These  debates  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  University  Faculty. 

ATTENDANCE,  RECITATIONS,  EXAMINATIONS,  GRADES  AND  FXIMINATION 
OF  STUDENTS 

Attendance  and  Recitations. — No  student  except  by  special  permission 
of  the  Dean,  will  be  allowed  to  take  an  examination  in  any  subject 
unless  he  shall  be  regularly  registered  and  have  been  in  regular  attend- 
ance upon  the  classes  and  have  done  all  the  work  required  in  the 
course  of  instruction  upon  that  subject.  A  student  who  is  absent 
over  ten  per  cent  of  the  class  hours  in  any  subject  will  be  denied 
credit  unless  his  absences  are  excused  by  the  Dean. 

Regular  Examinations. — Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close 
of  the  first  half-year  in  subjects  which  are  then  completed  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  in  all  other  subjects.  All  students  are  required  to 
take  the  regular  examinations  in  the  subjects  pursued,  unless  excused 
by  the  Dean. 

Grades. — At  all  examinations  the  grading  of  students  will  be  indi- 
cated by  the  letters  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F,  representing  respectively 
Excellent,  Good,  Satisfactory,  Fair,  Conditioned  and  Failed.  A  stu- 
dent receiving  the  grade  of  F  (failed)  in  any  subject  will  be  required 
to  repeat  the  class  work.  A  student  receiving  the  grade  of  K  (condi- 
tioned) in  any  subject  will  be  required  to  repeat  the  class  work  unless 
he  pass  the  next  regular  examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions  with 
a  grade  of  at  least  C. 

Examinations  for  the  Removal  of  Conditions. — Regular  examinations 
for  the  removal  of  conditions  are  held  during  the  first  week  of  each 
academic  j'ear.  A  special  examination  for  the  removal  of  conditions 
is  held  at  the  end  of  each  academic  year  for  the  benefit  of  candidates 
for  the  Bachelor's  degree  who  have  been  conditioned  in  not  more  than 
four  hours  durinj-;  the  first  lialf  of  their  last  year.  Application  for  per- 
mission to  take  these  examinations   must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Law  School  not  later  than  three  days  before  the  date 
for  which  the  examination  is  scheduled. 

Elimination  of  Students. — Students,  regular  or  special,  whose  work 
is  unsatisfactory  are  required  to  withdraw  from  the  school.  The  in- 
structors of  the  first  year  class  are  a  committee  to  examine  the  stu- 
dents' records,  with  power  to  warn,  to  place  on  probation,  and  to  refuse 
reregistration  to  any  student  whose  work  is  deemed  unsatisfactory. 
This  committee  examines  the  records  of  all  students  immediately  after 
the  mid-yonr  examinations  and  atrnin  aftfr  thp  final  examinations.. 


1.  Bachelor  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  regular  students  who  have  studied  law  for  a  period  of  at 
least  three  years  and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  with  an  average 
grade  of  at  least  "C"  on  required  and  elective  subjects  aggregating 
thirty-six  year  hours,  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct  have  been 
satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  with  distinction  will  be  awarded  to 
students  whose  average  percentage  in  all  subjects  is  equivalent  to  the 
grade  of  A. 

2.  Master  of  Laws. — The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
upon  students  who  have  completed  the  work  in  subjects  not  counted 
for  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  degree  covering  a  minimum  of  ten  hours  a 
week  with  a  grade  of  C  or  better  and  whose  attendance  and  conduct 
have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty.  The  subject  of  International 
Law  offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  countecl 
towards  this  degree.  The  degree  will  not  be  conferred  until  one  year 
after  the  receipt  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

3.  Master  of  Patent  Law. — Students  who  have  qualified  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Laws  may  elect  instead  the  degree  of  Master  of  Patent 
Law  provided  that  they  have  included  in  their  course  the  Patent  Law 
subjects  and  Federal  Procedure.  This  degree  will  not  be  conferred 
until  one  year  after  receipt  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws. 

Candidates  for  degrees  who  have  been  absent  from  school  for  two 
successive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  continue  the  course  only  on  such 
terms  as  the  Faculty  may  prescribe  at  the  time  of  reentering. 

Combination  Six-years  Course  for  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Laws 

The  University  permits  one  year  of  professional  work  in  the  Law 
School  to  be  counted  towards  an  academic  degree.  The  degree  of

— A  gold  medal  donated  by  Mr.  John 
Bell  Lamer,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  is 
awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shall 
have  attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  entire  course  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Awarded  1916-17  to  David  Hoagland 
Cannon. 

The  American  Law  Book  Company  Prize.  A  complete  set  of  "Cyc" 
with  its  annual  annotations  to  date,  donated  by  The  American  Law 
Book  Company,  is  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  shall  have  attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  entire 
course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  The  recipient  of  this  prize 
is  also  eligible  to  compete  for  one  of  three  Corpus  Juris  scholarships, 
each  of  a  value  of  $500,  for  one  year's  post  graduate  work  in  law,  offered 
by  The  American  Law  Book  Company.  Awarded  1916-17  to  David 
Hoagland  Cannon. 

Herrick  Prize. — A  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  cash,  donated  by 
Samuel  Herrick,  Esq.,  is  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  grad- 
uating class  excepting  the  winner  of  the  gold  medal,  who  shall  have 
attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  entire  work  of  the  third 
year.    Awarded  1916-17  to  Harry  S.  Taylor. 

Blackstone  Institute  Prize. — A  set  of  Modern  American  Law,  donated 
by  the  Blackstone  Institute,  is  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of 
the  graduating  class  excepting  the  winners  of  The  American  Law  Book 
Company  and  Herrick  Prizes,  who  shall  have  attained  the  highest 
average  grade  in  the  entire  work  of  the  third  year.  Awarded  1916-17 
to  Harry  S.  Taylor. 

The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship. — A  prize  scholarship,  known  as 
"The  Ordronaux  Prize  Scholarship,"  is  awarded  annually  to  that  mem- 
ber of  the  second  year  class  taking  the  regular  course  who  shall  have 
attained  the  highest  average  grade  in  the  work  of  the  second  year.

Phi  Delta  Phi  Prize.— The  Marshall  Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, which  is  the  local  chapter,  offers  a  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars 
cash,  to  be  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  first  year  class 
taking  the  regular  course  who  shall  attain  the  highest  average  grade  in 
the  entire  work  of  the  year.     Awarded  in  1016-17  to  Bessie  W.  Ncwsom. 

Ellsworth  Prize. — A  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  gold,  offered  by 
Mr.  Fritz  von  Bricsen,  called  the  "Ellsworth  Prize,"  is  awarded  for 
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the  best  work  done  by  a  student  in  the  subject  of  Patent  Law  Practice. 
Awarded  in  1916-17  to  Charles  Orr  Marshall. 

John  Byrne  and  Company  Prize. — A  prize  offered  by  John  Byrne  and 
Company  of  Washington,  D.  C,  of  four  volumes  of  their  Legal  Classics 
is  awarded  each  year  to  the  student  attaining  the  highest  grade  in 
Real  Property  III.     Awarded  in  1916-17  to  Harry  S.  Taylor. 

FEES

3.  Fee  for  graduation 10 

No  registration  will  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  half-year,  and  no 
change  in  the  courses  undertaken  at  the  time  of  registration  will  be 
made  unless  approved  by  the  Dean.  Withdrawals  during  the  half-year 
will  be  granted  only  on  recommendation  of  the  Dean  and  the  approval  of 
the  President. 

PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Matriculation  and  library  fees  are  due  in  advance.  Tuition  may 
be  paid  in  eight  monthly  installments  in  advance,  but  will  not  be 
apportioned  for  part  of  a  month.  Students  unable  to  pay  their  fees 
monthly  in  advance  will  be  required  to  file  an  acceptable  personal  or 
corporate  bond  for  $200  as  security  for  future  payment.  In  every  in- 
stance all  indebtedness  must  be  discharged  on  or  before  May  1  of  the 
current  school  year.  Fees  are  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University,  2101  G  Street,  or  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  School. 

STUDENTS'  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAU 

The  School  conducts  an  Employment  Bureau  to  assist  students  in 
finding  work  to  aid  in  their  support.  Many  out-of-town  students  take 
the  United  States  Civil  Service  examinations  in  their  various  states  and 
secure  positions  in  the  Government  departments  in  Washington,  where 
the  hours  of  employment  enable  them  to  pursue  the  law  course  in  the 
afternoon.  Information  concerning  these  examinations  may  be  se- 
cured from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  at  Washington. 
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There  are  also  opportunities  for  private  employment  which  will  help 
pay  expenses,  but  the  applicant  must  be  on  hand  to  take  advantage  of 
them.  Prospective  students  should  have  the  means  of  support  for  at 
least  a  half  year  to  give  them  time  to  secure  positions.  The  Bureau 
will  assist  prospective  students  but  it  is  usually  impossible  to  give 
definite  aid  until  they  come  to  the  city.
